Sitting  in  as  interns  and  assigned  to  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission,  period  of  January  7-February  14,  1958,  Miss  Helen 
Dewar  and  ^onald  I,  Jonas,  of  the  Coro  Foundation. 

The  Commission  in  review  of  payments  of  premiums  and  payment 
of  claims  under  the  Municipal  Railway  Excess  Carrier,  directed 
that  a  study  be  made  as  to  the  possibility  of  City  becomining 
self-insured  for  payment  of  claims  against  the  Railway. 

In  review  of  the  recently  approved  one-way  street  pattern  for 
the  general  down-town  area,  Commissioner  Fazackerley  stated 
that  at  the  time  of  approval,  it  was  understood,  that  following 
a  90  day  period,  that  the  pattern  would  be  restudied  to  the 
end  that  certain  recommendations  of  improvement  might  be  ma.de. 
The  Mo.  30  Line,  now  operated  with  diesel  buses  as  an  interim 
measure,  is  operating  as  such,  pending  studies  of  the  one-way 
street  pattern,  and  the  conversion  to  trolley  coach  operation. 
The  Commission,  on  recommendation  of  Commissioner  Fazackerley, 
directed  that  a  public  hearing  be  held  at  its  next  regular 
meeting  to  review  the  one-way  street  pattern,  particularly  as 
it  affects  the  No.  30  Line. 

Department  Report  -  San  Francisco  International  Airport,  by 
So  Brown: 

Airport  closed  the  year  1957  with  an  estimated  3/960,500  air- 
1 ine  passengers,  the  same  period  saw  128,000,000  pounds  of  air 
shipments  through  the  Airport;  traffic  volume  for  the  month  of 
November,  1957  reflected  an  increase  of  10.1$,  over  the  same 
period  in  1956.    During  December,  1957,  was  opened  the  "Pancake 
Palace"  and  the  greatly  expanded  and  redecorated  cocktail 
lounge.  Aircarriers  and  Department  are  experimenting    on  an 
effective  plan  for  self-claiming  baggage.  During  the  year  1957, 
approximately  4,623  school  children  visited  the  Airport.  Nego- 
tiations are  under  way  for  leasing  base  facilities  to  American 
Airlines  and  Pan  American  World  Airways.

REPORT  OF  THE  MANAGER,  AIRPORT  DEPARTMENT,  TO  THE  PUBLIC  UTILITIES  COMMISSION 
January  7,  1958: 

President  Martin,  Gentlemen  of  the  Commission: 

San  Francisco  International  Airport  closed  the  calendar  year  of  1957 
with  an  estimated  3,960,500  airline  passengers  passing  through  the  terminal  facilities 
this  represents  just  39,500  passengers  less  than  4,000,000.    This  same  period 
saw  some  128,000,000  pounds  of  air  shipments  move  through  the  Airport.     (I  should 
mention  that  these  figures  are  based  on  projections  for  the  final  two  months  of 
the  year). 

Our  most  recent  comparative  traffic  report  covers  the  month  of  November, 
and  reflects  a  passenger  volume  increase  of  10. IX  over  the  same  period  in  1956. 
Total  airline  passengers  through  the  terminal  amounted  to  308,876  for  November, 
1957,  as  compared  to  280,559  for  November,  1956. 

According  to  the  CAA  Control  Tower,  10,753  airline  operations  occurred 
during  November  •  an  increase  of  2.2%.    This  small  percentage  increase  in  aircraft 
operations,  compared  to  the  10%  increase  in  passenger  volume,  indicates  the 
continuing  practice  of  air  carriers  toward  the  use  of  larger  airplanes  in  favor 
of  the  heretofore  frequent  use  of  the  smaller  two-engine  types. 

Related  activity  involving  our  concessionaires  saw  the  opening  of 
Interstate  Company's  new  restaurant,  the  "Pancake  Palace,"  and  the  greatly  expanded 
and  redecorated  main  lobby  cocktail  lounge.    The  Statue  of  Peace  has  been  erected 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  main  entrance  road  to  the  terminal,  but  has  not  as  yet 
been  dedicated  (some  finishing  work  is  still  underway  at  the  base  of  the  status). 

Just  prior  to  the  usual  holiday  season  rush,  the  air  carriers  and 
the  Airport  Department  started  a  series  of  experiments  to  determine  the  most 
effective  method  of  developing  self -claiming  baggage  techniques.    These  tests 
are  continuing,  and  are  expected  to  produce  a  method  whereby  wilting  time  can 
be  greatly  reduced.    The  answer  should  be  evident  within  the  next  30  days. 

During  the  calendar  year  just  concluded.  Airport  Department  personnel 
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handled  84  tours  representing  an  approximate  total  of  4,623  school  children. 
Although  most  of  these  school  groups  came  from  the  San  Francisco  public  schools, 
many  came  from  as  far  away  as  Monterey,  Sacramento,  Stockton,  and  Santa  Rosa.  In 
addition  to  school  tours,  the  Airport  Department  was  host  to  over  25  adult  groups, 
representing  over  800  individuals.    There  is  no  accurate  count  available  as  to 
the  large  number  of  touring  groups  that  annually  visit  the  Airport  under  the 
sponsorship  of  our  airline  tenants. 

During  the  latter  part  of  1957,  the  Airport  Department  published  an 
augmented  reprint  of  the  Airport  section  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission* s  Annual 
Report.    In  addition  to  the  material  contained  in  the  original  version,  the 
supplemented  report  contains  tables  showing  comparative  traffic,  and  income  and 
expense  figures  for  the  fiscal  year  of  1956-57,  plus  a  table  indicating  the 
proposed  use  ff  the  $25,000,000  bond  fund.    A  detailed  copy  of  the  Airport  Master 
Plan,  coded  to  match  the  items  on  the  bond-fund-use  table  is  Included  as  a 
loose-leaf  insert.    This  brochure  has  been  mailed  to  airport  managers,  members 
of  the  Airport  Operators  Council  and  American  Association  of  Airport  Executives, 
and  others  professionally  concerned  with  major  air  terminal  operation.  A 
supply  of  these  booklets  will  be  available  throughout  the  current  year  for 
distribution  as  needed  to  groups  visiting  the  Airport,  and  as  a  mailing  piece. 

Negotiations  are  currently  underway  In  regard  to  leasing  of  Airport 
property  for  maintenance  base  areas  to  American  Airlines  and  Pan  American  World 
Airways.      American  is  Interested  in  8.18  acres  of  Plot  8.  i  i In  this  instance 
all  leasing  provisions  have  met  with  agreement  by  both  the  City  and  the  airline, 
and  we  are  now  waiting  for  appraisal  and  rental  recommendation  by  the  Director  of 
Property.    Pan  American  has  indicated  a  desire  to  lease  46.20  acres  of  Plot  1. 
First  negotiations  with  Pan  American  officials— Mr.  Robert  Murray,  Robert  Harris, 
and  William  Locker-are  scheduled  for  next  Monday,  January  13.

Hearing:  -  One-way  Street  Program 

Effective  as  of  October  6,  1957,  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors approved  a  program  for  one-way  streets  in  the  general 
downtown  area  cf  San  Francisco.    The  Commission  approved  the 
operation  of  the  No.  15  ?nd  No.  42  bus  lines  southbound  on 
Montgomery  Street,  for  a  period  of  50  days  to  determine  if 
said  Montgomery  Street  could  handle  the  bus  traffic  in  a 
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satisfactory  manner.  The  trial  period  has  been  completed 

and  the  purpose  of  todayfs  hearing  was  to  determine  the  policy 

of  permanent  operation  of  buses  on  said  Montgomery  Street. 

Mr.  Chas.  Miller,,  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway  expressed 
gratification  for  the  opportunity  of  the  Railway  to  partici- 
pate in  the  discussions  with  otherGity  Departments  in  the 
vital  matter  of  movement  of  traffic.  He  concurred  in  the 
recommendation  of  the  Interdepartmental  Staff  in  their 
recommendation  of  permanent  operation  of  buses  cn  Montgomery 
Street.    Mr,  Anderson,  Superintendent  of  Traffic  for  the 
Railway  reviewed  the  results  of  the  90  day  trial  period.  He 
reviewed  the  results  of  a  poll  of  5> 000  cards,  given  to  patrons 
boarding  the  southbound  coaches  on  the  No.  15  and  No.  42  Lines, 
for  preference  survey,    2766  cards  were  returned  (a  very  high 
rate  return),  in  which  67$  of  the  patrons  favored  routing  of 
buses  on  Montgomery  Street.  He  concluded  stating  that  oberser- 
v  tion  on  the  principal  streets  involved  in  the  current  con- 
version to  one-way  operation  indicates  that  there  has  been 
an  inprovement  in  the  movement  of  traffic  on  these  particular 
s-sroets-Stockton,  4th,  3rd  .and  Kearny,  with  minor  adverse 
effect  on  certain  other  streets.  The  most  significant  gain  for 
transit  is  for  the  No,  30  line  which  uses  all  of  the  principal 
one-way  streets.  In  general,  the  operation  of  the  one-way 
pattern  has  been  beneficial  in  the  over-all. 

Mr,  Ross  Shoaf,  Traffic  Engineer,  Department  of  Public  Works 
stated  that  the  elimination  of  the  scramble  system  (made  per- 
manent by  action  of  the  Police  Commission)  on  Montgomery 
Street  has  improved  traffic  flow  on  the  street.    He  demon- 
strated from  a  number  of  charts,  that  the  one-way  pattern 
shows  a  definite  greatly  improved  movement  of  traffic  and 
endorsed  its  continuance . 

Captain  Kiely  of  the  Police  Department  also  noted  improvement 
in  traffic  because  of  the  elimination  of  the  scramble  system 
and  the  greatly  improved  traffic  flow,  an  improvement  par- 
ticularly noted  during  the  Christmas  Season. 

J,  Mc  Car thy  cf  the  Planning  Commission  stated  that  staff  was 
well  pleased  with  the  one-way  street  pattern  and  stated  that 
farther  improvements  can  be  expected  as  soon  as  new  signals 
are  installed. 

Mr.  Phillips  S.  Davies  of  the  North  Central  Association  stated 
that  the  purpose  of  the  trial  period  was  two-fold; , (1 )  to  per- 
mit staff  of  City  to  get  experience  in  the  operation  cf  the 
plan;  (2)  to  give  the  people  an  opportunity  to  see  the  plan 
in    operation  and  to  be  afforded  the  opportunity  to  voice 
their  reactions.      His  Association  put  out  a  2,000  card  poll, 
receiving  800  cards  in  return  ajid  the  returns  shewed  a  3  to  1 
opposition  to  elimination  of  the  scramble  system  and  opposi- 
tion to  buses  on  Montgomery  Street.  He  contended  that  when 
people  do  not  want  something,  any  program  will  not  work  ^nd 
the  present  operation  will  fail,  because  the  people  are  opposed 
to  it.    He  further  contended  that  the  property  owners  were 
concerned  about  their  property  values  because  of  the  elimina- 
tion of  the  scramble  system  and  operation  of  buses.  He  re- 
minded that  the  property  owners  in  1935/  purchased  the 


franchise  of  the  old  Market  Street  Railway  -covering  the 
operation  of  streetcars  on  Montgomery  Street,  in  the  sole 
interest  of  keeping  mass  transit  off  the  street;  he  questioned 
the  good  faith  of  City,    at  this  time,  in  supporting  operation 
of  buses  on  the  street, 

Elmer  Johnson  of  the  Building  Owners  and  Managers  Association 
also  voiced  opposition  to  the  elimination  of  the  scramble 
system,  contending  that  the  system  could  be  of  material  aid 
to  bus  operation;  he  stated  that  the  trial  was  fair,  but  his 
group  was  nevertheless  opposed  to  any  mass  transit  on  the 
street. 

Through  telegrams  and  letters,  the  Friedman  Co.,  The  American 
Potash  and  Chemical  Corporation  ahd  the  Group  Securities,  Inc., 
opposed  operation  of  buses  on  Montgomery  Street.

Generator  No.  1  was 
shut  down  at  5sl0  P.M.  on  December  10,  and  Generator  No.  k  at  6:kl  A.M.  on 
December  29.      In  each  case  the  failure  appeared  to  be  due  to  a  breakdown  of  in- 
sulation resulting  in  a  short-circuited  coil  and  ensuing  fire.      Prompt  action  on 
the  part  of  operating  personnel  limited  damage  to  approximately  35$  of  the  stator 
coils  on  Generator  No.  1  and       of  the  coils  on  Generator  No.  lu     Repairs  started 
on  Generator  No.  1  were  temporarily  postponed.      Concentration  of  repair  work  on 
Generator  No.  k  enabled  it  to  be  placed  back  in  service  on  January  10.      It  is 
anticipated  that  the  other  unit  will  be  back  in  service  by  January  28. 

The  cost  of  repairs  under  emergency  conditions  authorized  by  PIIC  Resolutions  Nos. 
17,772  and  17,797  respectively,  is  estimated  at  $60,000  for  Unit  No.  1  and  $15,000 
for  Unit  No.  lu     With  the  possibility  that  a  portion  of  these  costs  are  recover- 
able under  current  fire  insurance  coverage,  the  insurance  company  has  been  notified 
and  an  adjuster  has  already  made  an  investigation.

STREET  LIGHTING 

Construction  funds  for  this  year!s  program  are  still  in  the  Department 
of  Public  Works.    The  city  attorney  now  has  a  request  for  opinion,  asking  "if 
the  change  in  funding  from  ad  valorem  taxes  to  state  gas  taxes  changes  his 
opinion  No.  859,  dated  June,  1954" •    According  to  this  opinion,  the  above  work 
belongs  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 

Our  Cont.  No.  '53^A>  for  the  maintenance  of  street  lighting,  is  in 
trouble  with  the  bookkeepers,  who  have  challenged  the  contractor  and  the  Bureau 
on  the  interpretation  of  certain  items  in  the  damage  repair  section  of  the  con- 
tract.   VJork  has  been  continuing  normally,  but  no  payments  have  been  made  since 
July  1.    The  contractor  is  perturbed  and  the  Bureau  is  embarrassed,  while  the 
bookkeepers  and  the  attorneys  argue.    It  seems  to  be  an  unwarranted  exercise  of 
authority  to  withhold  payment  on  overdue  bills  in  excess  of  $10,000  to  insure 
coverage  for  a  disputed  '£00  to  $300. 


BUILDING  LIGHTING 

All  city  departments  have  been  notified  of  the  amount  to  include  in 
their  1958-59  budgets  for  light,  heat  and  power,  based  on  historical  usage  and 
known  expansions.    So  far,  three  departments  have  responded  by  mail,  requesting 
more  funds  due  to  increased  facilities.    These  will  be  taken  care  of  in  our 
supplemental  budget. 

Study  of  the  new  electric  rates  authorized  by  the  State  Public  Utilities 
Commission  for  the  Pacific  Gas  &  Electric  Company,  effective  from  and  after 
November  15,  1957,  are  continuing.    Within  the  next  two  or  three  weeks,  they  will 
be  presented  to  the  Commission  with  recommendation  for  adoption.    Meanwhile,  the 
new  rates  have  been  applied  to  consumers  other  than  city  departments,  in  order  to 
avoid  the  necessity  of  rebilling.

Many  thanks  for  your  telegram  of  the  13th  regarding  the  CAB  decision  to  hold 
an  expedited  hearing  in  the  matter  of  additional  nonstop  service  between  San 
Francisco  and  New  York. 

Just  yesterday,  I  discussed  with  Gerry  Morgan  the  Pan  American  Great 
Circle  Route  petition  to  serve  Seattle,  and  he  informed  me  that  the  Presi- 
dent is  expected  to  make  a  decision  within  the  next  few  days.    I  will  advise 
you  promptly  of  any  information  that  may  be  made  available  to  me. 

With  respect  to  your  interest  in  having  SAS  service  to  San  Francisco,  I  was 
informed  by  the  State  Department  that  the  results  of  the  November  meeting 
with  representatives  of  the  Scandinavian  countries  are  still  under  considera- 
tion by  the  four  countries  concerned  and  it  is  anticipated  that  consultations 
will  be  resumed  toward  the  end  of  January  or  early  in  February.    It  is  not 
known  at  this  time  whether  these  consultations  will  be  formal  or  informal. 

The  discussions  with  respect  to  Air  France  service  were  adjourned  in  late 
December  and  no  date  has  been  set  for  their  resumption.    The  matter  has 
been  referred  back  to  the  two  countries  for  consideration  of  the  respective 
positions  established   and  talks  will  be  resumed  in  the  near  future. 

I  talked  to  the  Hearing  Examiner  today  and  was  advised  that  a  Pre-Hearing 
Conference  on  the  American  Airlines  application  will  be  set  up  at  the  earliest 
practicable  date  and  that  the  expedited  hearing  will  be  scheduled  as  soon 
thereafter  as  possible.    I  will  be  notified  of  the  date  and  will  pass  along  to 
you  any  information  that  may  be  made  available  to  me. 


I  will,  of  course,  appreciate  being  kept  informed  of  any  representations  you 
may  make  to  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  and/ or  others  regarding  any  of 
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the  above-mentioned  applications  or  with  regard  to  new  applications  of  in- 
terest to  San  Francisco.

Airport,    The  Commission  has  attempted  through  conferences 
oetween  the  contractor  and  confurences  with  other  cab  opera- 
tors in  an  attempt  to  resolve  the  problem  and  rucently  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  is  consideraing  action  through  legi- 
iation. 

a 4.  this  meeting  Barrett  Ttanspor tation  Co.  offered  a 
proposal  as  outlined  in  the  hereinbelow  resolution.  Messrs. 
Bxand  and  Negri  reviewed  the  proposal.  Mr,  E.  Barrett  stated 
chat  he  was  not  in  a  position,  because  of  lack  of  time,  to 
comment  on  the  City's  computations  of  the  Barrett  proposal;  he 
did  say  however,  that  cab  operators  could  not  live  on  the 
present  rate  and  could  not  under  any  conditions  approve  a  rate 
of  ^4.80. 

J;r.  L.  Ackerman,  attorney  for  Yellow  Cab  Co.  in  review  of  the 
.:-arrett  proposal,  asked  what  the  Commission's  objective  was 
in  considering  the  proposal==  was  it  revenue  accruing  to  the 
City  or  was  it  service  to  the  public.    He  contended  that  it 
was  impossible  to  negotiate  with  the  Barrett  Transportation  Co. 
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during  negotiation  periods.    He  stated  that  the  prime  pur- 
pose of  the  City  in  attempting  to  resolve  problems  should  be 
in  the  interest  of  the  traveling  public.    To  permit  Barrett 
Transportation  Co,  to  operate  both  ways  would  be  a  disservice 
to  the  public,  because  Barrett  Transportation  Co,  has  not  the 
equipment  to  provide  a  satisfactory  service;  he  further 
stated  that  it  was  most  unfortunate  that  the  contract  was  not 
awarded  to  the  Yellow  Cab  Co.  since  only  this  company  and 
not  Barrett  Transportation  Co.  could  provide  the  proper  and 
adequate  service, 

Mr.  Jones  of  De  Soto  Cab  Co.  stated  that  only  Yellow  Cab  Co. 
could  adequately  serve  the  needs  of  the  Airport;  he  suggested 
cancellation  of  tie  present  contract  and  resubmission  to  public 
bids,  a  suggestion  not  concurred  in  by  Mr.  E,  Barrett. 

Mr.  Jones  and  Mr.  a#  Bryal  of  the  independent  operators 
stated  the  reduction  of  rates  at  this  time  would  only  lead  to 
a  rate  war,  a  war  resulting  in  reduced  service  and  adversely 
affecting  the  welfare  of  the  cab  drivers. 

In  reply  to  statements  made,  Mr,  E,  Barrett  stated  that 
Barrett  Transportation  Co,  was  forced  into  the  cab  business 
because  of  the  refusal  of  Yellow  Cab  Co,  to  negotiate  satis- 
factorily.   If  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approves  the  ordi- 
nance currently  before  them,  the  Barrett  Transportation  Co. 
will  secure  additional  cabs  and  that  the  Airport  will  always 
have  good  service  regardless  of  what  it  takes. 

President  Don  Fazackerley  stated  that  the  Board  of  Supervi-

Our  answer: 

They  are  not  paying  any  commission  to  the  City;  have  refused 
to  pay  even  1%  commission.    Other  operators  do  not  staff  Airport 
at  all  hours,  particularly  off  hours  and  inactive  periods.  They 
would  be  at  the  Airport  only  when  they  had  a  trip  there.    If  there 
were  only  a  few  trips  to  the  Airport,  there  would  only  be  a  few 
cabs  on  stand.    If  there  were  a  major  event  elsewhere,  no  cabs 
would  be  at  the  Airport.

Our  cabs  would  be  plainly  and  visibly  signed  "AIRPORT  ONLY." 
We  would  request  of  the  Police  Commission  downtown  stands  where 
Airport  trips  eminate  -  in  and  close  to  airline  offices.  It 
would  be  a  dismissal  offense  for  a  driver  to  make  a  trip  within 
the  City.

Above  are  the  only  objections  raised  against  our  return  trip. 

We  would  like  to  submit  briefly  our  thoughts  for  your  con- 
sideration. 

Tt  is  a  stain  on  our  City  that  in  this  day  and  age  a  cab  is 
restricted  from  making  a  round  trip.    People  requesting  a  trip  to 

the  Airport  are  waved    away  by  our  drivers  with  a  cao  marked

Our  cab  operation  is  uneconomical  under  present  conditions, 

as  shown  by  the  following  example:

which  shows  a  loss  on  each  trip  made  from  the  Airport,  with  no 
overhead  or  profit  included. 

We  estimate  that  with  the  return  trip  -  even  though  the 
volume  of  business  will  be  about  one-fifth  of  the  inbound  traffic  - 
that  sufficient  revenue  will  be  realized  to  produce  a  2  or  2% 
profit  for  the  operation.    It  will  stabfiLize  the  service,  eliminating 
the  present  dollar  loss  and  enable  us  to  provide  additional  cabs. 
As  the  enclosed  "Editorials"  state,  we  are  mainly  concerned  with 
eliminating  a  deplorable  one-way  operation,  with  its  attendant 
investment  loss,  and  substituting  a  two-way  operation,  beneficial 
to  the  cab  drivers,  the  public,  and  to  all  parties  concerned* 

We  have  agreed  to  reduce  the  fare. 
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The  Cos!  Of  A 

TAXI  fares  in  San  Francisco,  already 
among  the  highest  of  any  city  in  the 
nation,  will  be  going  still  higher  if  the 
supervisors  approve  pending  applica- 
tions for  rate  increases. 

The  cab  operators  want  50  cents  for 
the  first  quarter-mile  and  10  cents  for 
every  additional  quarter;  the  current- 
rate  is  on  the  basis  of  one-third  of  a 
mile. 

City  rate  analysts  estimate  that  the 
increase  would  yield  a  considerably  in- 
creased return  on  the  cab  companies' 
investment,  but — 

The  companies  contend  that  the 
fare  boost  is  justified  by  higher  operat- 
ing costs  under  a  new  union  contract. 

No  one's  going  to  argue  that  the 
taxi  operators  are  not  entitled  to  a  fair 
return;  it's  up  to  the  supervisors  to  de- 
cide what's-  fair. 

The  board,  however,  should  give 
consideration  to  whether  taxi  service 
in  San  Francisco  is  adequate. 

As  in  most  cities,  the  taxi  business 
is  a  sort  of  monopoly,  in  that  the  num- 
ber of  cab  permits  is  limited.  The  rea- 
*on  for  this,  here  as  elsewhere,  is  to 
prevent  the  kind  of  cut-throat  rivalry 
which  creates  traffic  and  police  prob- 
lems. 


Cab  In  S.  F. 

But  many  a  person  in  San  Francisco 
has  had  the  experience,  in  busy  parts 
of  town,  of  being  unable  to  get  a  cab 
except  after  a  long  wait — if  at  all. 
"Cruising"  cabs,  commonplace  in  New 
York  or  Chicago,  for  instance,  are  few 
and  far  between  here.  The  empty 
"cruiser,"  of  course,  represents  an 
economic  loss  to  both  driver  and  own- 
er and  so,  from  the  industry's  stand- 
point, the  fewer  the  better. 

Nevertheless,  because  the  cab  own- 
ers do  enjoy  protection  against  unre- 
stricted competition,  they  are  under  an 
obligation  to  serve  the  public  conveni- 
ence and  necessity,  and  the  supervisors 
should  hold  them  to  it. 

Meanwhile,  we  have  the  absurdity 
of  "one-way"  cabs  to  and  from  the  air- 
port, with  the  Barrett  cars  forbidden  to 
pick  up  passengers  in  the  city.  This  is 
an  economic  waste  any  way  you  look 
at  it,  and  it's  annoying  and  bewilder- 
ing to  those  who,  not  understanding  the 
situation,  see  the  empty  Barrett  sedans 
go  rolling  by  while  they're  hollering  and 
whistling  for  a  cab.  The  least  that  could 
be  done  would  be  to  let  them  carry 
southbound  passengers  to  the  airport, 
with  perhaps  signs  on  the  cars  explain- 
ing the  restriction. 
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MEASURE  that  would  allow  Barrett  cabs 


to  carry  passengers  to  as  well  as  from  the 
airport  has  been  summoned  out  of  a  committee 
pigeon-hole  by  Supervisor  McAteer  for  debate 
by  the  full  Board  of  Supervisors.  It  should  be 
passed,  provided  Barrett  will  agree  to  reduce 
fares. 

We  say  this  because  two  years  of  sporadic 
negotiations  have  failed  to  produce  any  other 
way  out  of  a  ridiculous  impasse. 

Barrett  holds  an  exclusive  10  year  franchise 
for  picking  up  passengers  at  the  airport,  for 
which  it  pays  the  city  16.25  per  cent  of  its  gross. 
But  Barrett  lacks  the  required  permit  for  picking 
up  passengers  in  the  city  and  carrying  them  to 
the  airport. 

Thus  Barrett  taxis  may  carry  passengers 
from  but  not  to  the  airport.  Other  cab  companies 
may  haul  passengers  to  but  not  from  the  air- 
port. Result:  all  cabs  travel  empty  one  way. 

The  traveling  public  pays  for  this  absurdity 
because  the  cost  of  that  empty  one-way  run  is 
contained  in  the  fare.  It  averages  about  $6. 
Travelers  complain  constantly  that  it  is  too 
much.  It  is. 

The  measure  in  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
would  expand  Barrett's  operations  only  suffi- 
ciently to  permit  Barrett  to  handle  city-to-air- 
port trips  too.  Barrett  would  not  be  permitted 
to  engage  in  general  taxi  competition  within  the 
city.  Even  so,  other  cab  companies  have  indicated 
strong  opposition  to  the  measure.  But  the  Super- 
visors should  keep  in  mind  that  the  public  welfare 
is  their  first  concern,  not  the  competitive  situa- 
tion among  taxi  companies. 

Offsetting  the  fact  that  Barrett  would  be- 
come the  only  two-way  operator  is  the  important 
point  that  it  is  obligated  under  its  exclusive  fran- 
chise to  provide  adequate  taxi  service  at  the 
airport  at  all  times.  This  includes  off  peak  and 
late  night  hours.  Such  service  at  reasonable  cost 
is  important  not  only  to  San  Franciscans  but  to 
the  reputation  San  Francisco  needs  to  maintain 
among  its  many  tourist  and  convention  visitors. 

Manifestly  Barrett  could  reduce  fares  if  its 
taxis  ran  full  both  ways.  It  should  be  required  to 
make  a  public  commitment  it  will  do  so  if  the 
measure  is  adopted.

Commissioner  Fazackerley  stated  that  the  Commission  was 
sympathetic  to  the  position  of  the  drivers,  but  on  the  other 
hand,  the  Commission  is  greatly  concerned.,  because  of  com- 
plaints  directed  to  City,  of  the  onerous  situation  of  all 
cabs  "deadheading"    to  and  from  the  Airport;  that  the  City

The  salient  features  of  progress  in  the  construction, 
maintenance  and  operation  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department 
since  December  3*t  1957,  the  date  of  my  last  previous  report  to 
you,  are  as  follows: 

The  financial  position  of  the  department  continues  good. 
Collections  for  the  7  months  ending  January  31st  amounted  to 
§8,609,13**,  which  is     333,265  greater  than  the  collections  for 
the  same  7-montn  period  last  year*    This  is  a  good  showing  when 
it  is  realized  that  we  have  had  about  four  times  as  much  rain 
this  year  as  last. 

The  revenue  picture  is  still  being  improved  through  the 
sale  of  lands.    Recent  sales  of  surplus  property  amounted  to  over 
1*00,000,  and  proposed  new  sales  in  the  amount  of  about  f 140, 000 
are  in  progress.    These  do  not  include  the  anticipated  sums  to  be 
realized  when  the  fUlva  Tract  in  ^illbrae  is  put  on  the  market. 

The  stepped-up  program  in  the  field  of  leasing  properties 
of  the  Le  artment  is  continuing. 

Improvements  in  the  operating,  facilities  are  being  made 
at  an  accelerated  rate.    Numerous  pipe  line  Jobs  are  in  progress, 
being  advertised  and  planned.     Contract  NO.  781,  construction  of 
the  Crystal  Springs  and  Sunset  Supply  Lines  in  Hillsborough,  is 
complete  except  for  some  small  cleanup  work.     The  £2,500,00  0 
contract  for  the  concrete  lining  and  cover  for  Sunset  Reservoir 
will  be  ready  in  a  matter  of  weeks  for  advertising  and  bids.  The 
work  of  improving  services  to  consumers  is  continuing  at  an 
increased  rate,  with  95  Installations  made  during  the  month  of 
January,  thus  reducing  the  backlog  of  Incompleted  orders  by  19  to 
a  total  of  724. 

The  problems  of  deferred  maintenance  and  other  work 
necessary  to  maintain  a  high  quality  of  water  served  our 
consumers  was  given  consider  ble  attention  since  my  last  report. 
Full  instructions  have  been  issued  and  a  program  of  actions  by 
all  Divisions  has  been  developed.     -Tiring  the  month  several  pipe 
lines  have  been  flushed,  one  reservoir  has  been  cleaned  and  other 
similar  activities  have  been  conducted.    Already  efforts  made  by 
the  department  have  resulted  in  improvement,  and  I  am  sure  that 
as  the  pro  ram  develops  the  quality  of  3an  Francisco  water  will 
be  greatly  improved.

The  latter  meeting  was  attended  by  officials 
of  ^an  vateo  County  and  the  several  communities  on  the  Peninsula 
and  the  subject  concerned  the  various  line  changes  contemplated 
with  particular  reference  to  the  alternate  iioute  C.     I  believe  the 
Public  Utilities  representatives  demonstrated  tnat  they  had,  and 
will,  cooperate  with  the  "tate  highway  Commission  in  the  location 
of  this  Freeway,  but  that  the  City  must  oppose  alternate  Route  C« 

Within  the  last  week  notice  has  been  received  from  the 
State's  water  flights  Poard  that  the  Alameda  County  Flood  Control 
and  Conservation  district  has  applied  for  appropriations  of  certain 
water  on  the  Arroyo  ^uchc  and  the  Las  Positas  Creeks  in  the 
Livermore  Valley.

tax  subsidy  in  the  195S-59  budget  of  approximately 
$6,000,000.00.    Commissioner  Greenberg  stated  that  in  his 
opinion  the  increase  of  10  cents  per  day  per  rider  (20  cent 
fare)  was  in  line  with  charges  of  other  cities  in  the  United 
States,  San  Francisco,  having  a  fare  cf  only  15  cents,  was 
one  of  the  lowest;  the  impact  on  people  would  be  minor,,  re- 
flecting as  it  does  the  general  cost  of  living  and  a  20  cent 
fare  would  lessen  the  burden  on  the  taxpayer. 

Commissioner  Del  Carlo  in  review  of  the  Railway,  expressed 
concern  over  the  accident  rate  and  its  consequent  payment  of 
claims,  particularly  as  it  affects  cable  car  operation;  he 
reminded  the  Commission  that  the  Commission  had  ordered  studies 
of  cable  car  operation,  but  as  of  todate,  no  report  had  been 
submitted;  he  further  stated  that  no  action  should  be  taken 
at  this  time,  to  permit  a  moxe  comprehensive  study    of  the 
Railway;  that  an  intensive  study  should  be  made  to  lessen 
the  accident  rate. 

Commissioner  Fazackerley  stated    that  the  Commission  in  the 
past  two  years  ,  through  Railway  Management, reduced  its 
operating  costs  to  a  minimum,  the  system  being  most  efficient 
and  economically  sound;  that  he  did  not  at  this  time  favor 
a  premium  fare  for  express  buses;  that  to  impose  a  20  cent 
fare  at  this  time  would  accomplish  little  good,  because  of 
the  estimated  12,000,000  rider  loss,  a  rider  loss  that  would 
be  reflected  in  increased  automobile  use,  which  use  in  turn, 
would  only  a.dd  to  the  already  traffic  congestion,  an  experience 
common  to  most  American  Cities.

During  the  year  1957,  3,950,247  passengers  passed  through 
the  Airport  Terminal,  the  average  daily  being  11,000;  this 
represents  an  increase  of  13.5$  over  the  previous  year,  rnd 
amounts  to  almost  half  a  million  more  passengers  than  in 
1956.

Report  of  Bel ford  Brown,  Airport  Manager,  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
February  11,  1958: 

TRAFFIC 

In  my  report  to  the  Commission  on  January  7th  I  mentioned  some  estimated 
air  traffic  figures  based  on  projections  for  the  final  two  months  of  the  year. 
Since  then,  the  Airport  Department  has  completed  the  tabulation  of  actual  statistics 
for  the  calendar  year  1957. 

During  1957,  3,950,247  passengers  passed  through  the  Airport  Terminal. 
This  figure  misses  the  four-million  mark  by  a  scant  49,753.    It  is  interesting  to 
note  that  at  the  average  daily  volume  (approximately  11,000  per  day),  San  Fran- 
cisco International  Airport  would  have  required  less  than  an  additional  five  days 
to  have  reached  four  million  passengers  in  1957!    These  figures  continue  to  confirm 
the  accuracy  of  the  many  projections  regarding  traffic  volume  compiled  during  the 
past  four  and  five  years.    This  represents  an  increase  of  13.57.  over  the  previous 
year,  and  amounts  to  almost  half  a  million  more  passengers  than  in  1956. 

Air  freight,  express,  and  mail  in  1957  totaled  over  126%  million  pounds 
(126,628,021  lbs.).    This  amounts  to  a  daily  average  of  346,926  pounds. 

Our  most  recent  monthly  comparative  traffic  report  is  for  December, 
which  reflects  a  20%  increase  In  passenger  volume  over  December,  1956.  The 
actual  number  of  passengers  in  December,  1957  were  329,599,  as  compared  to  274,770 
in  December,  1956. 
U- DRIVE 

The  Airport  Department  is  in  receipt  of  correspondence  from  both  Avis 
and  Hertz  U-Drive  companies,  requesting  that  consideration  be  given  to  suggested 
revised  rates  for  rental  automobiles. 

We  have  also  received  a  request  from  Greyhound  Rent-A-Car  for  authoriza- 
tion to  operate  a  U-Drive  business  at  the  Airport. 

The  Avis  Rent-A-Car  System  has  made  inquiry  as  to  the  possibility  of 
leasing  additional  space  adjacent  to  their  present  garage  facilities  at  the 
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Airport. 

AH  of  these  matters  pertaining  to  U-Drive  operators  are  being  processed 
through  the  Airport  Department  and  the  Manager  of  Utilities. 
I  CAP 

Last  June,  the  International  Civil  Aviation  Organization  adopted  what  is 
termed,  "A  Statement  by  the  Council  to  Contracting  States  on  Airport  Charges'  . 
This  action  by  ICAO  is  regarded  by  airport  operators  in  this  country  as  a  dangerous 
step  toward  establishment  of  international  control  of  airport  charges.  The 
principles  in  this  statement  amount  to  an  attempt  to  require  uniform  application  of 
rates  at  all  airports  utilised  by  international  air  carriers,  and  would  have  very 
serious  repercussions  on  airports  financed  by  public  funds,  and  would  jeopardize 
continued  progress  in  the  direction  of  self-support.    This  is  particularly  true 
of  San  Francisco  International  Airport. 

In  response  to  a  telegram  from  David  G.  Davis,  President  of  the  Airport 
Operators  Council,  the  Airport  Department  requested  Senator  Knowiand's  office  to 
support  a  Senate  Resolution  to  be  introduced  by  Senator  Humphrey  of  Minnesota 
protesting  this  ICAO  action  in  the  field  of  airport  charges  and  revenues.  Sen. 
Knowland  has  subsequently  become  a  co-sponsor  of  this  resolution,  which  was 
introduced  last  Thursday. 
AMERICAN  AIRLINES  ■»  PLOT  8 

American  Airlines  has  requested  a  lease  for  an  additional  8^  acres  of 
Plot  8.    If  granted,  this  would  fully  utilize  that  area,  American  sharing  Plot  8 
with  the  adjacent  portion  currently  leased  to  Standard  Oil  Company  of  California. 
SELF- CLAIMING  BAGGAGE 

The  self -claiming  baggage  experiment,  reported  to  you  in  January,  was 
discontinued  as  of  a  week  ago  Friday.    The  original  system  has  been  restored; 
however,  the  door  is  being  left  open  for  further  development  of  a  self -claiming 
technique,  following  the  full  evaluation  of  results  of  this  recent  experimental 
period. 
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VORTAC 

The  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  has  expressed  interest  in  installing 
a  VORTAC  system  (Visual  Omni  Range  Tactical  Air  Navigation)  at  the  runway  inter- 
section site  now  occupied  by  the  TVOR  (Terminal  Visual  Omni  Range)  equipment. 
Its  40-foot  height  may  require  that  it  be  located  elsewhere  on  the  Airport.  The 
new  equipment ,  to  be  installed  by  CAA  at  a  cost  of  $50,000,  will  eliminate  the 
need  for  the  present  TVOR. 
FIRE  EQUIPMENT 

The  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has  approved  the 
appropriation  of  $120,000  from  bond  funds  for  the  purchase  of  new  fire  fighting 
equipment  for  the  Airport. 
RUNWAY  EXTENSION 

Last  Thursday  the  piombo  Construction  Co.  of  San  Carlos  was  awarded, 
as  low  bidder,  a  $935,500  contract  to  provide  material  and  fill  for  the  extension 
of  Runway  28-Right.    Work  is  expected  to  get  under  way  in  April,  1958. 
FINANCE 

An  analysis  of  the  Airport's  accrued  revenues  for  the  6-month  period 
ended  December  31,  1957  reveals  an  increase  of  more  than  $276,000  (.••^7S,30  S.  xjj 
over  the  same  period  of  the  previous  year. 

On  the  other  hand,  expenses  increased  only  $1,000  for  the  same 
comparative  period.

Seasonal  precipitation  durrent  period  is  substantially  more 
than  last  year;  first  snow  survey  indicated  that  Hetch  Hetchy 
Reservoir  will  fill  and  spill  by  July  1st.

Public  Utilities  Commission  Meeting 
 February  18.  1?58  

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 
Water  Conditions 

Seasonal  precipitation  to  date  at  Hetch  Hetchy  (21.15")  and  Cherry  Dam  (26.64")  is 
substantially  more  than  last  year  (10. 93"  and  16.91",  respectively)  and  is  above 
normal.     Preliminary  forecast  based  on  the  first  snow  survey  indicates  that  Hetch 
Hetchy  Reservoir  will  fill  and  spill  by  July  1. 

Cooperative  Investigation  of  Tuoluinne  County  Water  Resources 

Under  the  State  Water  Resources  Law  of  19^5,  Tuolumne  County  Water  District  No.  2 
has  requested  the  State  Department  of  Water  Resources  to  make  a  cooperative  in- 
vestigation of  the  water  resources  of  that  portion  of  Tuolumne  County  included 
within  the  District.     The  estimated  cost  of  the  two-year  investigation  is  $133 > 780. 
The  District*s  share  of  the  cost  would  be  $59,590  and  the  State's  3hare  would  be 
$74,190.      On  February  3»  1958  the  Tuolumne  County  Board  of  Supervisors  passed  a 
resolution  requesting  that  County  Supervisorial  District  No.  4  (south  of  the 
Tuolumne  River)  be  included  in  the  investigation. 

In  order  to  protect  its  water  rights,  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  City  to  actively 
cooperate  with  the  State  Department  of  Water  Resources  in  the  foregoing  investiga- 
tion.     The  investigation  will  include  the  operation  of  the  Tuolumne  River  watershed 
by  the  City,  the  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts  and  the  U.  S.  Array  Corps 
of  Engineers  relative  to  both  water  and  Power. 

¥0 c ca 3in  Generator,  Repairs 

Repairs  to  the  second  of  the  two  generating  units  at  Moccasin  Powerhouse  which  were 
shut  down  during  the  month  of  December  due  to  generator  failures,  have  been  com- 
pleted and  the  unit   was  placed  back  in  service  on  January  27. 
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Wehe  Report 

Under  a  current  contract  with  the  Bureau,  Mr#  Roy  A,  Wehe,  consulting  rate  engineer, 
has  submitted  an  interim  report  covering    "Cost  and  Rate  Analysis  for  Power  Deliv- 
eries to  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts".     This  report,  which  will  serve 
as  a  basis  for  negotiation  of  new  contracts  for  Hetch  Hetchy  power  disposal,  is  now 
under  study  by  the  Bureau •s  staff. 

Continuation  of  the  work  to  be  done  in  connection  with  Mr.  Wehe's  contract  is  being 
seriously  delayed  by  the  recent  action  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission  which  ordered 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  reduce  its  personnel  in  the    class  of  F4l0c 
Engineer,  Electrical. 

Rate3  for  Hetcfr  Hetchv  Power 

Pursuant  to  recent  increase  in  electric  power  and  energy  rates  authorized  by  the 
California  Public  Utilities  Commission,  the  Bureau  is  recommending  adoption  of  a 
revised  schedule  of  rates  to  be  charged  for  Ketch  Hetchy  power  and  energy  delivered 
to  private  consumers  and  to  departments  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

CANYON-CHERRY  POWER  DEVELOPMENT 
Cherry  Power  Tunnel 

Driving  of  the  270-foot  Cherry  (upstream)  adit  of  the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel  has  been 
completed  and  approximately  400  feet  of  the  main  tunnel  has  been  driven  from  this 
adit.     An  additional  400  feet  of  tunnel  has  been  driven  from  the  Granite  Creek 
(downstream)  portal.     Tunnel  driving  progress  is  currently  about  40  feet  per  day 
from  the  Cherry  adit  and  about  30  feet  per  day  at  the  Granite  Creek  Portal. 

Intake-MoccAsin  Transmj  ss j.pn  I^ne 

A  Final  Order  of  Possession  was  signed  by  Judge  Ross  A.  Carkeet  in  Sonora  on 
February  6,  1958  granting  the  City  the  right  to  take  possession  of  certain  parcels 
of  private  property  required  as  easements  for  the  230,000-volt  transmission  line 
to  be  constructed  between  Intake  Switchyard  and  Moccasin.

A  contract  for  clearing  the  right-of-way  for  this  line  has  been  awarded  to  H  &  M 
Construction  Company,  Denver,  Colorado,  in  the  amount  of  $97 . 775  and  is  awaiting 
certification.     A  timber  settlement  agreement  covering  merchantable  timber  to  be 
removed  from  land  of  Stanislaus  National  Forest  in  the  clearing  operation  has  been 
entered  into  with  the  United  States  Forest  Service. 

The  purchase  order  awarded  to  Bethlehem  Pacific  Coast  Steel  Company  for  furnishing 
the  steel  towers  for  the  transmission  line  has  been  modified  to  include  the  towers 
necessary  for  the  line  extension  to  Cherry  Powerhouse  at  a  revised  total  cost  of 
approximately  $^25,000  (original  amount,  $366,6^5). 

Cherry  Powerhouse 

Detail  surveys  are  under  way  at  the  Cherry  Powerhouse  site  to  determine  the  amount 
of  excavation  necessary  and  to  obtain  information  for  the  final  design  drawings. 
Bids  will  be  opened  on  March  6,  1958  for  exploratory  core  drilling  at  the  sites  of 
both  Cherry  and  Canyon  powerhouses. 

The  Bureau  is  reviewing  the  final  plans  for  the  Cherry  Powerhouse  as  they  become 
available  from  Sverdrup  and  Parcel  and  is  coordinating  the  preparation  of  these 
plans  with  Allis -Chalmers  Manufacturing  Company  and  Pelton  who  are  funishing  the 
generators  and  hydraulic  turbines,  respectively. 

Mew  Intake  Camp  Building 

To  make  way  for  the  Intake  Switchyard  a  new  site  has  been  selected  for  the  Intake 
Camp  buildings  which  will  be  located  between  the  Canyon  Powerhouse  site  and  the 
existing  cottages.     This  site  will  have  less  severe  winter  exposure  and  should  be 
subject  to  less  theft  and  vandalism  from  the  general  public.      Preliminary  plans  for 
the  buildings  are  being  prepared  for  submission  to  the  Art  Commission  for  approval. 
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AIRPORT  ENGINEERING  AND  CONSTRUCTION 


Pier  E 

Following  a  number  of  meetings  held  with  the  Architects  and  American  Airlines, 
final  plans  and  specifications  for  Pier  E  are  nearing  completion.     On  February  3> 
195S  the  Art  Commission  gave  final  approval  to  the  architectural  features.  Since 
Federal  funds  are  involved  in  this  project  the  plans  and  specifications  will  be 
submitted  to  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  for  their  review  and  approval. 

Pier  B 

Submission  of  preliminary  plans  for  Pier  B  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and 
the  Art  Commission  for  review  and  approval  is  pending  completion  of  leasing 
arrangements  with  the  prospective  tenant  and  approval  of  the  Airport  Department. 

C.A.A.  Project  S8l^ 

Plans  and  specifications  for  the  extension  of  Runway  1R  under  C.A.A.  Project  5813 
were  submitted  to  the  C.A.A.  on  November  29,  195?  for  its  review.     On  January  10th, 
1958»  the  City  was  notified  that  approval  of  this  work  was  being  withheld  for  three 
weeks.      To  date  no  further  notification  has  been  received. 

C.A.A.  Project  5814 

On  February  6,  1958  bids  were  received  on  Airport  Contract  No.  213  which  provides 
for  placing  fills  required  for  the  extension  of  Runways  28L  and  28R.      It  is  of 
interest  to  note  that  eleven  bids  were  received  ranging  from  $935*500  to  $1,386,250. 
On  February  11,  1958,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  awarded  the  contract  for  this 
work  to  the  low  bidder,  Piombo  Construction  Company,  and  also  adopted  a  resolution 
requesting  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  accept  the  C.A.A.  Grant  Offer  for  Federal 
aid  for  this  work.     Commencement  of  construction  work  is  subject  to  this  formal 
acceptance. 

Included  as  part  of  Project  5814  is  the  addition  to  the  sixth  floor  of  the  Terminal 
Building  for  use  by  the  C.A.A.     Bids  for  this  work  will  be  received  on  March  6,1958. 
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Supplemental  Appropriations 

On  February  3»  1958*  the  Board  of  Supervisors  approved  a  Supplemental  Appropriation 
of  $580,000  to  allow  for  the  filling  of  Plots  5,  6  and  about  15  acres  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  United  Air  lines  Maintenance  Area.     Also  approved  at  the  same  time 
was  a  Supplemental  Appropriation  of  $120,000  for  the  purchase  of  fire  fighting 
equipment. 

Status  of  Airport  Contracts 

Reconstruction  of  Runway  28L  was  completed  on  January  24,  and  the  runway  is  back 
in  service.     Work  on  other  current  contracts  including  Statue  of  "Peace",  Taxiway 
"S",  and  the  circulation  road,  has  been  delayed  by  adverse  weather  conditions. 

RAIIWAY  ENGINEERING  AND  CONSTRUCTION 

Relocating  Trolley  Coach  Overhead  for  No,  30  Line 

Appropriation  in  the  amount  of  $106,000  from  the  1947  Street  Improvement  Bond  Fund 
was  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  February  3»  for  relocating  overhead  wires 
of  the  Municipal  Railway,  from  Stockton  and  Fourth  Streets  to  Third  and  Keamy 
Streets,  to  conform  to  the  one-way  street  pattern.     Plans  and  specifications  for 
this  work  are  complete  and  ready  for  advertising. 

Rehabilitation  of  Washington  and  Mason  Car house 

Appropriation  in  the  amount  of  $59,074.55  derived  from  sale  of  the  cable  car house  at 
California  and  Hyde  Streets,  was  passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  January  27 , 
for  alterations  to  the  cable  carhouse  at  Washington  and  Mason  Streets.     Plans  and 
specifications  are  now  being  prepared  for  this  work. 

Cable  Car  Brakes 

Studies  have  been  under  way  of  the  possibilities  of  improving  the  braking  system  on 
the  cable  cars  currently  operated  by  the  Municipal  Railway.     A  preliminary  report 
on  this  subject  is  appended  hereto.

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A  STUDY  OF  CERTAIN  ASPECTS  SAM  FRANCISCO  WATER  POLICY 

I. 

INTRODUCTION 

Last  year  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  adopted  a  San  Francisco  Water  Policy  which  was  rec- 
ommended by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission.    This  climaxed  more 
than  a  year's  work.    During  this  time  the  importance  of  the  current 
water  problem  of  the  State  gradually  grew  in  the  consciousness  of 
the  civic  and  political  bodies  of  the  City. 

The  City's  water  policy,  as  adopted,  dealt  primarily  with 
the  attitude  which  San  Francisco  should  take  in  general  with  re- 
spect to  the  California  Water  Plan  and  more  specifically  in  regard 
to  the  Feather  River  Project.    Little  emphasis  was  placed,  and  no 
real  discussion  was  had,  on  a  comprehensive  policy  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  resources  which  we  already  own  or  control.     It  seemed  to 
me  that,  in  view  of  the  overriding  importance  of  all  aspects  of  the 
water  problem,  it  was  the  duty  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
to  take  a  long,  hard  look  at  the  basic  ideas  and  assumptions  behind 
all  aspects  of  our  policy  with  respect  to  these  resources.  The 
present  water  situation  calls  for  the    enunciation  of  a  policy  which 
all  City  officials  and  elected  representatives  should  follow. 

I  have  attempted  to  analyze  our  present  position  with  respect 
to  the  resources  we  own  and  to  arrive  at  my  own  conclusions  as  to 
the  validity  of  our  concepts  and  the  best  course  of  future  action. 
I  first  secured  the  permission  of  President  Fazackerley  and  with 
his  consent  have  had  the  cooperation  of  staff  members  in  my  research. 
I  must  emphasize,  however,  that  the  views  I  express  are  my  own  and 
do  not,  officially  or  unofficially,  represent  the  views  of  any  other 
Commissioner  or  staff  member. 
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HISTORICAL  BACKGROUND 

For  almost  one  hundred  years  San  Francisco  has  been  forced 
to  look  beyond  Its  present  boundaries  for  its  water  supplies.  The 
local  springs  and  streams  which  supplied  the  pioneers  were  soon 
inadequate.     During  the  second  half  of  the  last  century  the  Spring 
Valley  Water  Company,  a  private  company  which  had  a  city-wide  monop- 
oly, acquired  the  present  watersheds  in  San  Mateo  County,  Alameda 
County  and  Santa  Clara  County,  and  carried  that  water  to  the  City. 

The  San  Mateo  watershed  encompasses  over  23,600  acres  (one 
twelfth  of  the  area  of  San  Mateo  County)  and  its  dams  and  other 
works  produce  approximately  fifteen  per  cent  of  the  water  necessary 
to  supply  San  Francisco's  present  requirements  (including  customers 
outside  the  county).     Large  reservoirs  in  San  Mateo  County,  besides 
impounding  the  runoff,  provide  excellent  holding  basins  for  the 
water  from  Calaveras  and  He ten  Hetchy.    The  Alameda  system  comprises 
over  2^,600  acres  and  supplies  approximately  fifteen  per  cent  of 
our  present  water  requirements. 

At  the  beginning  of  this  century  many  people  in  San  Francisco 
realized  that  the  water  supplied  from  Bay  Area  sources  would  soon 
be  inadequate  to  supply  the  needs  of  the  people  of  San  Francisco, 
to  say  nothing  of  the  expanding  populations  of . the  neighboring  areas. 
After  a  thorough  investigation,  it  was  determined  that  the  Tuolumne 
River,  near  its  headwaters  in  Yosemlte  National  Park,  furnished  the 
most  desirable  location  for  the  establishment  of  water  storage 
facilities  which  would  fulfill  these  needs. 

The  right  to  go  into  Yosemite  and  construct  works  was  secured 
from  Congress  in  the  Raker  Act  (1913).    The  City  obtained  from  the 
State  of  California  the  necessary  water  rights  on  the  Tuolumne. 
Since  the  Modesto,  Turlock  and  Waterford  irrigation  districts  earlier 
had  been  granted  the  right  to  the  average  natural  flow  of  the  river, 
as  measured  at  La  Grange  (169,646,000  gallons  per  day),  the  City's 
appropriated  rights  comprised  the  surplus,  or  flood  waters.  This 
obviously  necessitated  the  construction  of  dams  to  impound  the 
runoff  so  that  the  normal  flow  could  be  released  tc  the  districts 
and  the  excess  retained  and  transported  by  pipeline  and'  tunnels 
138  miles  to  San  Francisco.     Water  so  impounded  could,  with  proper 
works,  provide  San  Francisco  with  an  average  of  400,000,000  gallons 
gallons  per  day.     As  a  by-product  of  this  water  system,  and  to  make 


it  more  economically  feasible,  hydro-electric  generating  plants  were 
to  be  constructed  to  take  advantage  of  several  excellent  power  drops. 

The  Raker  Act  was  passed  by  Congress  at  the  height  of  the 
conservationist  fever.     Fublic  ownership  of  public  utilities  was 
believed  to  be  the  only  satisfactory  system.     In  order  to  secure 
passage  of  the  Act,  the  City  had  to  accept  provisions  forbidding  it 
to  sell  Hatch  Hetchy  water  or  power  to  private  companies  for  resale. 
The  Act  also  provided  that  all  locel  water  resources  had  to  be  fully 
developed  before  Hetch  Hetchy  water  could  be  used.     I  have  been 
informed  that  the  limitation  on  private  sales  is  unique  and  that 
San  Francisco  is  the  only  city  in  the  United  States  operating  under 
such  a  disability.     Such  restrictions  heve  given  us  nothing  but 
trouble.    Two  attempts  to  amend  the  Act  have  foiled. 

The  terms  of  the  Raker  Act  made  it  imper°tive  that  the  City 
purchase  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company  in  order  to  have  local 
distribution  facilities.     This  was  done  in  1930  for  the  sum  of 
•,;4l,00C ,000.     In  193^,  certain  dams,  tunnels  and  powerhouses  in 
the  Sierra  having  been  completed,  the  first  water  from  Hetch  Hetchy 
was  delivered  to  San  Francisco.    The  Hetch  Hetchy  Project's  pipelines 
join  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  system  at  Sunol  and  from 
that  point  on  the  water  is  conveyed  to  the  Crystal  Springs  lakes 
by  three  pipelines,  two  coming  under  the  Bay  in  the  vicinity  of 
San  Mateo  and  the  ether  skirting  the  south  shore  of  the  Bay. 

The  original  works  at  Hetch  Hetchy  were  0 ' Shaughnessy  Dam, 
Eleanor  Dam,  Early  Intoke  Powerhouse  and  Moccasin  Powerhouse. 
0 ' Shaughnessy  Dam  was  raised  in  1938.    The  average  amount  of  water 
produced  for  the  Eay  Area  with  these  works,  with  one  pipeline  across 
the  San  Joaquin  Valley,  was  75,000,000  gallons  per  day.    The  power- 
houses were  turning  out  80,000  kilowatts  which  were  disposed  of  in 
various  ways  depending  upon  the  current  practical  solution  of  the 
enigma  posed  by  the  terms  of  the  Act. 
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The  Cherry  Dam  was  constructed  as  part  of  the  Hetch  Hotchy 
Project.    It  was  completed  in  1955.    By  this  time  the  addition  of 
a  second  pipeline  to  the  Sierra  had  Increased  the  available  supply 
(including  San  Mateo  and  Alameda  sources)  to  130,000,000  gallons 
per  day.     In  195^  —  goaded  by  Representative  Claire  Engle's  threats 
to  take  over  a  power  plant  site  for  Tuolumne  iVator  District  No.  2  — 
San  Francisco  voted  to  spend  $54,000,000  for  two  new  powerhouses  and 
the  necessary  accessory  tunnels  and  transmission  lines.    There  is 
at  least  one  more  powerdro-o  in  the  Hetch  Hetchy  system  which  we  must 
either  exploit  at  a  substantial  cost  or  lose  to  others. 

At  present  the  H3tch  Hetchy  system  is  capable  of  producing 
163,000,000  gallons  per  day  for  the  use  of  the  3ay  Area  pooplc. 
To  capture  the  400,000,000  per  day  (over  the  requirements  of 
riparian  ownars  and  the  water  districts)  and  to  transport  it  to 
the  Bay  will  require  the  construction  of  new  darns,  tunnels  and 
other  facilities.     The  present  cost  of  such  facilities  has  been 
estimated  as  being  in  excess  of  -.200,000,000.    Almost  all  of  this 
will  have  to  be  dorivod  from  general  obligation  bonds  of  the 
City  of  San  Francisco, 

The  Water  Policy  adopted  last  yoar  by  the  City  provided 
that  its  rights  to  a  Service  Area  outside  its  territorial  bounds 
must  be  recognized  as  paramount  and  protected.     This  Service  Aroa 
includes  Son  Mateo  and  parts  of  Alameda  and  Santa  Clara  counties. 
When  the  population  of  Son  Francisco  and  its  Service  Area  reaches 
its  maximum,  it  will  require  all  of  the  water  to  which  San  Francisco 
has  rights  in  the  Bay  Area  and  on  the  Tuolumne. 

No  consideration  of  Son  Francisco's  water  policies  and 
problems  is  complete  without  an  understanding  of  the  general  water 
situation  in  the  State.     During  the  last  ten  years,  the  goneral 
yoblic  has  awakened  to  what  the  water  experts  have  long  known:  if 
intelligent  ond  comprehensive  action  is  not  taken  in  the  immediate 
future  to  capture  surplus  water  and  transport  it  to  areas    of  scarcity, 
the  future  growth  and  prosperity  of  the  whole  State  will  be  impaired. 
The  disputes  which  hove  arisen  between  areas  of  surplus  and  areas  of 
scarcity  in  an  attempt  to  accomplish  this  need  not  be  taken  up  in 
this  roport.     It  is  sufficient  to  point  out  that,  due  to  the  fore- 
sight of  her  early  leaders,  San  Francisco  has  an  assured  supply,  and 
all  that  remains  is  to  protect  it. 


This  may  not  bo  easy.     One  idea  submitted  for  possible 
inclusion  in  the  comprehensive  California  Water  Plan  involved 
shifting  Tuolumne  water  south  and  substituting  other  water  for  the 
San  Francisco  system.    This  idea  is  not  in  the  present  plan,  but 
it  cannot  be  considered  dead. 

Methods  of  financing  the  tremendous  California  Water  Plan, 
ineluding  the  Feather  River  Project,  have  not  yet  been  agreed  upon. 
It  is  obvious,  however,  that  a  substantial  share,  if  not  all,  of 
the  cost  is  going  to  have  to  be  subsidized  by  State  taxes.     In  other 
words,  everyone  (including  the  people  of  Son  Francisco  who  are  already 
paying  for  their  woter  system)  will  bear  a  share  of  the  State  cost. 

It  is  inevitable  thot  the  "courties-cf -origin"  vs  "areas  of 
scarcity"  dispute  with  its  related  financial  questions  will  be 
settled  in  the  near  future  and  that  work  on  an  overall  program  of 
distribution  of  our  State's  water  resources  will  progress.     One  of 
the  main  and  first-to-be-built  features  of  the  State  plan  involves 
shifting  water  southward  by  the  Feather  River  Project.     As  presently 
drown,  one  aspect  of  the  project  is  the  South  Bay  Aqueduct.  This 
would  bring  Feather  River  water  to  areas  of  scarcity  in  Alameda, 
Santa  Clara  and  Son  3enito  counties,  among  others.     It  would  flow 
through  the  eastern  edge  of  Son  Francisco's  Service  Area  in  Alameda 
and  Sonta  Clara  counties.    The  water  would  not  be  notable  unless  it 
received  prior  treatment. 
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III. 

FINANCIAL  CONSIDERATIONS 

San  Francisco,  together  with  the  irrigation  districts,  has 
appropriated  the  total  flow  of  the  Tuolumne.    To  exploit  these  rights 
fully,  a  series  of  additional  storage  and  pipeline  facilities  still 
.nust  be  constructed.    The  present  Ho  ten  H^tchy  works  will  generate 
only  about  one-half  of  the  potential  yield  to  which  San  Francisco 
is  entitled.    These  facilities  must  be  expanded  if  San  Francisco  is 
to  moet  the  anticipated  future  growth,  with  resultant  increased  water 
needs,  in  communities  outside  San  Pr~.no isco    and  within  our  "Service 
Area,"    The  complete  development  ef  all  the  water  to  which  we  are 
entitled  will  be  necessary  in  order  to  serve  our  customers  outside 
the  city. 

Up  to  now  almost  all  our  investments  in  our  water  supply 
system  have  been  related  to  our  own  requirements  --  providing  water 
within  San  Francisco.    These  requirements  are  now,  for  the  most  part, 
fulfilled.     It  is  expected  that  by  the  time  San  Francisco  is  deliver- 
ing all  the  water  tc  which  it  has  rights  —  approximately  450,000,000 
gallons  daily  —  about  twice  as  much  will  be  delivered  to  customers 
outside  the  city  as  within  the  city. . 

>/e  have  now  reached  a  turning  point.     We  are  now,  for  the 
first  time  in  cur  history,  faced  with  making  an  investment  for  the 
primary  benefit  of  people  living  outside  our  city.     Before  making 
eny  further  expenditures,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  and  other 
City  officials,  certainly  should  give  serious  consideration  to  the 
financial  feasibility  and  justification  for  making  these  expenditures. 

In  making  this  determination,  we  must  examine  the  relationships 
which  exist  presently  between  the  City  and  these  outside  communities 
and  decide  whether  they  form  an  adequate  basis  for  the  future  or 
whether  we  should  attempt  to  alter  them. 
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IV. 

ALTERNATE  SOURCES  OP  SUFPLY 

If  we  are  to  continue  the  present  policy  and  program,  these 
future  works  would  be  initially  financed  by  the  people  of  San  Francisco 
through  general  obligation  bonds  with  the  understanding  that  a  sub- 
stantial portion  of  the  cost  would  be  passed  on  to  the  users  through 
the  water  rate. 

Under  this  arrangement,  however,  the  credit  is  supplied,  by 
San  Francisco.    The  bonds  are  ours,  they  may  apply  against  our  bonded 
limit,  and  we  bear  the  sole  risk  of  failure  of  revenues  to  live  up 
to  expectations .    This  method  of  financing  protects  San  Francisco  if, 
and  only  if,  our  customers  in  the  outside  Service  Area  are  obligated 
to  continue  purchasing  water  from  us  until  our  expenditures  are 
completely  amortized.    Yet,  under  present  circumstances,  we  are 
obligated  to  supply  our  customers  as  long  as  they  want  our  water, 
while  they,  without  formality  or  notice,  are  free  to  shift  to  any 
alternate  source  which  presents  itself  or  can  be  developed. 

For  the  first  time,  there  now  exists  the  possibility  that 
customers  in  our  outside  Service  Area  may  obtain  water  from  a  source 
other  than  San  Francisc:  and  at  a  cost  possibly  mere  economical 
to  them. 

The  most  immodieto  (and  in  many  ways  the  most  attractive  to 
the  people  of  our  Servico  Aroa)  source  of  a  potential  alternative 
water  supply  is  the  South  Bay  Aqueduct.     This  segment  of  the  Feather 
River  Project  will  bring  State-subsidized  water  along  the  eastern 
border  of  our  Service  Area  and  within  economic  reach  of  all  but  the 
northern  half  of  San  Mateo  County.     It  will  supply  agricultural  and 
industrial  woter,  not  potable  unless  treated.    After  the  cost  of 
treatment  is  added,  however,  it  is  possible  that  this  water  can  be 
delivered  to  the  Service  Area  cheaper  than  Ketch  Hetchy  water.  Even 
if  it  is  not  true,  local  officials  will  use  this  argument  if  the 
general  attitude  of  their  electorate  is  not  favorable  towards 
San  Francisco.     State-subsidized  competition  could  draw  off  our 
customers,  none  of  whmn  are  bound  to  continue  to  secure  their  water 
from  us.    As  a  result,  revenues  on  projects  for  which  San  Francisco 
had  bonded  itself  might  not  be  realized  and  the  whole  financial 
burden  of  these  projects  would  be  placed  on  the  San  Francisco  taxpayor. 
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The  second  alternative  source  cf  water  is  to  be  found  in 
present  experiments  being  financed  by  the  State  to  develop  potable 
water  from  the  sea.    A  few  years  ago  this  was  an  idealist's  dream. 
Today,  with  nuclear  fission,  it  is  a  distinct  and  foreseeable 
possibility.    Tomorrow,  with  nuclear  fusion,  it  may  become  an 
accomplished  fact. 

The  third  alternate  source  is  to  be  found  in  the  heretofore 
undeveloped  water  resources  of  the  territories  in  our  Service  Area. 
I  have  found  evidence  that  technically  competent  people  believe 
there  is  a  substantial  source  of  water  to  be  developed  in  San  Mateo, 
Santa  Clara  and  southern  Alameda  counties  from  further  appropriations 
on  streams  which  are  presently  being  exploited  and  from  new  water- 
generating  areas.     Only  the  financial  or  psychological  incentive  is 
necessary  to  force  the  exploitation  of  these  untapped  resources. 

We  must  conclude  that  sufficient  potential  alternate  water 
supplies  exist  for  the  people  in  our  Service  Area  to  tempt  them  to 
leave  us  unless  they  are  firmly  bound  to  us  legally  and  sympathetically. 
The  effect  of  such  a  separation  upon  the  finances  of  our  City  and 
our  rights  on  the  Tuolumne  might  be  disasterous. 
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v. 

POLITICAL  AND  ADMINISTRATIVE  PROBLEMS 

In  evaluating  our  future  relations  with  customers  in  our  out- 
side Service  Area,  the  political  and  administrative  situations  which 
exist  are  equally  as  important  as  the  financial  problems. 

When  one  county  has  property  located  in  other  counties,  problems 
always  arise.     Each  county  feels  that  the  other  is  taking  unfair 
advantage  of  it.    When,  as  is  the  case  with  San  Mateo  and  southern 
Alameda  counties,  the  property  held  is  the  source  of  domestic  water 
which  would  otherwise  supply  them,  the  feeling  is  heightened. 

The  obvious  place  where  resentment  finds  expression  is  in  the 
assessment  of  our  properties  for  tax  purposes.     It  is  not  the  purpose 
herein  to  discuss  the  varied,  manifold  and  complex  aspects  that  these 
tax  problems  have  taken  and.  still  take  with  regard  to  our  watershed 
and  water  rights.     Suffice  it  to  say  that  they  are  serious  and  form 
a  continuous  source  of  irritation  in  our  relations  with  these 
counties.     It  is  not  sufficient  for  us  to  counter-attack  by  raising 
water  rates.     In  the  foreseeable  future  a  real  solution  must  be  found. 

All  of  San  Francisco's  problems  with  the  other  counties  in 
the  Service  Area  are  colored  by  the  fret  that  the  political  center 
of  gravity  in  the  Bay  Area  is  rapidly  shifting  from  San  Francisco. 
As  the  population  of  the  other  counties  climbs,  that  of  San  Francisco 
barely  holds  its  own.     Each  reapportionment  in  the  State  Assembly 
sees  San  Francisco  lose  more  seats.    No  longer  can  the  political 
rer  of  San  Francisco  be  compared  to  that  of  Los  xAngeles. 

This  decline  of  political  -newer  has  two  important  results. 
First,  we  no  longer  have  the  power  to  get  things  through  the 
1-^islature  which  benefit  our  water  properties.     Second,  we  do  not 
have  sufficient  power  to  protect  our  water  rights  and  projects  unless 
we  car.  add  to  our  votes  the  votes  of  the  other  Bay  Area  counties. 
Every  day  brings  a  new  example  of  the  necessity  of  some  sort  of 
political  unity  in  this  region.     If  it  is  not  achieved  we  shall 
never  be  able  to  hold  cur  own  against  the  other  political  interests 
in  the  State. 

Recently  there  has  been  a  sharp  Increase  in  the  seriousness, 
if  not  the  amount,  of  litigation  effecting  our  water  rights  in  San 
Mateo  and  southern  Alameda  counties.     Having  no  community-of -interest 
feeling  with  San  Francisco,  the  people  of  these  areas  are  trying  with 
increased  vigor  to  secure  additional  water  for  themselves. 
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With  San  Mateo  County  we  have  a  special  problem:  the  watershed. 
The  sight  of  one-twelfth  of  the  county  seemingly  lying  idle  behind 
a  fence  infuriates  the  population,  press  and  politicians  in  one  of 
the  most  rapidly  growing  counties  in  our  Nation,     San  Francisco's 
position,  however,  is  net  unreasonable.     Great  advantages  accrue  to 

:  people  of  San  Mateo  as  the  result  of  our  policies.    Yet  even 
this  is  not  enough  to  overcome  the  problems  which  San  Mateo  officials 
feel  are  being  created  by  the  pressure  of  ever  increasing  population. 
Sometime  in  the  foreseeable  future,  the  two  counties  must  abandon 
localistic  attitudes  and  adopt  a  solution  to  the  watershed  problem 
which  takes  into  account  the  welfare  of  the  entire  area  and  is 
realistic  in  terms  of  the  conditions  then  existing. 

The  fact  that  these  many  problems  exist  should  not  discourage 
us,     We  have  a  great  deal  to  offer  to  the  people  in  the  Service  Area 
in  the  form  of  pure  and  cheap  water  and  they,  in  turn,  by  uniting 
their  efforts  with  ours,  can  help  form  a  broad  political  base  with 
sufficient  power  enabling  us  to  protect  the  water  rights  we  now  hold. 
The  situation  is  not  one-sided  —  it  is  not  one  in  which  either  side 
can  be  dogmatic  or  dictatorial  —  it  is  one  that  seems  made  for 
sensible  solutions  and  active  cooperation. 
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VI. 

POSSIBLE  FUTURE  COURSES  OF  ACTION 

It  is,  therefore,  incumbent  upon  the  people  of  San  Francisco 
and  their  officials  to  develop  an  integrated,  comprehensive  plan  to 
deal  positively  and  vigorously  with  these  compelling  problems  which, 
obviously,  will  neither  solve  themselves  nor  disappear.     If  we  do  not 
take  the  lead  in  finding  solutions,  others  will,  and  their  solutions 
may  not  be  favorable  to  us. 

I  recommend  five  principal  avenues  of  approach.     They  are 
not  mutually  exclusive  or  contradictory.     All  can  be  pursued,  at  the 
same  time  and  all  may  form  a  part  of  the  eventual  solution  of  the 
problems : 

FIRST:    We  should  actively  and  positively  strive  to  improve 
our  relations  with  the  people  cf  our  Service  Area.    This  is  only 
good  business.    Many  efforts  have  already  been  made  along  this  line, 
but  they  have  been  sporadic,  insufficient  and  not  developed  in 
relation  to  a  consistent  long-range  plan*     The  development  and 
execution  of  such  plans  may  necessitate  certain  organizational 
changes  in  the  structure  of  the  Water  Department.     A  good  public 
relations  policy  takes  money  --  not  large  sums,  but  an  adequate  budget 
to  finance  a  good  job  with  competent  personnel.     If,  as  a  result  of 
our  work,  a  spirit  of  cooperation  and  participation  replaces  one  of 
critical  resentment,  it  will  be  money  well  spent. 

SECOND:    The  staff  and  the  City  Attorney  should  continue  and 
expand  their  efforts  to  develop  long-term  contracts  with  the  agencies 
in  our  Service  Area  to  whom  we  sell  water.     If  such  agreements  can 
be  made  legally  enforceable,  they  will  go  a  long  way  in  establishing 
the  financial  feasibility  of  added  facilities.     It  is  inevitable 
that  in  the  negotiation  cf  these  contracts,  local  authorities  will 
bring  up  many  of  their  grievances  and  these  may  be  settled,  as  part 
of  the  over-all  transaction. 

THIRD;     The  staff  should  commence  a  study  of  various  forms 
of  wpter  utility  district  structure  to  see  whether  any  which  now 
ex* st  or  which  could  be  developed  would  aid  in  the  solution  of  our 

ong- range  problem.     Various  forms  of  districts  have  proved  eminently 
satisfactory  to  Los  Angeles,  Ookland  and  Sacramento.     In  my  opinion 
San  Francisco  could  join  in  such  a  district  if  three  safeguards  were 
provided:     1)    The  citizens  of  San  Francisco  must  be  guaranteed  a 
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continuous  supply  of  water,  adequate  to  their  maximum  potential  demand, 
at  a  reasonable  rate;    2)  The  financial  arrangements  must  make  reason- 
able and  equitable  allowances  for  the  City's  present  investment  and 
for  the  amount  of  additional  investment  required,  and  3)  The  organ- 
ization of  the  district  must  be  of  such  a  nature  that  the  continuance 
of  the  first  two  safeguards  would  be  guaranteed.    The  combination  of 
the  various  agencies  now  using  San  Francisco  water  in  the  Bay  Area 
into  one  legal  entity,  with  the  position  of  San  Francisco  adequately 
safeguarded,  appears  in  many  ways  to  offer  the  best  solution  to  our 
problems.    It  would,  give  the  people  of  the  Area  a  financial  interest 
and  a  sense  of  partnership  in  the  system.     It  would  create  a  political 
unit  of  sufficient  strength  to  protect  our  water  position.    The  mutual 
sharing  with  San  Francisco  not  only  of  the  benefits  but  also  the 
burdens  of  ownership  and  operation  should  develop  a  new  sense  of 
responsibility  and  understanding  in  the  problems. 

FOURTH :    The  Manager  of  Utilities,  In  cooperation  with  staff 
officials  of  the  Water  and  Hetch  Hetchy  departments,  should  expedite 
a  thorough  study  of  the  present  status  of  all  of  San  Francisco's 
water  rights  and  of  taxes  paid  to  outside  jurisdictions,  and.  recommend 
to  the  Commission  the  best  method  of  organizing  an  effective  and 
continuing  program  to  protect  our  interests  in  these  regards. 

FIFTH  I    The  staff  and  the  City  Attorney  should  review  all 
terms  of  the  Raker  Act  and  develop  a  comprehensive  and  long-range 
plan  for  seeking    amendments  to  this  Act.     Such  amendments  should  be 
made  with  the  cooperation  of  other  City  officials,  including  the 
City's  Legislative  Representative.    Terms  of  the  Raker  Act  have  been 
a  source  of  continual  trouble  and  the  Act's  unrealistic  requirements 
should  be  changed. 
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VII. 

CONCLUSION 

The  problems  with  which  this  report  deals  are  real  and  immediate. 
The  analysis  and  the  suggested  course  of  action  are  personal  and 
tentative.     It  is  not  my  intention  to  offer  hard  and  fast  solutions. 
It  is  my  purpose  once  again  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Commission 
and  other  San  Francisco  officials  to  the  existence  of  the  problems 
which  must  be  faced  in  the  immediate  future.    All  San  Francisco 
interests  must  combine  their  efforts  to  develop  a  long-range  water 
policy  which  is  realistic,  both  from  a  financial  and  from  a  political

PASSENGER  REVENUE; 

Passenger  revenue  from  July  1  to  date  shows  a  decrease  over  the 
same  period  of  last  year  of  2,57$« 

The  average  decrease  for  the  transit  industry  for  12  months 
was  5«25$» 

For  the  month  of  December  in  cities  of  500,000  to  1,000,000, 
the  decrease  was  5»55$>  and  our  decrease  for  Derember  was  2.6$, 

It  was  interesting  to  note  from  the  report  received  from  the 
American  Transit  Association  that  New  Orleans'  revenue  with  a  7^ 
fare  for  the  month  of  December  1957  was  1»2$  less  than  December  195&» 

CHARTER  CHANGES: 

The  Charter  amendment  to  change  Sections  35*  35 •  t*  and  107*1 
to  remove  the  traffic  engineering  from  the  Police  Department  and 
place  full  responsibility  for  traffic  engineering  to  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  is  presently  in  the  hands  of  the  City  Attorney  for 
review. 

LEASED  STREETCARS: 

To  date        cars  have  been  received  from  St.  Louis  with  22  more 
to  come,  making  a  total  of  66.    At  the  present  time,  we  have 
8l\.  one-man  cars  in  operation.    All  runs  on  the  J,  K,  L,  and  N  lines 
are  now  scheduled  for  one-man  cars,  leaving  only  10  cars  to  be  added 
to  runs  of  the  M  line.    The  delivery  of  cars  from  St.  Louis  is  ahead 
of  schedule. 
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ROBBERIES: 

During  the  month  of  January,  I4.  operators  were  held  up.  This 
makes  a  total  of  7  operators  that  were  held  up  for  the  period  from 
September    2I4.  to  January  30.     One  operator  of  a  one-man  car,  when 
held  up,  was  badly  beaten  about  the  face. 

Railway  funds  taken  from  operators  are  covered  by  insurance,  but 
there  is  no  way  to  compensate  employees  for  their  personal  losses. 
Railway  funds  are  accounted  for  by  taking  the  readings  on  the  fare 
boxes . 

While  not  related  to  hold-ups,  on  February  18,  a  civilian  Navy 
employee  at  Hunter's  point  was  sentenced  to  30  days  in  the  County 
Jail  and  fined  $500  for  attacking  a  Municipal  Railway  inspector  at 
Hunter's  Point. 

A  group  of  men,  on  December  26,  were  waiting  in  the  shelter  at 
Hunter's  Point  for  a  No.  29  bus;  and  when  the  inspector  informed 
them  that  the  bus  would  be  delayed  as  there  was  no  driver  available, 
the  civilian  employee  attacked  the  inspector. 

INCREASED  COST: 

The  cost  of  transfers  has  increased  6-2/3$.    This  will  add 
$3,300  to  our  present  budget. 

SURPLUS  TROLLEY  COaCRES; 

Mr.  Kline,  Purchaser  of  Supplies,  has  been  requested  to  advertise 
for  sale  25  surplus  trolley  coaches  less  tires  and  tubes.  Nine 
Ij-O-passenger  coaches,  Nos.  501  to  509,  inclusive,  were  acquired  in 
19^1;  sixteen  l+O-passenger  coaches,  Nos.  510  to  525,  inclusive, 
were  acquired  in  19)4.6. 
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SMOG  CONTROL; 

The  clamp-down  on  open  burning  in  San  Francisco  has  seriously 
affected  and  increased  our  cost  of  destroying  obsolete  streetcars 
and  buses. 

To  dispose  of  the  material  from  the  streetcars  and  buses,  it  has 
to  be  broken  up  and  burned  in  our  incinerator  where  previously  it  had 
been  taken  to  the  dumps. 

Wooden  cable  reels,  which  are  not  returnable  to  the  manufacturers, 
that  were  formerly  burned  in  the  open  dump  now  have  to  be  taken  apart 
and  broken  up  and  burned  in  the  incinerator. 

SAN  FRANCISCO  GIANTS  STADIUM; 

The  staff    of  the  Municipal  Railway  is  presently  working  with 
other  City  departments  on  the  planning  of  routes  to  the  proposed 
new  Giants  Stadium.    As  the  1958  games  are  to  be  played  in  the  Seals 
Stadium  at  16th  and  Bryant  Streets,  it  is  anticipated  that  parking 
will  be  a  problem.     Several  plans  have  been  advanced  for  parking 
under  the  freeway  at  various  locations  but  to  date  nothing  definite 
has  been  decided. 

SAFETY; 

As  a  safety  measure  to  warn  motorists  at  th9  Beach  and  Hyde 
Streets  terminal  that  cab] e  cars  are  entering  the  turntable  area,  a 
flashing  light  signal  and  a  bell  have  been  erected. 

This  signal  was  erected  by  the  forces  of  the  Municipal  Railway 
with  no  out-of-pocket  expense  as  the  signal  was  originally  in 
operation  on  the  old  San  Mateo  line  and  was  removed  when  the  line 
was  discontinued. 
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VEHICLE  VACUUM  GLEANER: 

Two  vehicle  vacuum  cleaners  now  in  operation  —  one  is  the 
stationary  type  at  the  Potrero  trolley  coa«h  division,  and  the 
other,  self-propelled,  is  mounted  in  an  old  bus  that  will  be  used 
at  the  Ocean  division. 

By  the  use  of  these  vacuum  cleaners,  the  vehicles  can  be  kept 
in  a  cleaner  condition;  and  a  very  dirty  vehicle  coming  in  and 
littered  with  papers  and  cigarette  butts  can  be  cleaned  in 
approximately  three  minutes.

level  of  cable  car  accident  reduction;  the  Police  Commission

President  Don  Fazackerley  announced  that  effective

a  service  that  the  Commission  had  sponsored  for  some  time. 

Commissioner  Martin  requested  a  late  report  on  the  program 
for  the  3rd  non-stop  airline  service  between  San  Francisco 
and  New  York;  also,  a  report  and  recommendation  in  the  matte* 
the  Feather  River  Development. 

Raport  by  Leigh  Fisher  and  Associates;    Mr.  Fisher  has  been 

employed  by  the 

Commission  to  assist  in  the  development  of  the  San  Francisco 
International  Airport.    In  reporting,  Mr.  Fisher  stated  that 
his  report  was  of  a  preliminary  nature,  as  answers  to  questions 
directed  to  airline  operators  were  not  at  this  time  complete, 
and  that  certain  projections  of  a  rscessity  had  to  be  made. 
Major  recommendations:    60  gate  positions  would  be  necessary 
by  1970,  it  being  estimated  that  11,000,000    passengers  would 
pass  through  the  Terminal,  and  the  probable  number  of  carriers, 
including  foreign  flag  carriers  would  approximate  20,  He 
indicated  that  San  Francisco  must  plan  at  this  time  for  two 
sub-terminals,  one  domestic  and  the  other  foreign,  the  domestic 
sub-terminal  enjoying  first  preference.    He  also  recommended 
development  of  a  heliport  site  on  the  Airport's  access  road- 
way; also,  the  need  for  a  two  level  garage;  present  Terminal 
Building  must  be  enlarged;  following  installation  of  center 
escalators,  stairways  in  the  north  and  south  ends  of  the 
building  be  converted  to  ramps.  It  was  his  belief  that  park- 
ing facilities  must  be  enlarged,  probably  through  roof  decks 
on  present  lots.    He  strongly  recommended  that  by  1965/  that 
all  cargo  areas  be  developed,  6  ares  being  reserved  for  that 
purpose.    He  suggested  that  it  was  very  desirable  that  a 
hangar  building  be  constructed  for  use  of  foreign  carriers 
end  others;  such  a  hangar  to  accommodate  those  carriers  not 
having  their  own  facilities.    In  summary  of  his  report,  Mr. 
Fisher  stated  that  San  Francisco  was  in  a  very  competitive 
position,  between  the  northwest  and  Los  Angeles;  that  to  hold 
its  position  as  a  gateway  of  the  Pacific,  it  will  be  necessary 
for  San  Francisco  to  provide  for  vigorous  thinking  and  plan- 
ning and  to  build  accordingly.    He  suggested  that  as  first 
things  first,  that  the  Commission,  without  delay,  plan  for  the 
employment  of  an  architectural  firm  to  plan  the  over-all  de- 
velopment of  the  Airport,  to  provide  for  design  and  appearance 
control . 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  Greenberg,  seconced  by  Com- 
missioner Baron,  the  report  of  Mr.  Fisher  was  approved. 
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the  Commission  directing  that  Mr.  Belford  Brown  and  Mr.  Harry 
Lloyd,  confer ,  and  submit  to  the  Manager  of  Utilities,  for 
submission  to  the  Commission,  a  recommendation  as  to  the  archi- 
tectural firm  to  be  employed.

The  salient  features  of  progress  in  the  construction,  operation 
and  maintenance  of  the  San  Francisco  ttfater  Department  since  February  4t 
195S,  the  dnte  of  my  last  previous  report  to  you,  are  as  follows. 

The  financial  position  of  the  Department  continues  good  even 
though  the  exceptionally  heavy  rains  in  the  past  months  have  resulted 
in  reductions  in  sales.      Net  sales  for  February  this  year  amounted  to 

1,110,900  which  is  only  $23, #00  more  than  February  1957.      However,  the 
same  figure  for  £  months  of  this  fiscal  year  will  be  $9,354,000  which 
is  $250,400  greater  than  the  same  period  last  year. 

As  previously  reported  the  revenue  picture  is  being  improved 
through  the  stepped-up  program  of  sales  of  surplus  lands  and  the  leasing 
of  other  lands.      Several  small  severance  parcels  of  land  have  been 
sold  during  the  past  month  and  at  least  two  large  additional  leases 
have  been  negotiated. 

Improvements  to  the  operating  facility  are  moving  along  at  a 
satisfactory  rate.      The  plans  and  specifications  for  the  concrete 
lining  ana  roof  for  the  South  basin  of  Sunset  Reservoir,  a  2\  million 
dollar  job,  are  completed  so  this  job  can  be  advertised  for  bids  as 
requested  today.      Contract  No.  7#1  for  the  construction  of  the  Crystal 
Springs  and  Sunset  Supply  Line  will  be  completed  within  the  next  month 
now  that  the  contractor  has  received  the  large  valves  to  be  installed 
under  this  contract.      The  work  of  improving  metered  services  to  con- 
sumers is  continuing  at  an  accelerated  rate,  particularly  since  approval 
by  the  Commission  of  additional  funds  for  this  work. 

The  problems  of  deferred  maintenance  and  other  work  necessary 
to  maintain  and  improve  the  quality  of  water  served  our  consumers  was 
given  considerable  attention  since  my  last  report.      Many  items  of  the 
established  program  have  been  given  attention.      During  the  month 
several  pipe  lines  have  been  flushed,  the  cleaning  of  one  reservoir 
has  been  complete.;  and  the  work  of  cleaning  another  reservoir  has  been 
started.      Improvements  in  the  chlorinating  equipments  are  also  being 
made.      The  Department  has  been  commended  by  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Health  for  the  excellent  program  which  has  been  established 
for  these  activities. 

No  significant  action  occurred  during  the  month  of  February 
concerning:  the  Junipero  Serra  Freeway,      However,  one  of  San  Francisco's 
Supervisors  has  advanced  the  proposal  that  the  Federal  government 
construct  a  Parkway  along  the  3kyline  Boulevard.    This  matter  is  being 
investigated  and  will  be  heard  by  a  committee  of  the  Supervisors  in 
the  near  future.      The  Department  is  opposing  such  construction  because 
it  will  mean  another  road  through  our  peninsula  watershed  properties. 
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I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  heavy  storms  have  done 
only  minor  damage  to  the  vater  Department  properties.      All  local 
reservoirs  are  filling  rapidly  today  and  it  appears  as  though  both 
Calaveras  Reservoir  and  Crystal  Springs  Reservoir  will  overflow  and 
spill  If  the  rains  continue  during  the  next  ten  days. 

During  the  month  representations  were  made  before  the  Air 
Pollution  Control  Board,      The  Department  indicated  its  desire  to 
continue  its  regular  program  for  burning  brush  and  dead  trees 
collected  on  the  watershed,  water  courses  and  reservoirs. 

During  the  past  week  in  company  with  Messrs*  Lloyd  and 
Elliott,  1  had  the  pleasure  to  attend  the  26th  Annual  Conference 
of  the  California  Utilities  Association.      This  meeting  was  held  at 
Disneyland  Hotel  and  was  most  interesting  and  productive  insofar  as 
the  San  Francisco  Water  Department  is  concerned.

THEREUPON  THE  MEETING  ADJOURNED, 
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Traffic: 

Passenger  traffic  figures  for  the  month  of  January  1958  indicate  an 
increase  of  10.3%  over  the  same  period  of  1957.    Total  "in  and  out"  passengers 
amounted  to  312,062,  as  compared  to  282,953  for  January  1957,  or  an  actual  increase 
of  29,109.    The  CAA  Control  Tower  recorded  a  total  of  11,011  airline  arrivals  and 
departures  during  January. 

The  decline  in  express  and  freight  poundage  can  be  explained  in  the 
light  of  the  present  over-all  economic  decline,  with  particular  emphasis  on  the 
drop  in  shipments  from  East  Coast  automotive  manufacturing  centers.    It  is  inte- 
resting to  note  that  whereas  freight  pounds  arriving  in  San  Francisco  are  down 
19.1%,  the  outbound  poundage  is  up  11.87,  over  the  same  period  a  year  ago.    The  two 
important  factors  involved  here  are  the  shipment  of  cur.  flowers  and  electronic 
parts.    The  recent  cold  wave  affecting  the  Atlantic  seaboard,  particularly  Florida, 
resulted  in  this  area's  being  virtually  the  only  source  of  cut  flowers  for  eastern 
markets.    The  expanding  northern  California  electronics  industry  has  greatly  in- 
creased the  freight  volume  leaving  San  Francisco. 

Hotel: 

Since  my  last  report  to  the  Commission,  bids  for  the  proposed  Airport 
hotel  have  been  opened  resulting  in  the  lease  being  awarded  to  the  Hilton  Hotel 
chain.    Since  the  bid  opening,  Airport  management  has  met  with  representatives  of 
the  Hilton  firm,  and  present  indications  are  that  this  important  project  will 
proceed  expeditiously. 

3rd  Non-Stop  Carrier: 

Work  continues  on  the  preparation  of  the  City's  exhibit  in  the  forthcoming 
hearing  regarding  a  third  non-stop  carrier  authorization  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Board.    This  important  project  is  being  developed  by  Airport  management,  the  City 
Attorney's  office,  and  the  PUC  s  Bureau  of  Public  Service.    So  far  it  is  in  status 
quo  because  the  CAB  has  under  consideration  the  petitions  of  United  Air  Lines  and 
TWA  for  reconsideration  of  its  present  order  that  granted  an  expedited  hearing. 

UEB  Field  Office  at  SFIA: 

Because  of  the  greatly  increasing  volume  of  Airport  planning  and  develop- 
ment activities,  arrangements  are  being  completed  for  field  office  space  in  the 
Executive  Aircraft  Terminal  for  the  use  of  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau.  These 
plans  have  the  full  approval  of  both  the  Engineering  Bureau  and  the  Airport  Depart- 
ment.   The  particular  area  involved  is  the  former  restaurant  in  the  old  domestic 
terminal. 

Pier  B: 

Airport  management  and  members  of  the  Engineering  Bureau  have  met  with 
United  Air  Lines  to  confirm  space  requirements  within  the  planned  extension  of 
Pier  B. 

TWA: 

In  order  to  provide  additional  much-needed  space  for  TWA  operations  on 
Concourse  D,  Airport  management  is  making  available  the  area  that  is  presently 
occupied  by  Keith  Cole  Photo  Studio  under  a  space/use  permit.     The  photo  studio 
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operator  has  indicated  an  interest  in  relocating  his  darkroom  facilities  in  smaller 
quarters.    Several  ground  floor  locations  are  currently  being  considered  as  possible 
darkroom  sites.    Inasmuch  as  a  very  large  percentage  of  this  photo  business  consists 
of  telephone  requests  from  airline  offices  in  San  Francisco,  studio  space  is  not  a 
requirement. 

Southwest  Airways  Co. : 

The  City  Attorney's  office  is  currently  working  with  Southwest  Airways' 
attorneys  on  development  of  a  lease  for  half  of  Plot  5  and  all  of  Plot  6  to  be 
used  for  a  hangar  site  and  maintenance  area. 

Another  critical  space  problem  is  developing  in  Southwest  Airways'  leased 
space  on  Concourse  D.    Management  is  making  progress  in  alleviating  this  situation 
by  making  available  additional  space  adjacent  to  their  premises  on  the  concourse. 

Western  Airlines  Strike  and  Slick  Airways  Suspension  of  Cargo  Operations: 

Since  my  last  report  to  the  Commission  there  have  been  two  disruptions  of 
scheduled  air  carrier  service  affecting  San  Francisco.    Western  Airlines  has  ceased 
operations  as  the  result  of  a  labor  dispute,  and  Slick  Airways  has  suspended  all 
scheduled  cargo  flights.    Both  situations  will  affect  airport  revenue  to  some 
extent;  however,  in  the  case  of  Western  Airlines,  customer  service  is  being  picked 
up  by  other  air  carriers  serving  Western's  route  system.    Slick  will  continue  its 
contract  operations  as  a  Military  Air  Transport  Service  carrier.    There  are  no 
current  indications  that  either  carrier  plans  a  reduction  in  leased  space. 

SF  Flight  Coordinating  Group: 

The  new  San  Francisco  Flight  Coordinating  Group,  recently  organized  to 
work  with  neighboring  communities  toward  solution  of  community  relations  problems 
involving  local  aviation  activities,  has  submitted  its  first  report  to  the  South 
San  Francisco  City  Council.    This  group  includes  representatives  of  the  Air  Trans- 
port Association,  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration,  Airline  Pilots  Association,  and 
Airport  Management.    The  most  recent  development  has  been  the  issuance  of  a  Notice 
to  Airmen  detailing  requirements  for  preferential  landing  and  take-off  patterns  so 
as  to  avoid  low  altitude  operations  over  populated  areas.    Comment  from  neighboring 
population  centers  regarding  this  first  report,  and  airport-airline  cooperation, 
have  been  most  favorable. 

Lufthansa : 

Members  of  the  PUC  and  Airport  management  recently  met  with  representa- 
tives of  Lufthansa.    Officials  of  this  German  national  airline  have  indicated  an 
interest  in  serving  the  West  Coast.    We,  of  course,  are  working  toward  a  decision 
favoring  San  Francisco.    Traffic  data  and  technical  information  have  been 
forwarded. 

Self-Claim  Baggage: 

In  my  last  report  to  the  Commission  mention  was  made  of  the  recent  experi- 
ments aimed  at  developing  a  self -claiming  baggage  procedure.     These  studies  were 
made  during  December  and  January,  and  then  discontinued  for  a  period  of  review. 
Since  then  a  new  proposal  has  been  submitted  by  the  airlines  committee  studying 
this  matter.    Within  the  very  near  future  further  exploration  will  begin  involving 
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the  re -arrangement  of  some  fixtures  in  the  baggage-claiming  area  of  the  ground 
floor.    This  program  is  being  undertaken  at  the  expense  of  the  air  carriers  but 
with  tentative  approval  of  Airport  management. 

Fisher  Report: 

The  high  point  of  Airport  interest  since  my  last  report  was  the 
presentation  made  by  Consultant  Leigh  Fisher  before  this  Commission  last  week. 
Since  that  report,  Airport  management  met  again  with  Mr.  Fisher  and  will  continue 
with  conferences  scheduled  for  later  this  month.

On  March  6,  195>8  I  appeared  before  th$  California  Flood  Control  Conference  in 
Sacramento, in  support  of  its  recommendation  that  $15,000  of  Federal  funds  b©  ap- 
propriated to  the  Corps  of  Engineers  for  preliminary  studies  looking  toward  the 
construction  of  the  New  Don  pedro  Dam  on  the  Tuolumne  River, 

This  activity  is  in  accordance  with  agreement  dated  September,  19ii9  between  the 
Corps  of  Engineers,  U.  S.  Army,  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts  and  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Franpisco. 

I  was  supported  in  this  activity  by  Mr.  Milton  Kidd,  Director  of  the  Modesto 
Irrigation  District  and  discussed  the  situation  with  General  Cassidy,  Division 
Engineer,  South  Pacific  Division  of  the  U.  S.  Army  Engineers,  and  learned  that 
the  Corps*  original  recommendation  of  $20,000  has  been  deleted  by  the  Bureau  of 
the  Budget. 

In  connection  with  the  overall  flood  control  program  of  the  State  of  California, 
the  California  Water  Commission  will  appear  in  Washington  before  the  House 
Appropriations  Committee  in  the  near  future  and  will  support,  among  other  things, 
this  token  appropriation. 

I  have  discussed  this  matter  with  Congressman  Shelley  and  the  Irrigation  Districts 
have  alerted  their  Congressman,  Mr.  MacPhall.

On  February  26,  195>8  an  application  map  for  a  right  of  way  over  public  lands  for 
the  amended  location  of  the  Canyon  Power  Project   was  filed  in  the  U.S.  Land 
Office  of  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management,  U.S.  Department  of  the  Interior,  in 
Sacramento.     Also  filed  on  the  same  date  in  the  above  office  was  an  application 
map  for  additional  public  lands  required  for  a  tunnel  spoil  area,  construction 
camp  and  access  road  thereto  for  the  Cherry  Power  Project. 

Cherry Jpower  Tunnel 

Approximately  1,030  feet  of  tfye  Cherry  Power  Tunnel  has  been  driven  from  the 
Cherry  (upstream)  adit  and  approximately  1,130  feet  has  been  driven  from  the 
Granite  Creek  (downstream)  portal.     Progress  is  currently  about  6f?  feet  per 
day  from  both  headings,,     Approximately  10$  of  the  work  has  been  completed  with 
11%  elapsed  timer 

Intake»Ho_cca_sin  Transmission  Line 

Work  on  clearing  the  right-of-way  for  the  230,000-volt  transmission  line  between 
Cherry  Powerhouse  and  Moccasin  commenced  on  February  2h,  19£8,  and  is  to  be 
completed  by  July  23,  19!?8,  with  burning  of  all  debris  completed  by  February  1, 
195>9 •     Work  is  approximately  1$%  complete. 

Detail  drawings  of  the  stool  transmission  towers  to  be  furnished  by  Bethlehem 
Pacific  Coast  Steel  Corporation  have  been  received  and  approved  by  the  Bureau. 
Bethlehem  is  proceeding  with  the  fabrication  of  two  towers  which  will  be  sub- 
jected to  test  loading  of  one  and  one-half  times  the  design  values  under  our 
specifications . 
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Cherry  jfewerhouse 

Field  Surveys  have  been  completed  at  the  Cherry  Powerhouse  site  and  along  the 
penstock  line  for  use  in  preparation  of  detail  drawings  of  the  various  structures. 

A  contract  has  been  awarded  to  L.  L.  Jeffries,  Richmond,  California,  in  the  amount 
of  §8,^10  for  exploratory  core  drilling  at  both  the  Cherry  and  the  Canyon  Power- 
house sites.     This  information  is  required  for  design  of  the  powerhouse  founda- 
tions. 

An  order  has  been  issued  to  Woodward,  Clyde,  Sherard  &  Associates,  Oakland,  in 
the  amount  of  $1,5>G0  to  procure  and  test  soil  samples  at  the  sites  of  the  two 
main  anchors  for  the  Cherry  penstock.     These  anchors  will  be  sizeable  structures 
and  in  order  to  achieve  an  economical  design  the  properties  of  the  soil  must  be 
known  for  maximum  utilization  of  the  resistance  of  the  soil. 

Sverdrup  and  Parcel  have  completed  plans  and  specifications  for  the  purchase  of 
the  steel  sections  for  the  Cherry  penstock.     After  review  and  approval  by  the 
Bureau  they  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Purchaser  of  Supplies  for  procurement. 
Approximately  U,900  tons  of  steel  are  involved  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $2,000,000. 

New  jntajre  Camp^  jjuilding 

The  Bureau  has  made  studies  and  prepared  preliminary  plans  for  the  camp  building 
to  be  constructed  at  Early  Intake.     These  plans  will  be  submitted  to  the  Art 
Commission  for  approval  at  its  next  meeting. 

AIRPORT  ENGINEERING  AND  CONSTRUCTION 
Pier  E. 

The  final  drawings  for  Pier  E  have  been  completed  and  have  been  approved  by  both 
the  Airport  Department  and  American  Airlines.     On  March  k9  1958,  the  plans  and 
specifications  were  submitted  to  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  for  its 
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review.     Upon  receipt  of  approval  from  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  will  be  requested  to  authorize  -fee  advertising  for 
bids.

On  February  26,  1958  representatives  of  United  Air  Lines  met  with  Airport  Manage- 
ment and  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  and  discussed  certain  changes  in  the 
Ground  Floor  Layout  of  Pier  B.     The  architects  have  completed  these  changes  on 
their  preliminary  drawings. 

C_;A.A.  ProjectJ?8l3 

On  February  26,  1958  a  meeting  x*as  held  with  representatives  of  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Administration;  Airport  Management,  and  the  Utilities  Engineering 
Bureau  relative  to  the  extension  of  Runway  3R.     As  a  result  of  the  meeting  the 
C5A,A.  authorized  the  City  to  proceed  with  the  extension  of  the  runway  as  sub- 
mitted to  it  on  November  29,  1957,  with  some  minor  modifications.     The  project 
will  be  ready  for  advertising  for  bids  within  two  weeks. 

C^,.A.  JfrQject  581U 

The  Grant  Agreement  for  this  project  was  formally  approved  by  the  City  on 
March  6,  1958,  and  the  CJWA.  has  authorized  the  commencement  of  work  on  Airport 
Contract  Mo.  213,  Fill  for  the  Extension  of  Runway  28L  and  28R. 

On  March  6,  1958  eight  bids  were  received  for  Airport  Contract  No.  219,  Addition 
to  the  Sixth  Floor  of  the  Terminal  Building,  also  part  of  C.A.A.  project  58liu 
A  low  bid  of  $llit,353  was  submitted  by  the  Martinelli  Construction  Company  of 
San  Francisco.

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Report  on  26th  Annual  Conference 
CALIFORNIA  MUNICIFAL  UTILITIES  ASSOCIATION 
Anaheim,  California;     February  25-23,  1958 


The  California  Municipal  Utilities  Association  held  its 
26th  annual  conference  February  25-28  in  Anaheim,  California.  There 
were  some  100  delegates  in  attendance,  including  San  Francisco's 
representatives:  James  H.  Turner,  Harry  E,  Lloyd  and  Virgil  L. 
Elliott. 

The  C.M.U.A.  is  an  organization  of  publicly  owned  water 
and  power  systems  serving  some  70  per  cent  of  the  people  of  this 
state.     Mr.  Lloyd  serves  on  its  Board  of  Directors  and  Finance 
Committee  and  San  Francisco  City  Attorney  Dion  R.  Holm  is  a  member 
of  its  Advisory  Council    Mr.  Turner  served  as  a  panel  chairman  dur- 
ing the  1958  meeting. 

In  general,  the  conference  consisted  of  the  reading  of 
prepared  papers  followed  by  questions  directed  to  the  speaker, 
luncheon  talks,  round  table  discussion  and  a  closing  business 
session.     A  period  of  relaxation  was  provided  by  a  trip  to  Disney- 
land on  Thursday  afternoon  followed  by  the  annual  banquet. 

SPEAKERS  DISCUSS  CURRENT  PROBLEMS: 

One  of  the  first  papers  was  presented  by  Rex  3.  Goodcell, 
Jr.,  assistant  city  attorney  for  the  City  of  Los  Angeles  attached 
tc  the  Los  Angeles  Department  of  Water  and  Fower.     (Thirteen  from 
the  Los  Angeles  City  Attorney's  staff  work  in  the  Department  of 
V/ater  and  Power  building  and,  although  hired,  and  on  the  payroll  of 
the  City  Attorney's  office,  for  practical  purposes  comprise  the 
legal  staff  for  the  Department  of  Water  and  Fewer.) 

Goodcell 's  subject  was  "Property  and  xlevenue  Taxes  Re- 
lated to  Publicly-Owned  Utilities."     He  has  promised  to  suprly  us 
with  copies  of  his  paper  which  is  of  special  interest  to  our 
utilities'  operations.     Mr.  Turner  was  the  moderator  at  the  session 
at  which  Mr,  Goodcell  spoke. 

State  Treasurer  A.  Ronald  Button,   in  his  paper,  indicated 
that  local  units  of  government  of  all  kinds  within  California  have 
plans  to  sell  more  than  -^l,  000,000,000  in  bonds  this  year.  The 
bonds  proposed  for  school  construction  far  outnumber  those  intended 
for  other  similar  purposes.     Water  development  and  flood  control 
programs  were  second  by  a  good  margin.     The  State  of  California 
this  year  will  market  at  least  an  additional  ^00,000,000  in  bonds, 
he  said. 
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Mr.  Button  said  that  most  of  the  proposals  for  the 
Feather  River  Project  and  other  developments  call  for  some  bond 
financing.     He  said  that  there  was  much  improvement  in  the  last 
couple  months  in  the  market  for  California's  general  obligation 
bonds.     For  instance,  £50,000,000  in  veterans'  bonds  were  sold 
on  October  23,  1957,  at  an  interest  rate  of  3.65  per  cent.  On 
January  22,  they  were  able  to  obtain  a  rate  of  3*07  per  cent  for 
a  drop  of  more  than  one  half  of  one  per  cent.     On  the  total  issue, 
the  difference  between  the  two  rptos  in  interest  costs  over  the 
life  of  the  bonds  was  more  than  ^3,000,000. 

Ha  recalled  for  the  past  five  years  a  State  highway 
construction  program    costing  J  1,200, 000, 000  has  been  financed 
entirely  from  current  income,  and  State  facilities  costing  more 
than  ^400,000,000  were  built  without  borrowing. 

He  suggested  that  as  far  as  borrowing  is  concerned,  it 
will  take  the  most  thoughtful  planning  and  careful  timing  end  the 
best  possible  presentation  cf  cur  case  to  assure  that  California 
agencies  can  obtain  the  necessary  funds  for  all  prospective  needs 
at  minimum  interest  rates. 

FEATHER  RIVER  PRO JECT  : 

Representative  Clair  Sngle  spoke  at  a  luncheon  meeting, 
outlining  his  proposals  for  development  of  the  water  resources  in 
California,     He  stated  his  belief  that  the  Feather  River  Project, 
as  a  single  project,  was  a  "dead  duck,"  and  that  the  north-south 
issue  could  be  solved  only  by  broadening  the  base,   that  is  by  the 
fimultaneous  development  of  additional  watersheds.     Me  reiterated 
his  stand  for  use  of  Fedarrl  flood  control  and  irrigation  monies 
in  the  State's  water  plan  and  Federal  control  of  power  development 
on  the  Trinity  River  Project. 

Other  speakers  covered  such  subjects  as  progress  in  atomic 
energy  development,  fringe  benefits,  retirement  systems,  rate 
problems,  pricing  and  preference  policies  for  State  multi-purpose 
projects  and  forecasting  distribution  system  requirements. 

Round  table  discussions  concentrated  on  commercial  and 
accounting  matters,  operating  and  engineering  problems  and  essen- 
tials of  effective  utility  management.     In  the  latter  session, 
discussion  centered  on  the  effectiveness  of  staff  conferences, 
policy  manuals,  employee  associations,  employee  and  public  relations 
■programs  and  centralization  vs  decentralization  of  utility  operations.

study  o

The  school  opened  in  the  fall  of  1957;  staff  of  the  Muni- 
cipal Railway  and  staff  of  the  San  Francisco  Unified  School 
District  held  a  conference  at  the  time,  the  Municipal  Railway 
adding  four  extra  buses  to  serve  the  school  during  morning  and 
afternoon  peaks;  this  extra  service  is  rendered  through  the 
normal  No.  52  Line,  stopping  within  one  block  of  the  School. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  school,  complaints  have  been 
filed,  in  that  children,  not  waiting  for  the  bus  at  its  regular 
school  stop,  elect  to  walk  along  Gilligan  Drive,  which  Drive  is 
through  the  undeveloped  Mc  Laren  Park,  and  it  is  in  this  Park, 
that  alleged  molestations  of  children  are  committed. 

Officials  of  the  Second  District,  California  Congress 
of  Parents  and  Teachers  appeared  before  the  Commission  urging 
that  the  Municipal  Railway    route  buses  along  Gilligan  Drive 
and  stop  at  the  School.    It  was  their  contention  that  such  a 
service  would  eliminate  the  complaints  registered.    Staff  of 
the  Municipal  Railway  stated  that  the  present  service,  serves 
the  school,  in  that  it  provides  through  its  present  routing, 

children  from  Visitacion  Valley  and  any  re-routing  would  ad- 
versely affect  these  children  as  well  as  the  traveling  public. 
At  this  point,  the  speakers  stated  that  they  were  not  interested 
in  re-routing  the  No.  52  line,  but  urged  that  the  four  buses 
of  that  line  be  re-routed  to  serve  the  school  direct,  via

PASSENGER  REVENUE: 

Passenger  revenue  for  March,   through  March  26,  195$,  was  $32,262, 
or  2#[j.2^  less  than  budget  estimate.     This  fiscal  year,  through 
March  26,  1958,  we  have  taken  in  $328,285  or  2.32$  less  in  adult  fare 
revenue  than  last  year  through  the  same  date. 

A  final  report  on  ^'Transit  Industry  Traffic"  received  from  the 
A.T.A.   for  January  1958  shows  a  7*02%  decrease  for  the  entire  indus- 
try and  a  5.99$  decrease  for  cities  of  500,000  to  1,000,000  over 
January  1957. 

In  January  1958  our  decrease  was  1,2%  over  January  1957. 

LEASED  STREETCARS: 

To  date,  50  cars  have  been  received  from  St.  Louis  with  16  more 
to  come,  making  a  total  of  66. 

A  new  general  signup  is  now  being  prepared  at  the  request  of 
the  carmen1 s  unions,  and  the  signup  will  eliminate  all  runs  that 
have  old  two-man  cars  as  soon  as  one-man  cars  are  available. 

Prom  present  indications,  all  two-man  cars  should  be  out  of  ser- 
vice by  May  31* 

INCREASED  COSTS: 

Because  of  the  ban  on  open  burning,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
have  scavenger  service  for  Geneva  Carhouse  and  Ocean  Garage  at  a 
cost  of  $lj.00  per  month. 

Waste  material  was  formerly  hauled  to  the  dumps  by  our  own  trucks, 
but  the  dumps  have  been  closed. 
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SURPLUS  TROLLEY  COACHES: 

Two  bids  from  junk  de piers  were  received  by  Mr,  Kline,  Purchaser 
of  Supplies,  for  25  surplus  trolley  coaches.     One  bid  was  $20,58  each 
and  the  other,  #101,65  each. 

Bids  have  been  rejected,   as  parts  in  these  trolley  coaches  are 
interchangeable  with  coaches  in  operation.     9  coaches  will  be  scrap- 
ped by  our  own  forces  when  streetcar  scraping  is  completed.  These 
coaches  have  been  completely  depreciated. 

NEW  BUSES: 

A  letter  received  from  Mack  Company  states  that  due  to  unavoid- 
able production  difficulties  the  delivering  of  the  next  70  buses  will 
be  delayed.     They  believe  17  will  be  delivered  in  July  and  53  in 
Angus t . 

DISCONTINUANCE  OF  RAILS  ON  BAY  BRIDGE: 

On  Sunday,  April  20,  the  Key  System  intends  to  discontinue  the 
operation  of  trains  on  the  Oakland-Bay  Bridge.     This  will  throw  more 
buses  into  the  San  Francisco  area  in  the  vicinity  of  the  East  Bay 
Terminal,   and  the  Key  System  has  permission  from  the  Bridge  Authority 
to  use  the  southerly  lane  on  the  Bridge  ramo.     This  will  force  us  to 
use   the  middle  lane  for  our  No,  38 -Geary  Street  buses. 

Meetings  have  been  held  between  the  representatives  of  the  Key 
System,  Police  Department,  department  of  Public  Works,   and  the  Muni- 
cipal Railway;   and  satisfactory  arrangements  h^ve  been  made  for 
using  various  streets  in  the  vicinity  of  the  East  Bay  Terminal  for 
Key  System  buses. 
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CHANGE  OF  BUS  ZONE  --  MONTGOMERY  STREET: 

The  bus  zone  on  Montgomery  Street  between  Sutter  and  Post 
Streets  was  discontinued  on  March  [j.,  and  the  new  zone  inaugurated 
at  Second  and  Market  Streets.     No  complaints  whatever  have  been  re- 
ceived as  to  the  discontinuance  of  this  zone,  as  the  new  zone  is  at 
a  more  satisfactory  location  for  the  people  of  this  area. 

LABOR  TURNOVER: 

Labor  turnover  for  the  two  months  of  this  calendar  year1  is  the 
lowest  it  has  been  for  many  years  --  platform  men  -  2.7l|5,  office 
personnel  -  1.90$,  and  shop  and  track  personnel  -  3*53$ •  Average 
for  the  Railway,  2«8l$.     This  small  turnover  is  undoubtedly  due  to 
the  unemployment  situation. 

MECHANICAL  METHODS  OF  MAKING  TIME  SCHEDULES: 

Several  meetings  have  been  held  with  the  staff  members  of  the 
Remington -Rand  Company,  who  have  a  UNIVAC  installation  at  the  Balti- 
more Transit  Company,   and  also  with    representatives  of  the  Inter- 
national Business  Machines  Company,  who  are  also  interested  in 
mechanical  methods  of  preparing  schedules.    The  man  who  made  the  in- 
stallation at  the  Baltimore  Transit  Company  attended  one  of  the 
meetings  and  gave  a  complete  history  of  Baltimore's  method  of  pre- 
paring: schedules  by  UNIVAC. 

No  information,  however,  could  be  obtained  as  to  the  actual 
savings  in  preparing  schedules  mechan ic ally;     and  we  pre  still  ex- 
ploring this  matter.

The  salient  features  of  progress  in  the  improvement, 
operation  and  maintenance  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department 
since  March  3,  1958,  the  date  of  my  previous  report  to  you,  are 
as  follows: 

The  financial  position  of  the  Department  continues  good 
even  though  the  record  breaking  rain  storms  in  the  past  months 
have  resulted  in  reduced  sales  and  increased  maintenance  costs. 
Net  sales  for  March  this  year  amounted  to  $903,353,  or  only 
$29,595  more  than  for  March  1957.    However,  the  net  sales  for 
nine  months    of  the  fiscal  year  amount  to  $10,759,085  which  is 
$281,363  greater  than  the  sales  for  the  same  period  last  year, 
an  increased  of  2.69$.    Collections  for  this  nine  months'  period 
are  $4-31,656  or  4.27$  greater  this  fiscal  year  as  compared  with 
the  same  nine  months  of  last  fiscal  year.    Active  consumers  have 
increased  702  to  a  total  of  154,936  during  the  past  nine  months. 

Increased  activity  in  land  management  has  further 
improved  the  financial  picture.    The  Public  Utilities  Commission 
approved  85  revocable  permits  in  the  past  nine  months.  Twenty 
of   these  permits  carried  rentals  totaling    $21,000  of  new 
revenue  per  year.    Leases  renewed  or  renegotiated  had  a  total 
value  of  $72,000  per  year  of  which  $26,000  represented  an 
increase  over  last  year.    The  Crystal  Springs  Golf  Course  shows 
a  nine  months'  revenue  of  $27,462  as  against  $11,605  for  last 
year.    The  approximate  total  worth  of  land  sales  for  the  nine 
months  is  $429,000  and  another  $139,450  worth  of  surplus  land 
is  recommended  for  sale. 

Improvements  to  the  operating  facilities  are  moving 
along  at  an  accelerated  rate.    Bids  will  be  received  April  10 
for  the  2i  million  dollar  job  of  constructing  the  concrete  roof 
and  lining  of  the  South  basin  of  the  Sunset  Reservoir.  Contract 
No.  781  for  the  construction  of  the  Crystal  Springs  and  Sunset 
Supply  Lines  was  completed  during  the  past  month.  Numerous 
distribution  pipeline  contracts  have  been  completed,  are  in 
progress  or  are  in  process  of  preparation,     Improvement  of 
metered  services  is  now  moving  ahead  rapidly  since  added  funds 
were  made  available  during  the  last  week. 

The  heavy  storms  of  the  past  month  have  somewhat  delayed 
the  program  of  reducing  the  deferred  maintenance  as  work  crews 
were  required  to  combat  flood  damage.    No  major  damage  has 
occurred  but  there  were  numerous  occurrences  which  have  and  will 
require  a  significant  amount  of  money  and  manpower  to  correct. 
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Roads  will  require  clearing,  a  50  foot  section  of  a  flume  on 
trestle  was  destroyed,  piers  supporting  two  aqueducts  will 
require  reconstruction,  and  several  washed  out  earth  embankments 
around  pipes  will  have  to  be  reconstructed.    During  the  rain 
storm    every  dam  in  the  system  overflowed,  the  greatest  flow 
occurring  at  Calaveras  Reservoir,  where  almost  six  feet  of 
water  went  over  the  150  foot  wide  spillway  lip  on  April  2. 

Activities  designed  to  improve  the  quality  of  water 
continued.    Several  pipelines  were  flushed  and  the  cleaning  of 
one  reservoir  was  in  progress  although  slowed  by  the  rains.  The 
purchase  of  new,  and  repair  of  old  chlorinating  equipment  was 
made,  and  protective  check  valves  on  the  waterfront  were 
inspected  and  serviced.    The  Department  worked  cooperatively 
with  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  relative  to  the 
appearance  of  radiation  activity  in  the  Bay  area.    There  was 
no  contamination  of  water  furnished  consumers  from  this  source. 

During  the  month  the  Chief  of  the  State  Division  of 
Highways  submitted  the  recommended  route  for  the  Junipero  Serra 
Freeway  in  San  Mateo  County,  which  corresponds  with  the  route 
which  the  Commission  has  indicated  would  be  acceptable.  The 
Highway  Commission  will  hold  public  hearings  on  the  route 
selection  on  May  7  and  8. 

The  movement  to  have  the  Federal  Government  establish  a 
parkway  in  and  through  the  Peninsula  counties  is  gaining 
momentum.    This  activity  is  being  watched  to  see  that  the 
route  of  the  parkway  does  not  adversely  affect  the  water  supply 
system . 

The  Air  Pollution  Board  has  exempted  watershed  burning 
from  their  regulation  for  a  period  of  sixteen  months.  However, 
the  Department  is  studying  means  of  reducing  or  eliminating 
open  burning  and  will  prepare  plans  to  construct  necessary 
facilities  for  this  purpose.

Commissioner  Martin,  noting  an  item  in  the  newspaper,  in 
which  the  Federal  Administration  had  voiced  opposition  to 
continuance  of  Federal  Aid  in  development  of  Airports;  the 
Mayor  will  be  requested  to  advance  the  matter  of  Federal  Aid 
to  Airports  through  the  American  Municipal  Association. 

President  Don  Fazackerley  reviewed  his  attendance  at  the

Report  of  Bel ford  Brown,  Manager,  Airport  Department,  to  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  -  April  15,  1958 

Traffic : 

Passenger  traffic  figures  for  the  month  of  February,  1958  indicate  an 
increase  of  8%  over  the  same  period  of  1957.    Total  "in  and  out  passengers 
amounted  to  278,589,  as  compared  to  257,873  for  February,  1957,  or  an  actual  in- 
crease of  20,716.    The  CAA  Control  Tower  recorded  9,771  airline  arrivals  and  de- 
partures during  January.    This  figure  represents  a  decline  of  2.3%  when  compared 
with  the  same  period  of  a  year  ago.    This  very  small  decline  reflects  the  cessa- 
tion of  operations  of  two  scheduled  carriers— Western  Airlines,  which  had  to 
suspend  service  February  21  as  a  result  of  a  labor  dispute,  and,  as  reported  last 
month,  Slick  Airways,  which  no  longer  operates  on  a  scheduled  basis. 

'Off  and  on"  express  pounds  for  February  are  down  26.27.,,  whereas  freight 
"off  is  down  10.77.,  freight  "on"  is  up  19.2%.    Airmail  volume  is  up  approximately 
7%%.    This  overall  picture  continues  to  reflect  the  present  national  economic 
decline,  as  reported  to  this  Commission  last  month. 
Consultant's  Report: 

On  March  31  Mr.  Leigh  Fisher  presented  his  report  and  recommendations  on 
Airport  expansion  plans  to  a  group  of  local  editors  and  publishers  at  a  luncheon 
which  was  well  attended  both  by  the  invited  press  and  civic  leaders.    The  follow- 
ing morning  Mr.  Fisher  made  a  similar  presentation  before  the  Mayor,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  other  City  officials. 
Architects : 

Airport  management  and  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  have  prepared 
specifications  for  architectural  services  dealing  with  the  Airport  terminal  area 
complex,  in  accordance  with  PUC  resolution  of  March  31,  and  the  material  is 
being  circulated  throughout  the  architectural  profession. 
Airlines  Technical  Subcommittee  on  Ground  and  Passenger  Services : 

The  Fisher  report  was  also  studied  by  the  Technical  Subcommittee  at  a 
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meecing  held  in  the  Airport  Conference  Room  April  8.    Virtually  all  carriers  serving 
San  Francisco  were  represented,  many  having  come  from  their  respective  headquarters 
to  attend  the  all-day  session.    Airport  management  reviewed  the  Fisher  report  with 
members  of  the  group,  following  which  the  Committee  continued  its  own  study.  The 
emphasis  and  primary  concern  of  the  group  appears  to  center  on  the  development  of  an 
efficient  baggage-claiming  system.    The  Committee  is  to  make  a  written  report  of  its 
recommendations  to  management  by  the  end  of  this  week. 
Hotel : 

Airport  management  is  in  receipt  of  color  sketches  and  scale  models  of  the 
Hilton  Hotel  development  at  SFIA.    Conferences  are  scheduled  with  representatives  of 
the  Hilton  firm  and  their  architect,  at  which  time  sketches,  models  and  drawings 
will  be  reviewed. 
TWA: 

TWA  has  moved  its  local  maintenance  operations  to  its  new  hangar,  the 
move  having  been  effected  April  10. 
CAB  Cases: 

The  Airport  Department  is  continuing  to  work  with  the  City  Attorney's 
office  in  preparation  of  briefs  to  be  presented  before  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board 
on  the  'Third  Non-Stop  Carrier  Case",  on  which  we  have  been  notified  of  an  expedited 
hearing,  the    Dallas  to  the  West  Case  ,  and  the    Houston  Case  . 

Since  my  last  report  to  this  Commission,  the  CAB  has  authorized  TWA  to 
extend  its  service  from  the  West  Coast  to  Miami    via  St.  Louis.    This  will  shortly 
result  in  another  much-needed  through  plane  service  from  San  Francisco.    At  the 
request  of  the  Commission  and  Airport  management,  the  City  Attorney's  office  prepared 
a  resolution  in  the  matter  of  Slick  Airways'  petition  to  the  CAB.    The  resolution 
was  based  on  the  City's  concern  regarding  the  future  adequacy  of  air  freight  service 
to  and  from  San  Francisco. 
Additional  Fueling  Facilities: 

Two  petroleum  fuel  companies,  Tidewater  Oil  and  Union  Oil  companies,  have 
expressed  interest  in  installing  fueling  facilities  at  SFIA.    Further  discussions 
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are  scheduled  between  management  and  the  two  companies  involved. 
SFFCG : 

The  San  Francisco  Flight  Coordinating  Group  met  at  the  Airport  on 
March  12  and  made  preliminary  plans  for  the  erection  of  flying  field  signs 
indicating  turning  procedures  for  aircraft  departing  from  SFIA. 
Landscaping : 

Plans  for  landscaping  the  area  adjacent  to  the  main  Airport  entrance  road 
are  being  developed,  and  work  will  begin  when  funds  are  available  in  the  new 
fiscal  year.

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 
Water  Conditions 

The  seasonal  precipitation  and  the  snowpack  to  date  on  the  Tuolumne  River  water- 
shed are  among  the  highest  on  record.       Forecasts  based  on  the  latest  snow  sur- 
veys indicate  that  the  runoff  this  season  will  be  approximately  150$  of  normal. 
Lake  Lloyd,  Lake  Eleanor  and  Hetch  Hetchy  reservoirs  will  all  fill  and  spill 
substantial  amounts  of  water  subject  to  earlier  releases  under  flood  control 
and  construction  requirements* 

Storm  Damage 

During  the  heavy  storms  of  the  past  month  no  serious  damage  was  experienced 
other  than  slides  blocking  roads,  debris  choked  grizzlies,  and  minor  trans- 
mission line  failures* 

Cooperative  Investigation  of  Tuolumne  County  Water  Resources 
In  a  previous  report,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  was  advised  that  Tuolumne 
County  Water  District  No.  2  and  the  Tuolumne  County  Board  of  Supervisors  had 
requested  the  State  Department  of  Water  Resources  to  make  a  cooperative  in- 
vestigation of  the  water  resources  in  Tuolumne  County.       In  order  to  protect 
the  City^  water  rights,  the  Bureau  is  cooperating  with  the  Department  of  Water 
Resources  in  this  investigation.       On  April  15,  1958,  an  initial  conference 
was  held  between  the  engineers  of  the  Bureau  and  the  Department  of  Water 
Resources. 
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Improvements

Bond  Sale 

Bids  were  received  by  the  Controller  on  April  14  for  the  sale  of  $5,000,000  of 
bonds  (Series  "G")  for  the  1955  Hetch  Hetchy  Bond  Fund  at  a  net  average  interest 
cost  of  2,6028$  for  a  20-year  period.

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Inspection  Trips  by  Consultants 

On  March  18  and  19,  Messrs,  Huber,  Kempkey  and  Steele  of  the  Board  of  Consult- 
ants for  the  Canyon-Cherry  Power  Development,  visited  the  site  of  the  Cherry 
Powerhouse  and  penstock  and  inspected  the  work  in  progress  on  the  Cherry  Power 
Tunnel.       Satisfaction  was  expressed  with  the  proposed  layout  of  the  various 
structures  and  with  the  tunnel  progress  to  date. 

On  April  16  and  17  >  Mr.  Roger  Rhoades,  Consulting  Geologist  for  the  Power  Develop- 
ment visited  the  site  of  the  Cherry  penstock.  It  is  expected  that  his  recommenda- 
tions pertaining  to   the  penstock  saddles  and  anchors  will  be  received  within  a 
few  days. 

Cherry  Power  Tunnel 

Progress  on  driving  the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel  continues  to  be  satisfactory  with 
about  45  feet  per  day  at  each  of  the  two  headings.  Approximately  4700  feet 
of  tunnel  have  been  driven  to  date. 

Intake-Moccasin  Transmission  Line 

A  tangent  suspension  type  steel  tower  and  a  heavy  duty  angle  type  steel  tower  to 
be  furnished  for  the  230,000-volt  transmission  line  were  recently  tested  at  the 
South  San  Francisco  plant  of  the  Bethlehem  Pacific  Coast  Steel  Corporation. 
Test  results  indicate  that  both  types  exceed  specified  requirements.     The  latter 
type  was  tested  to  destruction  which  occurred  at  approximately  180$  of  design 
load  conditions. 

Fabrication  of  the  steel  for  the  towers  is  scheduled  so  that  delivery  will  begin 
in  July  and  will  be  completed  in  September  to  coordinate  witfcr  the  proposed  con- 
tract for  construction  of  tower  footings  and  erection  of  steel. 

Clearing  of  the  right-of-way  for  this  line  has  been  delayed  during  the  past 
month  by  .  rain  and  snow  but  good  progress  is  now  being  made  with  approximately 
30$  complete.

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Cherry  Powerhouse 

Bids  will  be  advertised  this  week  by  the  Purchaser  of  Supplies  for  the  procure- 
ment of  the  steel  pipe  sections  for  the  Cherry  Powerhouse  penstock  involving 
approximately  4,900  tons  of  steel  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $2,000,000.  Approx- 
imately four  weeks  will  be  allowed  for  preparing  bids. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  Cherry  Powerhouse  and  penstock  and  Intake  Switch- 
yard will  be  completed  by  Sverdrup  and  Parcel,  Inc.  next  month.       It  will  re- 
quire about  five  weeks  for  the  Bureau  to  review  these  plans  after  which  bids 
can  be  advertised  to  be  received  sometime  in  July. 

Access  Road  to  Site  of  Canyon  Powerhouse 

Field  surveys  have  been  completed  and  plans  are  now  being  prepared  f cr  the 
access  road  from  the  Tuolumne  River  Bridge  at  Early  Intake  to  the  site  of  the 
Canyon  Powerhouse.       This  powerhouse  is  to  be  constructed  as  part  of  the 
second  phase  of  the  Canyon-Cherry  Power  Development. 

New  Intake  Camp  Building 

The  general  architectural  outline  of  the  new  camp  building  to  be  constructed  at 
Early  Intake  has  been  approved  by  the  Art  Commission  and  plans  are  being  pre- 
pared by  the  Bureau  for  construction  this  summer. 


AIRPORT  ENGINEERING  AND  CONSTRUCTION 
Pier  E 

On  April  17,  1958  bids  were  opened  on  Airport  Contract  No.  215  for  construction 
of  South  Concourse  and  Pier  E  at  the  Terminal  Building.

BUILDING  LIGHTING  J 

The  final  quarter  of  the  fiscal  year  indicates  that  eighteen 
cf  the  forty-four  appropriations  controlling  city  department  payments 
for  gas  and  electricity  will  be  out  of  funds  before  the  end  of  the 
year.    Department  heads  have  been  informed  of  the  estimated  shortage 
and  have  been  requested  to  arrange  for  a  supplemental  appropriation, 
or  transfer  of  funds.    None  of  the  P.U.C.  departments  are  concerned. 

Approximately  one  hundred  and  sixty  power  accounts,  covering 
virtually  every  city  department,  are  being  surveyed,  so  that  the 
connected  load  record  will  be  available  when  the  new  rates  are 
effective  on  July  1st.     This  date  is  essential  for  billing  and 
determination  of  the  minimum  charges.    Studies  are  being  made  to 
pre-determine  the  discounts  that  will  apply  to  various  departments 
in  order  to  hold  the  average  rate  constant. 


STREET  LIGHTING i 

The  contract  for  maintenance  during  the  1958-59  fiscal  year 
is  being  prepared  and  should  be  ready  for  advertising  by  May  20th. 
Rather  drastic  revisions  in  the  present  form  of  contract  are  being 
considered  in  light  of  our  past  experience.     This  particular  item 
in  our  budget  has  been  reduced  $23,000.     Damages  due  to  accidents 
are  running  about  fifty  per  cent  of  the  experience  of  prior  years. 
This  trend  seems  to  be  general,  with  no  logical  explanation. 

The  annual  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric  Company  contract  for 
street  lighting  services  and  gas  and  steam  supply,  will  be  ready 
for  advertising  on  May  12th. 

Construction  at  Geary  Street  and  Van  Ness  Avenue,  and  at 
Eleventh  and  Market  Streets,  requires  temporary  adjustment  in  the 
street  lighting  system  at  these  locations.     Permanent  structures 
will  be  provided  by  the  owners  under  their  building  contract,  as 
per  specifications  and  details  supplied  by  this  Bureau. 

BUDGET ; 

Three  permanent  positions  have  been  deleted  from  the  Bureau's 
Budget.    Our  service  to  other  city  departments  has  always  been 
handicapped  by  lack  of  sufficient  personnel,  which  sometimes  has 
proved  very  costly  to  the  department  concerned.    A  further  curtail- 
ment of  these  services  will  be  necessary,  due  to  lack  of  personnel.

He  suggested  that  the  matter  of  a 
20  cent  fare  on  the  Municipal  Railway  be  explored,  that  a 
public  hearing  be  held  to  sound  out  the  opinions  of  those 
vitally  interested,    San  Francisco  enjoys  a  low  fare,  as 
compared  to  many  cities  in  the  United  States,  a  low  fare  made 
possible  by  City  tax  support.    Commissioner  Greenberg  moved, 
that  in  the  interest  of  reducing  the  tax  rate  and  that  the 
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riders  of  the  Municipal  Railway  pay  a  more  equitable  fare, 
that  the  Commission  set  an  early  date  for  consideration  of  a 
20  cent  fare  for  the  Municipal  Railway;  the  motion  was  not 
seconded. 

In  review  of  the  foregoing,  President  Don  Fazackerley  stated 
it  was  the  policy  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
to  support  the  Municipal  Railway  through  the  tax  structure, 
a  policy  concurred  in  by  the  large  taxpayers;  in  fact,  some 
months  ago,  at  a  meeting  held  in  the  Mayors fs  Office,  in- 
terested parties,  in  the  knowledge  of  an  impending  large  con- 
tribution to  the  Railway  through  the  tax  program,  endorsed  the 
subsidization  of  the  Railway.    President  Don  Fazackerley  noted 
that  an  increase  to  a  20  cent  fare,  would  lose  a  given  number 
of  riders,  which  riders  would  throw  an  additional  4-1,000  cars 
a  day  in  the  general  downtown  area,  an  area,  already  congested 
with  190,000  cars  a  day.    Further,  parking  being  what  it  is, 
an  additional  41,000  cars  a  day  would  create  the  problem  of 
additional  garages  for  parking,  the  land  areas  of  which  would 
in  many  instances  be  taken  from  the  tax  rolls,  again  adding 
a  burden  to  the  taxpayers.  It  was  his  stated  belief  that  it 
was  good  business  to  continue  the  present  plan  of  Railway  tax 
support. 

Department  Report-Municipal  Railway:  by  C.  D.  Miller. 

Passenger  revenue  still  declines  in  the  United  States,  San 
Francisco  enjoying  a  lesser  rate  than  other  cities;  59  cars 
have  been  received  from  St.  Louis,  with  7  more  to  come,  making 
a  total  of  66;  it  is  believed  that  by  May  15,  1953,  all  two-man 
cars  should  be  out  of  service.    The  Railway  is  providing  extra 
service  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  public  attending  the 
ball  games  and  the  Billy  Graham  meetings  at  the  Cow  Palace. 
It  is  anticipated  that  about  Saptember  15,  1958,  change-over 
of  trolley  wires  from  Stockton  and  4th  Streets  to  3rd  and 
Kearny  Streets  will  be  completed.

May  6,  1958 

PASSENGER  REVENUE: 

Passenger  revenue  for  April,  through  April  JO,  195'^>  was 
$3^,957*  or  2.13$  less  than  budget  estimate.     This  fiscal  year, 
through    April  30,  1958,  we  have  taken  in  $392,961,  or  2.1+5%  less 
in  adult  fare  revenue  than  last  year  through  the  same  date, 

A  final  report  on  "Transit  Industry  Traffic"  received  from  the 
American  Transit  Association  for  February  195^  shows  an 8. 10$  decrease 
for  the  entire  industry  and  an  8.89$  decrease  for  cities  of  300,000 
to  1,000,000  over  February  1957. 

In  February  1958  our  decrease  was  1.1$  over  February  1957* 

LEASED  STREETCARS: 

To  date,  59  cars  have  been  received  from  St,  Louis  with  7  more 
to  come,  making  a  total  of  66. 

From  present  indications,  all  two-man  cars  should  be  out  of 
service  by  May  15  with  extra  cars  available. 

DISCONTINUANCE  OF  RAILS  ON  BAY  BRIDGE: 

On  Sunday,  April  20,  the  Key  System  discontinued  the  operation 
of  trains  on  the  Bay  Bridge,   and  a  contract  has  been  awarded  by  the 
Bridge  Authority  for  rehabilitation  of  the  East  Bay  Terminal  so  that 
in  a  period  of  approximately  three  months  the  routes  of  many  of  the 
buses  now  on  the     streets  will  terminate  inside  the  terminal. 

Several  bottlenecks  that  were  created  by  the  additional 
buses  on  the  street  have  now  been  eliminated.

The  meeting  was  attended  by  G.  D.  Burr,  Assistant 
General  Manager  and  Assistant  Chief  Engineer,  H.  C.  Medbery, 
Senior  Civil  Engineer  and  J,  J.  Lyons,  Manager  of  the  Commercial 
Division, 

The  conference  was  attended  by  more  than  3,000  registered 
participants  from  all  parts  of  the  United  States  and  from  foreign 
countries.    Eight  papers  were  presented  in  the  general  sessions 
and  48  in  the  division  meetings.    At  open  committee  meetings 
12  reports  were  presented „ 

Some  of  the  papers  having  the  greatest  Interest  to  San 
Francisco's  representatives  were: 

1,  AWWA!S  Public  Information  Program,  by  John  H.  Murdock, 
which  emphasized  that  in  most  communities  water  is  sold  at  too 
low  a  price  to  permit  proper  operation,  maintenance,  replacement 
and  expansion  of  the  systems, 

2,  Impact  of  Recreation  on  the  Lower  Colorado  River,  by 
Robert  K.  Coote,  which  described  the    as  yet  uncontrolled 
encroachment  of  recreationists  by  both  temporary  and  permanent 
occupancy  of  the  Governments  land  along  the  river,  and  the 
many  types  of  occupancy  ranging  from  permanent  houses  and 
wharves  along  the  river  bank,  to  fishing,  swimming  and  water 
skiing. 

3,  Radio  and  Mobile  Communications,  by  M.  B,  Cunningham, 
which  brought  out  that  the  450  MC  band  may  also  be  made  available 
to  water  utilities, 

4,  Joint  Administration  of  Water  and  Sewer  Facilities, 
by  L,  N,  Thompson,    Many  cities  in  all  parts  of  the  United 
States  administer  the  water  and  sewer  systems  by  a  single 
department  and  collect  charges  based  on  established  rates  for 
both  facilities.    It  is  common  for  such  cities  to  provide  such 
facilities  for  areas  and  communities  outside  of  the  larger 
cities  that  operate  them.    The  most  common  rate  to  users  for 
sewerage  facilities  is  about  66  2/3$  of  the  charge  for  water, 
but  some  rates  are  as  high  as  80  to  100$  of  the  charge  for  water, 

5,  The  Value  of  Cathodic  Protection,  by  George  B,  McComb. 
It  was  effectively  demonstrated  that  a  continuing  survey  is 
needed  due  to  ever  changing  subsurface  electrical  conditions, 
and  that  cathodic  protection  of  water  mains  is  very  effective 
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in  prolonging  their  life  when  such  a  protection  sytem  is 
continuously  modified  as  necessary  to  conform  with  changing 
conditions. 

6.  Operating  Southern  California's  Colorado ~River 
Aqueduct  System,  by  Robert  B.  Diemer.    The  rates  charged  for 
natural  Colorado  River  water  have  been  from  $8.00  to  $12.00 
per  acre-foot,  and  from  $15.00  to  $22.00  for  softened  and 
filtered  water.    Cities  and  private  water  companies  have,  in 
the  past,  preferred  to  pump  water  from  the  gravel  basins  rather 
than  purchase  the  Colorado  River  water,  in  order  to  obtain 
temporarily  lower  costs,  which  practice  has  resulted  in  over- 
draft of  the  basins  and  sea  water  intrusion. 

Use  of  copper  sulphate  has  been  necessary  to  control  algae 
in  the  canal  system  and  chlorination  has  been  necessary  to 
control  slime  in  some  of  the  pipelines. 

Construction  is  under  way  for  enlarging  the  delivery 
capacity  of  the  aqueduct  to  its  ultimate  of  1,605  cfs  or 
1,212,000  acre-feet  per  year  (1,080.  mgd  average),  and  plans 
are  being  prepared  to  enlarge  the  terminal  reservoir,  Lake 
Mathews,  from  107,000  to  180,000  acre-feet  capacity  and  the 
softening  and  filter  plant  from  200  to  400  mgd. 

It  is  expected  that  the  total  capacity  will  be  utilized 
by  the  year  1975. 

7.  Plastic  Linings  and  coatings  for  Steel  Water  Pipe, 
by  G.  E.  Burnett  and  C.  E.  Selander,  which  demonstrated  that 
plastic  is  not  yet  economically  feasible  for  general  use  for 
the  purpose,  but  that  continuing  research  may  make  greater  use 
possible. 

8.  Emergency  Organization  to  Control  Water  Main  Breaks, 
by  Samuel  S.  Baxter  and  others,  brought  out  the  following 
pertinent  information: 

Philadelphia  pays  for  standby  time  for  supervisors  and 
crews  at  night  and  on  weekends  so  as  to  be  available  for 
emergencies. 

Indianapolis  tests  and  operates  at  least  once  each  year 
all  valves  of  10-inch  and  larger  sizes,  and  at  least  once  each 
two  years  for  all  smaller  valves. 

Use  of  sulphur  joint  compounds  has  contributed  to  pipeline 
failures  in  Indianapolis  by  not  allowing  pipeline  movement  when 
temperatures  change. 

9.  Value  and  Limitation  of  Chlorine  Residuals  in 
Distribution  Systems  (a  panel  discussion  moderated  by  Harry  A. 
Faber) .    It  is  considered  generally  desirable  to  maintain  a 
chlorine  residual  throughout  the  distribution  system.  When

water  reaches  a  temperature  of  above  60°  to  65°  F.  there  is  a 
tendency  for  water  to  lose  its  residual  chlorine  much  more 
rapidly, 

Chicago  formerly  used  about  3»5  pounds  of  chlorine  per 
million  gallons,  but  now  uses  about  11  pounds  and  maintains  a 
residual  of  about  0,3  ppm  throughout  the  system.    They  have 
residual  recorders  in  the  system,  with  alarm  circuits  set  to 
operate  when  the  residual  is  below  the  established  minimum. 

Indianapolis  maintains  a  residual  throughout  the  system. 
Coliform  organisms  appear  within  about  a  day  when  no  residual 
is  present. 

El  Paso  maintains  2.5  to  5  ppm  residual  near  the  distri- 
bution reservoirs  and  0.75  to  1.5  ppm  minimum  residual  in  the 
system. 

10 0    Safety  in  Construction,  Plant  and  Office,  by 
Arthur  J.  Webb  (of  EBMUD)  and  others,    E  B  M  U  D  has  attained 
an  outstanding  safety  record, unique  in  the  entire  United  States, 
by  employment  of  a  full  time  safety  coordinator  and  staff  who 
are  continuously  at  work  on  the  problem. 

11.    Meter  Records  the  Basis  for  System  Planning,  by 
Henry  J.  Graeser  and  others.    The  great  variety  of  data 
obtainable  through  use  of  punch  card  meter  records,  that  are 
desirable  and  useful  for  system  planning,  was  described. 

Committee  Reports. 

A  number  of  detailed  technical  committee  reports  were 
submitted  regarding  specifications  for  materials  and  methods. 

Exhibits. 

A  large  and  excellent  exhibit  of  water  works  materials 
and  equipment  was  displayed  throughout  the  period  of  the 
conference.    New  and  better  methods  of  remote  control,  automation, 
metering  and  water  quality  control  were  displayed,  in  addition 
to  other  items.    The  I.B.M,  had  a  display  for  the  first  time. 

City  of  Dallas  Water  Works. 

San  Francisco's  representatives  inspected  the  Dallas 
Water  Works,  with  particular  reference  to  their  I.B.M.  punch 
card  records  system,  consumer's  service  methods,  rates  and 
regulations,  contracts  with  cities  outside  of  Dallas  to  which 
Dallas  delivers  water,  yards  and  shops,  filtration  plants  and 
water  sources.    Dallas  has  about  the  same  population  as  San 
Francisco. 

The  Water  Department  also  operates  the  sewerage  system 
and  collects  charges  for  its  use  sufficient  to  pay  all  costs. 
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The  charge  for  sewerage  is  about  66  2/3$  as  high  as  that  for 
water  and  the  combined  charge  for  water  and  sewerage  is  shown 
as  one  item  on  the  bill  to  the  water  consumers.    Where  parties 
secure  their  water  from  wells,  the  water  is  metered  at  the 
userfs  expense  and  the  bill  for  use  of  the  sewers  is  based  on 
the  pumpage. 

The  Dallas  Water  Department  has  contracts  with  all 
communities  outside  of  Dallas  that  use  the  City's  water.  These 
generally  run  for  a  period  of  20  years  and  provide  a  ratchet 
clause  for  excessive  demand.    A  copy  of  a  typical  contract 
was  obtained. 

The  rate  schedule  involves  a  minimum  charge  for  all 
meter  sizes,  which  includes  delivery  of  1,000  gallons  of  water. 

In  addition  to  the  charge  for  metered  water,  property 
owners  pay  a  front  foot  charge  for  main  extensions,  and  the 
benefited  parties  pay  the  full  cost  for  increasing  the  size 
of  substandard  sized  mains  by  having  the  cost  prorated  over 
a  12 -month  period  and  added  to  the  water  bill.    New  subdivisions 
pay  the  full  cost  of  the  water  system  installation  directly 
appertaining  to  the  subdivision.    All  properly  platted  property 
having  existing  water  service  at  the  date  of  the  original 
ordinance  is  exempt  from  the  front  foot  and  prorate  charges 
as  to  the  existing  mains. 

The  I.B.M.  records  system  at  Dallas  is  claimed  by  I.B.M. 
to  be  the  best  yet  installed  for  a  water  utility.    It  has  the 
advantage  of  economically  producing  much  useful  data  for 
system  planning  and  consumer  services  that  otherwise  would  not 
be  available.    The  overall  number  of  personnel  employed  in  the 
Commercial  Division  is  large  by  our  standards,  but  it  is 
believed  that  it  would  be  possible  to  reduce  the  number  of 
personnel  required  if  the  system  were  installed  in  our  department. 

1959  Annual  Conference. 

The  Executive  Committee  selected  San  Francisco  as  the 
location  for  the  1959  Annual  Conference  to  be  held  in  July. 
This  would  not  have  been  practicable  if  the  new  Exhibit  Hall 
had  not  been  constructed.    At  least  3,000  persons  are  expected 
to  attend. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Turner  was  appointed  as  the  general  chairman 
of  the  committee  to  make  the  plans  and  arrangements  for  the 
conference .

Dallas  and  some  carriers  had  previously  attempted  to  have  one 
case  involving  Houston  to  the  West  Coast  and  another  case  in- 
volving Miami  ,  Hem  Orleans  and  other  points  east  of  Dallas  and 
Houston. 

San  Francise©  opposed  any  restrictions  to  any  points 
involved*    Especially,  we  emphasised  the  desire  for  nonstop  ser- 
vice to  Houston,  Waal,  Hew  Orleans  and  all  points  where  the 
traffic  warranted  such  service. 

lian  Francisco  did  not  oppose  the  inclusion  of  any  city 
within  the  area  In  the  consolidation  order  and  recommendation  of 
the  Examiner  to  the  Board.    If  Dallas  la  considered  by  the  Examiner 
and  the  Board  to  be  within  the  area,  that  city  could  be  a  gateway 
to  the  southeast  points  of  Miami,  New  Orleans  and  other  points. 

It  should  be  remembered  that  Dallas  opposed  a  southern 
transcontinental  route  hearing  in  the  Dallas  to  the  West  Case, 
opposed  the  consolidation  of  Houston  to  the  West  in  its  hearing, 
opposed  ^an  Francisco's  motion  for  consolidation  for  a  single 
hearing  on  all  the  issues  involved  in  a  southern  transcontinental 
route  hearing.    Dallas  wanted  and  obtained  a  hearing  on  the  issue 
of  service  to  points  west  of  Pallas, 

The  case  is  so  broad,  involving  so  many  issues,  motions 
for  consolidation,  air  carrier  applications  for  routes  from  Miami 
to    eattle,  Washington  vis  so  many  intermediate  points,  and  city 
interveners,  the  Examiner  ruled  that  main  exhibits  would  be  exchanged 
ninety  (9Q)  days  after  the  Board's  first  consolidation  order, 
ninety  (90)  days  thereafter  for  rebuttal  exhibits,  and  the  hearing 
next  January  (1959). 

The  Examiner  ruled  that  city  interveners  would  only  be 
permitted  one  exhibit-in-chief  and  one  rebuttal  exhibit  for  each 
city.    This  ruling  meant  a  combined  exhibit  for  the  city,  chamber 
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of  commerce  and  other  civic  groups     airing  tc  r;articipate  in 
tha  case.    San  Francisco  objected  to  the  ruling  on  tne  basis 
that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  &an  Francisco  was  a 
separate  entity  established  under  charter  previsions  and  could 
not  be  bound  by  any  policy  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  or  other 
civie  body.    JUso,  that  the  Camber  was*  an  independent  organisa- 
tion governed  by  its  own  rulee.    She  Examiner,  in  the  case  of 
San  Francisco,  reversed  his  ruling* 

The  question  of  tne  place  for  rearing  the  case  was 
quickly  decided  by  the  Examiner.    San  Francisco  and  numerous 
other  communities  requested  part  of  the  hearings.    It  was 
apparent,  however,  the  Examiner  had  already  determined  that 
the  Hearings  would  be  held  in  Houston,  Loe  Angeles,  PHaml 
and  Washington,  B.C.  (for  the  carriers).    Accordingly,  he 
ruled  that  the  hearings  would  be  held  in  those  four  places  and 
in  that  order,  for  the  reason  that  they  were  more  centrally 
located  and  more  convenient  for  all  parties  concerned. 

The  impact  of  jet  planes  is  one  of  tne  main  issues 
in  both  cases. 

Other  Matters  in  Washington 

Interviews  were  held  with  Senators  Know land  and  Kuehel 
and  Congressmen  Shelley  and  Hail  Hard.    I  expressed,  on  behalf  of 
the  City  and  the  Commission,  appreciation  for  the  active  interest 
they  took  in  San  Frame isco  obtaining  a  hearing  in  the  San  Francises 
Haw  York  Nonstop  Case  and  their  help  In  all  our  route  cases. 

We  discussed  3.B.  3$Q£  (Monroney).    That  is  the  Federal 
Aid  to  Airports  measure.    They  all  appeared  interested  in  the  bill 
mud  requested  supporting  data. 

Likewise,  they  were  concerned  about  safety  of  commercial 
airways  and  military  jet  Interference  and  recent  disasters  in 
California.    The  latest  report  by  Hr.  Brown  on  the  Moffett  Field 
Jet  problem  is  being  forwarded  to  each  of  them.

12TH  PERIODICAL  REPORT 
PUBLIC     UTILITIES  COMMISSION 

J.  H.  Turner  May  13,  1958 


The  salient  features  of  progress  in  the  improvement, 
operation  and  maintenance  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department 
since  April  8,  1958,  the  date  of  my  previous  report  to  you,  are 
as  follows: 

The  financial  position  of  the  Department  continues 
reasonably  good.    Net  sales  for  April  this  year  amounted  to 
$1,098,461,  or  only  $86,334  less  than  for  April  1957.  However, 
the  net  sales  for  nine  months  of  the  fiscal  year  amount  to 
$11,857,5^7  which  is  $195,029  greater  than  the  sales  for  the  same 
period  last  year.    Collections  for  this  nine  months'  period  are 
$413, 0$3  greater  this  fiscal  year  as  compared  with  the  same  nine 
months  of  last  fiscal  year. 

Increased  activity  in  land  management  has  further  improved 
the  financial  picture.    During  the  month  several  new  leases  were 
executed  and  in  addition  several  large  leases  were  renegotiated, 
almost  all  at  higher  rentals.    Recommendations  were  made  for  the 
sale  of  land  adjacent  to  the  University  Mound  Reservoir  and  a 
very  substantial  parcel  of  land  at  the  Francisco  Street  Reservoir 
was  declared  surplus. 

Since  my  last  report  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  has 
directed  the  Department  to  proceed  with  the  sale  of  the  Silva 
Tract.    The  engineering  division  has  completed  the  necessary  map 
for  this  purpose  and  is  now  preparing  a  request  to  the  Director 
of  Property  for  an  approaisal  of  this  property. 

Progress  in  the  improvements  to  the  operating  facilities, 
includes  the  award  of  a  contract  for  the  2\  million  dollar  job 
of  constructing  the  concrete  roof  and  lining  of  the  south  basin 
of  the  Sunset  Reservoir  and  considerable  progress  on  contract 
work  for  distribution  pipelines  within  the  City  Distribution. 

Several  emergency  contracts  are  either  in  progress  or 
being  processed  to  handle  major  damage  as  a  result  of  recent 
floods.    Minor  flood  damage  is  being  handled  by  the  Department's 
forces . 

Activities  designed  to  improve  the  quality  of  water 
continued.    The  program  of  flushing  pipelines  is  progressing  and 
the  cleaning  of  the  University  Mound  Reservoir  is  completed. 
This  reservoir  will  be  placed  back  in  service  in  the  near  future 
following  certain  structural  improvements  now  in  progress. 
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On  May  8,  1958  the  California  State  Highway  Commission  held 
a  public  hearing  on  the  route  of  the  Junipero  Serra  Freeway  in 
San  Mateo  County.    This  hearing  was  predicated  on  a  route 
recommended  by  the  Highway  Department  which  corresponds  with  the 
route  which  the  Commission  has  indicated  is  acceptable  to  the 
City.    Considerable  controversy  developed  in  the  hearing  with 
reference  to  the  route  location  in  the  vicinity  of  Woodside  and 
the  suggested  route  change  known  as  Alternate  "C"  opposite 
Millbrae,  Burlingame  and  Hillsborough.    The  Department  did  not 
participate  in  the  Woodside  matter,  but  vigorously  opposed  the 
Alternate  "C". 

The  matter  of  establishing  a  parkway  by  the  Federal 
Government  in  and  through  the  peninsula  counties  recently  heard 
by  a  committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.    This  matter  was 
delayed  30  days  pending  word  from  peninsula  counties  as  to  their 
willingness  to  participate  financially  in  a  reconnaissance  study 
of  the  location  of  such  a  parkway.

Traffic  figures  for  month  of  March  18>5S,  indicate  an 
increase  of  4,97°  over  the  same  period  of  1957;  Control  Tower 
reports  10,191  airline  arrivals  and  departures  during  March, 
representing  a  decline  of  6.6$  when  compared  with  March,  a 
year  ago;  this  decline  represents  cessation  of  two  carriers, 
one  because  of  labor  difficulties  and  another  no  longer  opera- 
ting as  a  scheduled  airline.

(In  the  absence  of  Mr.  Brown  and  Mr.  Messersmlth,  both  out  of  the  City  on 
official  business,  the  oral  presentation  of  this  report  Is  being  made  by 
Mr.  R.  E.  Smith,  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Airport  Operations) 

Traffic; 

Passenger  traffic  figures  for  the  month  of  March,  1958  Indicate  an  In- 
crease of  4.9%  over  the  same  period  of  1957.    Total  "In  and  out"  passengers  amounted 
to  310,312,  as  compared  to  295,823  for  March,  1957,  or  an  actual  Increase  of 
14,489.    The  CAA  Control  Tower  recorded  10,191  airline  arrivals  and  departures 
during  March.    This  figure  represents  a  decline  of  6.5%  when  compared  with  the 
same  figure  of  a  year  ago.    Again,  as  In  last  month's  report,  this  decline  reflects 
the  cessation  of  operations  of  two  scheduled  carriers --Western  Airlines,  which 
suspended  service  98  days  ago  (February  22)  as  the  result  of  labor  difficulties, 
and  Slick  Airways,  which  no  longer  operates  as  a  scheduled  airline. 

Total  volume  of  mall,  express  and  freight  shows  slight  overall  Increases 
when  compared  with  March  of  last  year.  Airmail  pounds  are  up  5.6%;  express  pound- 
age shows  a  4.47.  Increase;  freight  pounds  loaded  at  San  Francisco  are  up  9.77,  over 
last  year,  while  freight  pounds  unloaded  show  an  11.27.  decline.  This  results  in  a 
one  half  of  one  per  cent  net  increase  in  the  total  "off  and  on"  freight  poundage 
moved  through  this  airport  in  March,  1958  as  compared  to  March,  1957. 
Hotel: 

Airport  management  met  with  Hilton  Hotel  officials  on  April  16  and  re- 
viewed preliminary  architectural  sketches  which  have  subsequently  been  approved  by 
this  Commission  and  the  Art  Commission.    Fill  operations  at  the  hotel  site  commenced 
this  past  week. 
Pier  E: 

Barrett  Construction  Co.,  having  been  awarded  the  contract  for  construc- 
tion of  Pier  E  and  the  South  Concourse,  has  commenced  work  on  this  project.  Prior 
to  the  start  of  construction  it  was  necessary  for  the  Airport  Department  to 
decrease  the  size  of  the  Southeast  Restricted  Area  for  auto  parking.    This  and  the 
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acquisition  of  additional  space  by  U-Drive  operators  has  resulted  in  the  drastic 
curtailment  of  parking  privileges  in  this  area. 
Runway  Extensions: 

The  Piombo  Construction  Co.  has  commenced  filling  operations  at  the  east 
end  of  the  parallel  28  Runway  system.    It  is  expected  that  six  months  will  be 
required  for  filling,  after  which  it  must  be  allowed  to  settle  for  an  equal  period. 
The  extension,  after  paving,  should  be  ready  for  use  in  November,  1959. 
Civil  Aeronautics  Board  Cases: 

Work  continues  and  is  on  schedule  on  the  preparation  of  the  City's 
exhibit  in  the  forthcoming  hearing  before  the  CAB  on  the  SF-NY  Nonstop  Service 
Case.    This  hearing  is  expected  to  be  held  in  San  Francisco  July  8.    Hearing  on 
the  Pacific  Southwest  Local  Service  Case  is  to  be  held  in  Washington,  D.C.  on  June  5, 
and  the  Dallas  to  the  West  Service  Case  hearing  will  be  held  two  days  later,  also 
in  Washington.    The  City  Attorney's  deputy  will  represent  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  at  these  hearings. 
New  Air  Service: 

On  May  8,  BOAC  formally  inaugurated  service  between  San  Francisco  and 
London,  via  New  York,  with  turbo-prop  Bristol  Britannia  equipment. 
Federal  Airport  Aid: 

The  Airport  Department  has  been  informed  that  the  Senate  has  passed 
Bill  No.  3502  to  extend  the  Federal  Airport  Aid  Program  through  fiscal  year  1962. 
The  measure  passed  without  opposition  from  the  Senate  floor  and  has  now  gone  to  the 
House  of  Representatives.    This  bill  provides  that  the  $63  million  authorized  for 
airport  aid  be  increased  to  $100  million,  and  it  also  provides  for  an  additional 
$75  million  during  fiscal  year  1959.    Strong  support  was  given  by  the  Airport 
Operators  Council,  American  Association  of  Airport  Executives,  American  Municipal

The  items  summarized  herein  are  being  presented  on  re- 
quest at  today's  meeting  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

Through  your  recommendation  to  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission,  four  staff  members  were  authorized  to  attend  the 
Regional  Conference  of  the  American  Transit  Association  at  San 
Diego,  May  5-6-7,  1958.     This  included= 

Donald  Hazzoni ,  GenQral  Glaims  Agent 
Wesley  R.  Mason,  Asst.  Supt.  of  Transportation 
Paul  Frasher,  Head  Clerk,  Revenue  Accounting 
V.  W.  Anderson,  Superintendent  of  Traffic 

The  American  Transit  Association  has  been  the  medium 
through  which  member  operators  have  exchanged  ideas  and  developed 
policies  for  Improvement.    Regional  conferences,  such  as  that 
held  in  San  Diego,  provides  a  very  practicable  means  for  transit 
executives  to  get  together  to  discuss  mutual  problems,  and  ex- 
change ideas . 

Major  emphasis  was  placed  upon  the  accomplishments  of 
the  National  Committee  on  Urban  Transportation,  which  has  worked 
for  three  years  on  the  problem  of  traffic  congestion.     San  Diego 
was  one  of  nine  "pilot"  cities  used  in  making  the  required 
studies.     Participation  included  community  representatives  as 
well  as  those  working  directly  in  transit,  traffic  and  planning. 
The  net  result  will  be  the  publication  of  15  commonly  accepted' 
manuals  outlining  warrants  for  specified  measures  of  traffic 
control  and  operation.     The  application  of  these  measures  is  not 
limited  to  the  pilot  cities  but  can  be  used  elsewhere.    This  is 
the  first  joint  effort  in  the  related  fields  pertaining  to  Urban 
Transportation  and  the  15  manuals  are  considered  the  most  im- 
portant writing  on  this  subject  in  30  years.     The  benefits  to 
be  derived  will  depend  upon  the  application  of  the  principles 
given  in  the  manuals.

Subject:     A.T.A.  Regional  Conference

It  was  my  privilege  to  take  an  active  part  in  the 
program  of  the  Operations-Schedules-Traffic  Section  of  the 
conference,  which  included  the  presentation  of  a  report  on 
"Factors  Affecting  Scheduled  Trip  Time". 

In  addition  to  other  items  this  report  covered  the  use 
of  exclusive  transit  lanes  in  nine  cities  based  on  direct  in- 
quiry to  transit  systems  in  those  cities.    While  the  experience 
with  exclusive  transit  lanes  is  generally  reported- to  be  i void- 
able, only  one  city  indicated  a  savings  in  equipment  required 
by  reason  of  time  saved  in  the  exclusive  lanes.    Additional  de- 
tails are  included  in  a  report  to  management . 

Also  covered  was  our  experience  in  San  Francisco  with 
the  scramble  system  of  traffic  control.     Mr.  Stanley  Lanham, 
of  Los  Angeles  Transit,  concurred  in  our  findings  in  this  respect 
and  indicated  that  the  scramble  system  has  currently  been  dis- 
continued in  downtown  Los  Angeles. 

Mr.  George  Goehler,  Superintendent  of  Schedules,  Los 
Angeles  Transit,  gave  an  informative  report  or  Mechanisation  of 
Schedules.    Los  Angeles  was  one  of  the  pioneers  in  this  field. 
His  report  was  generally  favorable,  but  indicated  that  they  had 
heartbreaking  experiences  in  developing  this  process,  and  iad  a 
factory  representative  on  the  property  for  two  years.  The 
present  machine  is  not  adaptable  to  scheduling  express  and  off 
route  trips,  and  considerable  adjustment    by  manual  methods  is 
required.    No  reduction  in  force  has  been  effected.    The  machines 
used  were  already  on  the  property  for  other  purposes ,  and  con- 
sideration is  now  being  given  to  obtaining  a  larger  machine  with 
capacity  for  expandei  usage  . 

Mr.  Mazzoni  received  valuable  information  on  tests  de- 
signed to  determine  accident  proneness  at  the  time  of  employment 
of  operators . 

Information  was  also  obtained  regarding  a  portable 
lock-type  fare  box  for  use  at  street  collect  points,  which  may 
have  a  practicable  application  here  in  eliminating  the  body  type 
hand  operated  registers  with  which  some  difficulty  has  been 
experienced. 

Mr.  Jesse  Haugh ,  President  of  the  American  Transit 
Association,   indicated  that  as  a  result  of  the  work  of  the  com- 
mittee on  bus  design,  the  manufacturers  would  soon  begin 
production  of  new  improved  models.     In  a  separate  report  by 
Mr.  E.  D.  Sutcliffe,  Vancouver,  attention  of  the  manufacturers 
was  called  tc  the  fact  that  no  motor  coach  is  presently  available 
which  will  operate  at  70  miles  per  hour  on  a  freeway  and  also 
have  good  acceleration  and  power  for  local  service  and  operation  on 
grades.     This  was  submitted  as  an  objective  to  be  attained.

Plans  and  specifications  covering  the  final  work  of  hanging  insulators  and  string- 
ing conductors  on  this  portion  of  the  new  line  will  be  ready  for  advertising  in 
June* 

Moccasin-Warnerville  Transmission  Line 

Bids  will  be  received  June  12,1958  for  clearing  the  right-of-way  west  of  Moccasin 
for  the  second  section  of  the  new  transmission  line, at  an  estimated  cost  of  $25,000, 

Cherry  Powerhouse 

Exploratory  core  drilling  at  the  powerhouse  site  has  been  completed  and  the  data 
is  now  being  evaluated  for  design  of  the  powerhouse  foundations. 

Bids  will  be  opened  by  the  Purchaser  of  Supplies  on  June  2,  1958  for  the  procure- 
ment of  the  steel  pipe  sections  for  the  Cherry  Powerhouse  penstock  involving  ap- 
proximately 4,900  tons  of  steel  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $2,000,000. 

Completed  plans  .and  specifications  for  the  construction  of  Cherry  Powerhouse  and 
penstock  and  Intake  switchyard  will  be  submitted  this  week  by  Sverdrup  and  Parcel 
to  the  Bureau  for  its  review.       We  expect  to  advertise  for  bids  for  this  work 
in  July. 

Access  Road  to  Site  of  Canyon  Powerhouse 

Plans  and  specifications  are  complete  for  the  construction  of  this  road,  approxi- 
mately 3/4  miles  in  length  upstream  from  Early  Intake,  and  will  be  forwarded  to 
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the  Public  Utilities  Commission  for  approval  and  advertising  next  week.  It  is 
planned  to  have  this  work  completed  by  next  fall. 


Overall  Status  of  Development 

Under  the  $54*000,000  power  development  program  approximately  $14,500,000  of  con- 
struction work  has  been  awarded  to  date.       Within  the  next  three  months  it  is 
expected  that  additional  work  amounting  to  $8,600,000  will  be  awarded. 

AIRPORT  ENGINEERING  AMD  CONSTRUCTION 
Pier  E 

Airport  Contract  No.  215  for  the  construction  of  Pier  E  and  its  connecting  con- 
course has  been  certified  by  the  Controller,  and  yesterday  was  officially  the 
first  day  of  the  contract  with  270  days  for  completion.       It  is  expected  that 
the  contractor,  Barrett  Construction  Company,  will  begin  field  operations  very 
soon. 

Pier  B 

Airport  management  has  advised  that  negotiations  are  continuing  with  United  Air 
Lines    relative  to  the  space  occupancy  of  the  addition  to  Pier  B.      As  soon  as 
these  arrangements  have  been  completed  the  preliminary  plans  will  be  submitted 
to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  Art  Commission  for  their  approval,  prior 
to  preparation  of  final  construction  drawings  by  the  Architect. 

Fill  for  Runway  Extensions 

Work  on  the  extension  of  the  main  east-west  runways,  28L  and  28R,  is  under  way 
by  Piombo  Construction  Company.       To  date  only  a  relatively  small  percentage  of 
the  fill  has  been  placed.       However,  work  is  proceeding  at  an  accelerated  rate 
and  has  reached  8500  tons  per  day.       It  is  expected  that  the  work  will  be  com- 
pleted by  November  of  this  year. 
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Airport  Contract  No.  214  for  the  fill  required  for  the  extension  of  Runway  1R,  a 
part  of  C.A.A.  Project  5813  >  has  just  been  certified  and  the  Contractor,  Piombo 
Construction  Company,  will  start  work  immediately. 

Progress  is  good  on  the  fill  placement  for  the  circulation  roads  under  Contract 
No.  210  and  is  proceeding  at  a  rate  of  about  5000  tons  per  day. 

The  fill  material  for  the  runway  extensions  as  well  as  for  the  construction  of 
circulation  roads,  is  being  hauled  over  San  Bruno  Avenue.       The  city  of  San  Bruno 
has  enacted  an  ordinance  limiting  and  regulating  the  amount  of  hauling  over  the 
streets  of  the  city.       Several  meetings  have  been  held  between  the  officials  of 
San  Bruno  and  members  of  the  Airport  Department,  City  Attorney's  office,  and 
the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  in  order  that  problems  arising  as  a  result  of 
the  Airport  construction  program  may  be  minimized. 

Addition  to  Sixth  Floor  of  Terminal  Building 

The  Martinelli  Construction  Company,  under  Airport  Contract  No.  219,  is  ordering 
materials  required  for  the  job.       As  soon  as  the  structural  steel  is  delivered 
construction  work  will  start. 

Architectural  Contract 

Preparatory  to  the  selection  of  an  architect  for  the  expansion  of  the  Terminal* 
Area  Complex  at  the  Airport,  an  outline  of  general  requirements  of  the  assignment 
was  sent  to  a    number  of  architect-engineer  firms.       Twenty-nine  responses 
were  received  from  individual  architects  and  various  combinations  of  architects 
and  engineers.       The  vast  amount  of  material  submitted  by  them  has  been  reviewed 
and  a  recommendation    by  the  Architect  Selection  Committee  will  be  forthcoming. 

Overall  Status  of  Airport  Expansion  Program 

Under  the  current  $25,000,000  Airport  expansion  program,  approximately  $3,500,000 

of  construction  work  has  been  awarded  to  date.       Within  the  next  three  months  it 

is  expected  that  an  additional  $1,600,000  of  work  will  be  awarded.

Relocating  Trolley  Coach  Overhead  for  No,  30  Line 

Work  is  under  way  with  completion  scheduled  for  September  1,  1958. 

Relocating  Poles  and  Feeders,  Mission  and  Fifth  Streets 

In  connection  with  the  planned  set  back  of  sidewalks  and  curbs  for  the  new  Parking 
Garage  at  Mission  and  Fifth  Streets,  plans  and  specifications  covering  the  re- 
location of  trolley  poles  and  feeders  have  been  completed  and  are  ready  for  adver- 
tising.      Estimated  cost  $6^200.. 

Relocating  Duct  Line  on  Eleventh  Street 

Construction  of  the  new  Bank  of  America  Building  at  Market,  Eleventh  and  South 
Van  Ness  Avenue,  will  require  relocation  of  the  Municipal  Railway  duct  line  on 
Eleventh  Street  and  temporary  relocation  cf  trolley  poles  and  overhead  on 
Eleventh  Street  and  South  Van  Ness  Avenue,       An  estimate  of  the  cost  of  this 
work  in  the  amount  of  $25>000,  which  must  be  borne  by  the  property  owner,  has  been 
prepared  £.nd  forwarded  to  Swinerton  and  Walberg  Company,  contractor  for  the 
project.

1.3TH  PERIODICAL  REPORT 
PUBLIC  UTILITIES  COMMISSION 

J.  H.  Turner  June  17,  1958 


The  salient  features  of  progress  in  the  improvement, 
operation  and  maintenance  of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department 
since  May  13,  1958,  the  date  of  my  previous  report  to  you,  are  as 
follows; 

The  financial  position  of  the  Department  continues 
reasonably  good.    Water  sales  for  May  this  year  amounted  to 
$1,156,288,  or  $7^,012  more  than  for  May,  1957.    Sales  for  eleven 
months  of  the  fiscal  year  amounted  to  $13,013, 83 5>  which  is 
$269,0^0  greater  than  the  sales  for  the  same  period  last  year. 
Increased  receipts  and  savings  in  the  expenditure  of  budgeted 
funds  in  the  amount  of  $h50, 731 • 15  has  developed  for  the  eleven 
months  of  this  fiscal  year. 

Considerable  activity  obtained  during  the  month  in  the 
field  of  land  management.    The  Director  of  Property  has  been 
requested  to  sell  a  full  block:  of  land  adjacent  to  the  University 
Mound  Reservoir.    The  Planning  Commission  has  under  consideration 
the  rezoning  of  the  Francisco  Street  Reservoir  property  which  was 
declared  surplus,  and  the  Director  of  Property  has  been  furnished 
the  necessary  maps  and  other  data  and  has  been  requested  to 
appraise  the  Silva  Tract.    This  appraisal  may  form  the  minimum 
selling  price  for  this  land.    The  joint  Millbrae-San  Francisco 
Committee  on  the  disposition  of  the  Silva  Tract  met  during  the 
month  for  the  purpose  of  informing  the  new  members  of  the  City 
Council  of  Millbrae  of  the  program  for  the  sale  of  this  tract. 
It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Millbrae  officials  confirmed 
their  promise  to  zone  the  property  in  accordance  with  the  report 
and  that  the  Planning  Commission  is  now  working  on  this  problem. 

Progress  in  the  improvements  to  the  operating  facilities 
continues  satisfactory.    The  contractor  began  work  on  May  6  on  the 
lining  and  roofing  of  the  south  basin  of  the  Sunset  Reservoir 
and  work  is  now  progressing  satisfactorily  on  the  grading,  drains 
and  asphaltic  concrete  lining  work  for  Balboa  Reservoir  which  was 
delayed  throughout  the  winter  because  of  the  heavy  rainfall.  The 
Palo  Alto  Pump  Station  is  now  90/o  complete.    Several  emergency 
contracts  have  been  completed  or  are  nearing  completion  for  the 
correction  of  major  flood  damage  as  a  result  of  spring  floods. 
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Numerous  contracts  are  in  progress  and  under  preparation 
for  the  improvement  of  the  pipe  system  in  San  Francisco, 
Similarly,  the  City  Distribution  Division  has  been  most  active  in 
pipeline  reconstruction  to  accommodate  the  major  street 
improvement  projects  such  as  Geary  Boulevard  and  Portola  Drive, 
These  jobs  have  required  so  much  attention  that  very  little 
progress  was  made  renewing  metered  services  during  the  month  of 
May,     Only  37  such  services  were  renewed,  thus  leaving  a  backlog 
of  781  unfinished  orders  for  such  work. 

Progress  on  the  reconstruction  of  the  corporation  yard 
for  the  City  Distribution  Division  has  been  slow.    The  Department 
must  wait  until  the  transfer  of  the  Bay view  Playgrounds  site  is 
assured  before  any  other  actions  are  taken. 

Activities  designed  to  improve  the  quality  of  water 
continued  during  the  month,  but  at  a  slower  rate  than  usual  due  to 
lack  of  man  power  and  funds  for  this  purpose.    The  program  of 
flushing  pipelines  has  been  stopped  until  the  next  fiscal  year, 
although  the  cleaning  of  University  Mound  Reservoir  was  completed 
and  this  reservoir  should  be  put  back  in  service  within  a  matter 
of  days.    A  supplementary  appropriation  of  $*+8, 300  for  the 
improvement  of  three  important  chlorination  stations  was  passed  for 
first  reading  yesterday  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

During  the  past  month  the  turbidity  dropped  to  the 
satisfactory  figure  of  5«0  in  our  main  pipelines  coming  to 
San  Francisco.    During  the  month  a  conference  was  held  with  the 
members  of  the  staff  of  the  California  State  Board  of  Health, 
during  which  progress  on  our  schedule  for  improving  the  quality 
of  water  was  discussed.    The  health  people  expressed  their 
appreciation  of  the  cooperation  and  attention  which  was  being 
given  this  problem.    They,  however,  suggested  that  the  program 
should  be  continued  without  delay  if  the  quality  of  our  v/ater  was 
to  be  maintained  and  improved. 

Following  the  public  hearing  of  May  8,  1958  by  the 
California  State  Highway  Commission  on  the  route  of  the  Junipero 
Serra  Freeway  in  San  Mateo  the  Water  Department  prepared  and  filed 
with  that  Commission  a  written  statement  reiterating  the  Depart- 
ment' s  point  of  view  and  rebutting  statements  made  by  others  at 
the  May  8  hearing.    Nothing  has  been  heard  from  the  Commission  as 
yet  as  to  their  decision. 

Effective  June  1  a  reorganization  of  the  Accounting 
Division  was  put  into  effect  in  which  the  Accounting  Departments 
on  the  6th  floor  of  h25  Mason  Street  have  been  centralized  and 
combined  with  the  hope  of  gaining  greater  efficiency. 
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The  matter  of  the  formation  of  a  water  policy  with 
reference  to  service  to  consumers  outside  of  San  Francisco  was 
discussed  by  a  committee  formed  for  that  purpose  at  several 
meetings  which  were  held  during  the  month.    Nothing  tangible  has 
as  yet  been  produced.

Over  a  period  of  years,  the  Commission  has 
negotiated  and  approved  a  great  number  of  leases  covering 
various  operations  at  the  San  Francisco  International  Air- 
port; in  a  few  instances,  at  the  request  of  certain  airlines, 
certain  land  leases  have  been  referred  to  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors for  approval. 

Recently  a  proposed  lease  for  parking  purposes 
has  been  negotiated  with  United  Air  Lines,  approved  by  the 
Commission  and  forwarded  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for 
approval;  the  Finance  Committee  in  consideration  of  the  terms 
of  the  proposed  lease  has  voiced  objections  to  certain 
features  contained  therein,  contending  that  in  these  certain 
features,  that,  in  the  administration  of  the  lease,  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  should  exercise  some  control,    a  condition  not 
prevailing  in  any  of  the  leases  now  in  existence.  The 
question  of  control  arises  from  want  of  clarification  of 
Charter  oection  93;  the  City  Attorney  having  ruled  that 
administrative  affairs  of  the  airport  are  solely  in  the  con- 
trol of  the  Commission. 

Becajj.se  of  the  urgency  of  the  matter,  par- 
ticularly in  the  light  of  a  number  of  leases  now  under  con- 
sideration, and  to  accommodate  the  growth  of  the  Airport,  and 
in  the  interests  of  its  tenants,  the  Commission  unanimously 
requested  the  City  Attorney  to  ?:>repajre  a  Charter  Amendment 
for  submission  to  the  electorate  at  the  fall  election  of  1S5S, 
to  clarify  the  administrative  affairs  of  the  Airport  and  to 
consolidate  said  administrative  affairs  in  the  hands  of  the 
Public  utilities  Commission. 

Department  Report:  Airport,  by  S.  Brown,  Manager.  Passenger 
traffic  for  the  month  of  April,  195S,  indicates  an  increa.se 
of  4.g%  over  the  same  period  of  1957;  while  Airline  arrivals 
and  departures  shows  a  decrease,  the  decline  represents 
cessation  of  operations  of  two  scheduled  carriers,  Western 
for  a  total  of  108  days  and  Slick  airways  which  no  longer 
operates  as  a  scheduled  airline. 
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On  May  21,  1958,  United  Air  Lines  broke  ground  for  its  new  Jet 
Engine  Overhaul  Base  adjacent  to  the  present  maintenance 
facilities;  on  June  10,  195S,  ground  breaking  ceremonies  were 
held  in  connection  with  construction  of  the  new  Hilton  Inn. 
During  the  past  few  weeks,  Airport  Management  has  met  with 
the  California  Legislature's  Subcommittee  on  aeronautics  in 
the  matter  of  control  of  airpsace;  met  with  the  South  San 
Francisco  Jet  Committee  and  members  of  the  San  Francisco 
Flight  Coordinating  Group  being  present  to  review  complaints 
in  connection  with  advent  of  jet  transports.

of  4.8%  over  the  same  period  of  1957.    Total  "in  and  out"  passengers  amounted  to 
311,815,  as  compared  to  297,473  for  April,  1957,  or  an  actual  Increase  of  14,342. 
The  CAA  Control  Tower  recorded  9,922  airline  arrivals  and  departures  during  April. 
This  figure  represents  a  decline  of  6.7%  when  compared  with  the  same  figure  of  a 
year  ago.    Again,  as  in  the  past  two  monthly  reports,  this  decline  reflects  the 
cessation  of  operations  of  two  scheduled  carriers-- Western  Airlines,  which  suspended 
service  for  a  total  of  108  days  (February  22  to  June  10)  as  a  result  of  labor  dif- 
ficulties, and  Slick  Airways,  which  no  longer  operates  as  a  scheduled  airline. 

Airmail  poundage  is  up  8.2%  over  the  same  period  a  year  ago.  Freight 
shows  an  increase  of  1.27.,  and  express  pounds  are  down  13.9%  as  compared  with  April, 
1957.    As  in  the  past  few  months,  express  pounds  off-loaded  at  San  Francisco  were 
up  (8.5%),  loaded  express  was  down  30%. 
Western  Airlines 

Although  our  most  recently  compiled  traffic  statistics  are  for  the  month 
of  April,  it  is  felt  that  the  Airport's  airline  arrival  and  departure  figures  and 
passenger  volume  will  shortly  return  to  a  more  normal  rate  of  increase  following 
the  end  of  Western  Airlines'  strike.    The  line  resumed  operations  June  10.

At  the  direction  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  Mr.  Messersmith

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 

Conditions  at  Close  of  Fiscal  Year 

At  the  close  of  the  past  fiscal  year  all  operating  functions  and  construction  pro- 
gress on  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  were  continuing  satisfactorily.       In  general, 
expenditures  under  the  various  appropriations  have  been  kept  well  within  budget 
estimates. 

Water  Conditions 

Water  conditions  on  the  Tuolumne  River  watershed  are  excellent.       In  conformance 
with  flood  control  regulations,  releases  of  water  from  the  reservoirs  in  excess  of 
their  total  capacity  have  been  made  during  the  past  three  months.  Notwithstanding, 
Hetch  Hetchy,  Lake  Lloyd  and  Lake  Eleanor  reservoirs  are  now  full.         This  runoff 
season  has  been  one  of  the  greatest  on  record. 

Salinity  Report 

On  June  9,  1958,  under  contract,  Mr.  Thomas  H.  Means,  Consulting  Engineer,  sub- 
mitted a  report  on  salinity  conditions  in  the  lower  Tuolumne  River  and  the  lower 
San  Joaquin  River.     This  report  was  the  third  by  Mr.  Means,  previous  reports 
having  been  submitted  in  1941  and  1947*       Mr.  Means'  report  contained  recommenda- 
tions for  the  City's  future  program  of  stream  sampling  on  these  rivers,  which 
sampling  has  been  carried  on  by  the  City  for  the  past  twenty  years  in  order  to  pro- 
tect the  City's  water  rights  in  the  event  of  possible  litigation. 


Meeting  with  Tuolumne  County  Board  of  Supervisors 

On  June  10,  1958,  at  the  request  of  the  Tuolumne  County  Board  of  Supervisors,  a 
meeting  to  discuss  mutual  problems  was  held  in  the  office  of  the  Manager  of 
Utilities  between  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  together  with  members  of  the 
Bureau's  staff,  and  representatives  of  the  Tuolumne  County  Board  of  Supervisors. 
Subjects  discussed  were  the  forthcoming  investigation  of  the  water  resources  of 
Tuomumne  County  by  the  State  Department  of  Water  Resources,  and  the  possibility 
of  Tuolumne  County  developing  a  water  project  on  the  Tuolumne  River. 

The  City's  cooperation  in  any  way  legally  possible  was  offered  to  assist  Tuolumne 
County  in  the  solution  of  its  problems. 

On  June  13,  1958  this  department  delivered  to  the  State  Department  of  Water  Re- 
sources, copies  of  all  stream  flow  records  on  the  Tuolumne  River  which  the  City  has 
maintained  over  the  past  forty  years.       This  was  in  conformance  with  the  Bureau's 
policy  of  cooperating  fully  with  the  State  in  its  investigation  of  the  water  re- 
sources of  Tuolumne  County. 

Riverbank  Ordnance  Plant 

The  ordnance  plant  at  Riverbank  operate; J  by  Norris-Thermador  Corporation  has  been 
shut  down  and  will  be  maintained  in  a  standby  condition.       As  a  consequence, 
electric  service  from  the  Hetch  Hetchy  lines  was  discontinued  on  June  2,  1958* 

CANYON-CHERRY  POWER  DEVELOPMENT 
Cherry  Power  Tunnel 

Progress  in  driving  the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel  continues  to  be  good;  averaging  about 
50  feet  per  day  at  the  Cherry  (upstream)  heading,  and  about  40  feet  per  day  at  the 
Granite  Creek  (downstream)  heading.       A  total  of  approximately  9400  feet  of 
tunnel  has  been  driven  to  date. 
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Work  has  commenced  on  sinking  the  tunnel  surge  shaft  near  the  downstream  portal, 
with  approximately  45  feet  of  the  20-foot  diameter  shaft  excavated  to  date, 

Int^k-o-Moccasin  Transmission  Line 

Clearing  the  right-of-way  for  this  line  is  continuing  at  an  increasing  rate  with 
approximately  60  percent  of  the  contract  work  completed • 

Four  bids  were  received  on  Juno  5-  1956  for  constructing  footings  and  erecting  the 
steel  towers,        The  contract  was  awarded  to  James  K„  McFarlandj  low  bidder,  in 
the    amount  of  $772,148  (including  $366,544  of  City-furnished  material) „  The 
steel  is  being  fabricated  and  construction  will  commence  immediately  upon  certifi- 
cation of  the  contract o 

Plans  and  specifications  for  the  final  work  on  this  section  of  the  new  line  of 
furnishing  and  installing  the  conductors  and  line  hardware,  have  been  completed 
and  forwarded  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  for  approval  and  advertising, 

Moccasin-Warnerville  Transmission  Line 

On  June  12,  1958,  eight  bids  were  received  for  clearing  the  right-of-way  west  of 
Moccasin  for  the  second  section  of  the  new  transmission  line.       Award  was  made  to 
Heim  Bros,,  Walnut  Creek,  in  the  amount  of  $18,200, 

Specifications  for  the  purchase  of  the  steel  towers  for  this  section  of  the  line 
have  been  completed  by  Sverdrup  and  Parcel  and  are  being  reviewed  by  the  Bureau, 

Cherry  Powerhouse 

The  Purchaser  of  Supplies  on  June  2,  1958,  received  eight  bids  for  furnishing  steel 
pipe  sections  for  the  Cherry  Powerhouse  penstock.       Award  has  been  made  to  South- 
west Welding  and  Manufacturing  Company,  the  low  bidder,  in  the  amount  of 
$1,693,900  (including  tax). 
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Specifications  (some  400  pages)  and  drawings  (nearly  200  in  number)  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  Cherry  Powerhouse,  Cherry  penstock  and  Intake  Switchyard  have 
been  completed  by  Sverdrup  and  Parcel  and  are  now  being  checked  and  reviewed  by 
the  Bureau  and  the  Board  of  Consultants 0         It  is  expected  that  bids  can  be  ad- 
vertised in  August  for  this  work  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $6,000^000, 

Specifications  for  the  Cherry  Powerhouse  crane  and  for  the  Intake  Switchyard  oil 
circuit  breakers  also  have  been  completed  by  Sverdrup  and  Parcel  and  are  being 
reviewed  by  the  Bureau* 

Ac ce ss_ Road  to  Site _ofMC&nyon  Powerhouse 

Plans  and  specifications  for  construction  of  the  access  road,  approximately  3/4 
mile  in  length,  to  the  Canyon  Powerhouse  site,  have  been  completed  and  bids  will 
be  received  on  July  10,  1958»         This  will  be  the  first  contract  for  the  Canyon 
Power  Project. 

AIRPORT  ENGINEERING  AND  CONSTRUCTION 
Pier  E 

Work  was  started  on  the  construction  of  Pier  E  and  its  connecting  concourse  on 
June  2,  1958,       Foundations  have  been  excavated,  reinforcing  steel  has  been 
placed,  and  a  portion  of  the  footings  have  been  poured.       Progress  should  be 
rapid  after  the  initial  foundation  work  is  completed. 

Pier  B 

Airport  management  has  advised  that  negotiations  with  United  Air  Lines  for  the  use 
of  space  in  the  proposed  addition  to  Pier  B  are  nearing  completion,  and  as  a 
result,  the  preliminary  plans  for  the  building  construction  should  be  ready  for 
submission  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  and  the  Art  Commission  for  approval 
in  the  near  future. 
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Fill  for  Runway  Extensions  and  Roadways 

Approximately  15  percent  of  the  fill  has  been  placed  for  the  extension  of  the  main 
east-west  runways,  28L  and  28R.       The  fill  material  is  being  placed  in  a  very 
satisfactory  manner,  but  progress  to  date  has  been  relatively  slow0         In  order 
to  speed  up  progress,  the  Contractor  is  endeavoring  to  procure  additional  trucks 
for  this  work.       The  reconstruction  of  existing  portions  of  these  runways  under  a 
separate  contract  is  nearly  complete. 

Kork  is  also  progressing  on  the  extension  of  Runway  1R,         The  Contractor  has  been 
excavating  unsuitable  material  prior  to  placing  of  large  culvert  pipes,  as  well 
as  placing  approximately  3,200  tons  of  fill  material  per  day.       The  contract  for 
this  runway  extension  is  roughly  5  percent  complete,, 

Approximately  40  percent  of  the  fill  required  for  the  circulation  roads  has  been 
placed.       In  addition  to  the  placing  of  fill  material,  the  contract  also  calls 
for  placing  of  culverts,  construction  of  a  bridge,  laying  of  certain  utilities, 
and  some  paving. 

Addition  to  Sixth  Floor  of  Terminal  Building 

Martinelli  Construction  Company  is  awaiting  delivery  of  the  structural  steel  for 
this  project,  and  construction  will  start  as  soon  as  delivery  is  made. 

Architectural  Contract 

On  June  17,  1958  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  approved  the  employment  of 
Welton  Becket  and  Associates  for  architectural  and  engineering  services  in  connec- 
tion with  the  expansion  of  the  Terminal  Area  Complex  at  the  Airport.        A  contract 
between  the  City  and  the  Architect  is  presently  being  prepared. 
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RAILWAY  ENGINEERING  AND  CONSTRUCTION 

Relocating  Trolley  Coach  Overhead  for  No.  30  Line 

Work  on  this  project  is  25  percent  complete  with  completion  scheduled  for  September 
1,  1958. 

Relocating  Poles  and  Feeders.  Mission  and  Fifth  Streets 

Two  bids  were  received  on  June  12,  1958  for  the  relocation  of  trolley  poles  and 
feeders  in  connection  with  the  setback  of  curbs  for  the  new  Fifth  and  Mission 
parking  garage.       Award  has  been  made  to  Coopman  Electric  Company,  low  bidder, 
in  the  amount  of  $6,542. 

Relocating  Duct  Line  on  Eleventh  Street 

Construction  of  the  new  Bank  of  America  Building  at  Market,  Eleventh  and  South 
Van  Ness  Avenue,  requires  relocation  of  the  Municipal  Railway  duct  line  on 
Eleventh  Street  in  addition  to  temporary  relocation  of  trolley  poles  and  overhead 
on  Eleventh  Street  and  South  Van  Ness  Avenue,  all  at  the  cost  of  the  property 
owner. 

Due  to  the  urgency  of  the  duct  line  removal,  certain  temporary  work  has  been  done 
which  requires  considerable  revision  of  the  original  contract  specifications 
covering  the  duct  relocation.       Consequently,  the  job  will  be  re-advertised  the 
early  part  of  July. 

Rehabilitation  of  Mason-Washington  Carhouse 

Plans  and  specifications  for  the  rehabilitation  of  Mason-Washington  Carhouse  at  an 
estimated  cost  of  $59,000  have  been  completed  and  submitted  to  Railway  management 
for  review.

Under  the  plan 
proposed  by  Mr.  Greenwald,  two  apartment  buildings    would  be 
constructed,  having  a  three  level  garage,  a  court  area, 
swimming  pool,  proper  landscaping,  including  that  of  a  parcel 
of  land  to  be  retained  by  the  Department,  if  the  site  is  sold 
by  City.    The  ma.tter  of  developing  a  program  for  the  public 
sale  of  the  site,  necessary  compliances  with  Planning  Com- 
mission rules,  regulations  and  orders,  including  zoning,  was 
referred  to  the  Manager  of  Utilities. 

Water  Policy:  In  May,  1958,  Commissioner  Martin,  Jr.  presented

FERRY  PARK: 

The  Railway  has  been  working  with  other  City  departments 
concerned  with  this  project  and  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
has  already  approved  the  moving  of  our  bus  terminal  from  the 
Embarcadero  to  another  location  at  a  cost  of  c>110,000.

At  a  recent  meeting  held  with  the  Interdepartmental 
Committee  and  Mr.  Raab,  Bridge  Engineer,  it  was  stated  that  the 
"F11  line  that  operates  the  greatest  number  of  coaches  into  the 
terminal  from  the  East  Bay  would  be  the  first  one  to  be  moved  off 
the  street  as  soon  as  alterations  permit. 

Mr*  Raab  stated  that  the  Bridge  Authority  was  thinking  of 
changing  the  name  of  the  terminal  to  Transbay  Transit  Terminal 
or  some  similar  name. 
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NEW  PROJECTS: 

In  our  present  budget,  funds  have  been  allocated  for  the 
removal  of  cobblestones  between  the  rails  on  California  Street, 
and  also  for  doing  the  necessary  work  to  improve  the  entrance 
of  the  East  Portal  of  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel  and  erecting  a  small 
passenger  shelter,,     The  Engineering  Department  is  presently  working 
on  the  plans.

Traffic: 

Within  the  past  week,  the  Airport  Department  has  completed  its  annual 
comparative  traffic  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30.    This  report  indi- 
cates that  for  the  first  time,  San  Francisco  International  Airport  handled  in 
excess  of  four  million  passengers  during  a  twelve-month  period.    The  increase  in 
passenger  volume  is  noteworthy,  particularly  in  view  of  the  fact  that  a  major 
carrier  suspended  its  entire  operation  for  over  25%  of  this  period  (Western 
Airlines  was  inoperative  from  February  22  through  June  10) , 

The  actual  number  of  "in  and  out"  passengers  using  the  Airport  during 
the  fiscal  year  1957-58  was  4,046,524.    This  represents  a  9.8%  increase  in 
passenger  volume  when  compared  with  the  preceding  period  of  July,  1956- June,  1957. 
The  actual  increase  amounted  to  361,694  more  passengers  than  the  previous  year. 

New  Runway  Lighting: 

The  Public  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  and  Airport  Management  during 
the  past  month  met  with  representatives  of  the  Federal  Airways  Modernization  Board 
and  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration,  and  permission  has  subsequently  been 
granted  to  use  San  Francisco  International  Airport  for  experimental  runway  and 
taxlway  Illumination. 

Tour 8 : 

At  the  request  of  the  Danish  Consulate,  a  tour  of  San  Francisco  Inter- 
national Airport  was  arranged  for  representatives  of  Danish  aviation  interests, 
and  in  addition,  representatives  of  Lufthansa,  the  German  National  Airline, 
visited  the  airport  recently. 

Baggage  Claiming: 

Modification  of  the  ground  floor  baggage -claiming  area  is  currently 


underway,  and  will  result  in  a  temporary  self -claiming  baggage  system  being  placed 
in  operation  in  the  very  near  future. 
Greyhound  Rent-A-Car: 

Negotiations  with  the  Greyhound  Rent-A-Car  Company  have  been  completed, 
and  this  firm  has  commenced  operations  at  the  Airport. 
CAA  Survey; 

San  Francisco  International  Airport  has  been  selected  by  the  CAA  as  one 
of  four  major  airports  throughout  the  nation  to  be  surveyed  for  the  purpose  of 
developing  planning  and  engineering  criteria.    The  survey  will  include  traffic 
counts,  concessionaires'  volume  of  business,  etc.    Plans  are  currently  underway 
to  enable  San  Francisco  International  Airport  to  participate  in  this  survey. 

A. B.C.  Cigar  Co.  -  Interstate  Company: 

Since  the  last  report  of  this  Department ,  the  A. B.C.  Cigar  Company  has 
assumed  the  operation  of  the  Drugs,  Notions  and  Sundries  concession  in  the  main 
lobby.    This  concession  was  formerly  operated  by  the  Interstate  Company. 

Construction: 

Runway  extensions  and  construction  of  Pier  E  and  the  connecting  concourse 
are  progressing.    Work  started  this  month  on  the  additions  to  CAA  facilities  on 
the  6th  floor  of  the  terminal  building. 

Hotel  Progress: 

The  San  Mateo  County  Planning  Commission,  at  a  meeting  last  week, 
unanimously  approved  the  rezoning  of  Plot  2  leased  by  Hilton  Hotels.  Filling 
operations  are  proceeding  in  this  area.

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 
Water  Conditions 

Hetch  Hetchy  and  Lake  Lloyd  reservoirs  have  both  stopped  spilling.       A  program 
has  been  initiated  for  lowering  the  water  surface  of  Lake  Lloyd  to  provide  for  the 
construction  of  the  Eleanor-Cherry  Tunnel,  scheduled  to  commence  in  February  1959* 
and  the  construction  of  the  Cherry  Powerhouse  foundation  adjacent  to  the  Cherry 
Riverbed.       This  program  is  being  coordinated  with  flood  control  requirements  and 
with  the  Modesto  and  Turlock  Irrigation  Districts  for  the  maximum  beneficial  use 
of  the   water  released. 

Cooperative  Stream  Sampling  Program 

Following  approval  on  June  24,  1958  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  a  Memoran- 
dum of  Understanding  has  been  executed  between  the  City  and  the  State  Department 
of  Water  Resources  providing  for  a  cooperative  stream   sampling  program  on  the 
lower  Tuolumne  River  and  the  lower  San  Joaquin  River.       This  in  effect  continues, 
on  a  cooperative  basis,  the  check  of    salinity  conditions  on  these  rivers  which 
has  been  conducted  by  the  City  for  the  past  twenty  years  to  protect  its  water 
rights  in  the  event  of  possible  litigation. 

Moccasin  Generator  Repairs 

On  August  1,  1958,    an    amount  of  $81,627  was  received  by  the  Bureau  under  fire  in- 
surance policy  covering  reimbursable  costs  of  repairs  to  the  two  generators  in 
Moccasin  Powerhouse  which  failed  last  December  and  which  were  damaged  from  the 
ensuing  fire.       The  total  cost  of  repairs  amounted  to  $92,456  which  leaves  a  net 
cost  to  the  City  of  |10,829  for  overtime  pay  and  incidental  expense  not  recoverable 
under  the  insurance » 


Fiscal  Conditions,  1957-58 

The  total  revenue  received  by  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  for  the  fiscal  year  1957-58 
amounted  to  $9,057,757.       Subject  to  final  closing  of  the  books,  expenditures 
and  encumbrances  for  the  same  period  were  $9, 113*215  which  resulted  in  an  excess 
of  expenditures  and  encumbrances  over  revenues  of  $53,458.         This  excess,  due 
princinally  to  increase  in  bond  interest  and  redemption,  was  appropriated  from 
prior  years  surplus, 

CANYON-CHERRY  POWER  DEVELOPMENT 
Cherry  Power  Tunnel 

Work  continues  satisfactorily  on  the  driving  of  the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel  with  a 
total  of  approximately  12,200  feet  driven  to  date.       Short  sections  of  the  tunnel 
have  required  support,  and  increasing  amounts  of   water  are  being  encountered. 
The  work  under  this  contract  is  estimated  to  be  31  percent  complete  with  27  percent 
of  the  contract  time  elapsed. 

Intake-Moccasin  Transmission  Line 

All  work  on  the  clearing  of  the  right-of-way  for  the  line  has  been  completed  ex- 
cept for  burning  which  will  be  performed  after  the  fall  rains  have  started. 

All  of  the  steel  for  the  100  transmission  line  towers  has  been  delivered  to  the 
job  site.      The  erection  contractor  has  commenced  construction  of  the  tower 
footings. 

Five  bids  for  the  final  work  on  this  line  were  received  on  July  31  for  furnishing 
and  installing  the  line  hardware  and  conductors.         Bids  ranged  from  the  low  bid 
of  .^490,518.06  which  was  awarded  to  Slater  Electric  Company,  Folsom,  California, 
to  a  high  bid  of  $765,050. 
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Moccasin-Station  J  Transmission  Line 

Clearing  of  the  right-of-way  west  of  Moccasin  for  the  second  section  of  the  new 
transmission  line  was  commenced  on  July  21,  1958  and  is  approximately  40  percent 
complete. 

Bids  were  advertised  on  July  23>  1958  by  the  Purchaser  of  Supplies  for  the  pro- 
curement of  218  steel  towers  at  an  estimated  cost  of  #800,000*  Bids  will  be 
opened  September  5>  1958. 

Cherry  Powerhouse 

Southwest  VJelding  and  Manufacturing  Company  has  placed  orders  for  steel  plate  for 
the  penstock  sections  and  is  preparing  shop  drawings  for  fabrication.  Shop  work 
will  start  this  month. 

Bids  will  be  opened  on  August  14,  1958  for  furnishing  and  installing  a  200-ton 
bridge  crane  for  the  Cherry  Powerhouse  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $250,000. 

Also,  bids  will  be  opened  on  September  k9  1958  for  the  second  largest  contract 
for  the  Cherry  Power  Project.         This  will  include  construction  of  the  Cherry 
Powerhouse,  Cherry  penstock  and  Intake  switchyard,  at  a  total  estimated  cost  of 
$6,250,000. 

Access  Road  to  Site  of  Canyon  Powerhouse 

Bids  were  opened  on  July  22,  1958  for  construction  of  the  access  road,  approx- 
imately 3/4  mile  in  length  from  Early  Intake  to  the  site  of  the  Canyon  Powerhouse. 
Award  has  been  made  to  the  low  bidder,  Harms  and  Thomas,  Joint  Venture,  Sacramento, 
in  the  amount  of  $60,702. 
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AIRPORT  ENGINEERING  AND  CONSTRUCTION 
Pier  E 

Foundation  work  on  the  construction  of  Pier  E  and  its  connecting  concourse  has 
been  completed  and  rough  plumbing  and  electrical  ducts  for  the  building  are  being 
installed.       Some  of  the  concrete  wall  which  extends  to  the  bottom  of  the  lower 
windows  has  been  poured.        Some  column  steel  has  arrived  on  the  job  and  erection 
is  expected  to  start  this  week. 

Pier  B 

The  preliminary  plans  for  the  addition  to  Pier  B  were  approved  by  the  Public  Util- 
ities Commission  on  July  15,  1958  and  the  Art  Commission  on  August  4,  1958. 
Final  construction  drawings  will  be  started  immediately. 

Fill  for  Runway  Extensions  and  Roadways 

The  fill  for  the  extension  of  the  main  east-west  runways,  28L  and  28R,  is  about 
40  percent  complete  and  the  job  is  now  progressing  at  a  fair  rate. 

Approximately  30  percent  of  the  fill  and  other  work  as  part  of  the  extension  of 
Runway  1R  has  been  completed.       The  large  culverts  to  carry  storm  drainage  have 
been  laid  across  the  runway  extension.       The  Contractor  is  working  two  shifts 
placing  fill,  and  the  progress  of  the  work  is  on  schedule. 

The  contract  for  the  construction  of  circulation  roads  is  now  over  50  percent  com- 
plete.      The  Contractor  is  hauling  and  compacting  fill  material  and  utilities 
are  being  constructed.         The  piling  for  the  bridge  structure  across  Millbrae 
Canal  has  been  driven  and  the  framing  for  the  wingwalls  is  proceeding. 

Addition  to  Sixth  Floor  of  Terminal  Building 

The  Contractor  is  removing  portions  of  the  existing  roofing  and  walls  preparatory 


to  the  placing  of  structural  steel  framing.       Skylights  and  window  sash  have 
been  removed  and  certain  temporary  partitions  have  been  installed. 

Filling  of  Leased  Areas 

Bids  were  received  on  August  7  for  the  filling  of  the  14  acre  parcel  of  land 
north  of  San  Bruno  Avenue  and  west  of  the  Old  Bayshore  Highway,  adjacent  to  the 
United  Air  Lines  Maintenance  Base,  said  area  to  be  leased  for  maintenance  base 
operations.       Three  bids  were  received  ranging  from  $144*960  offered  by  Piombo 
Construction  Company  to  a  high  of  $186,540. 

Architectural  Contract 

The  contract  for  the  employment  of  Welton  Becket  and  Associates  for  architectural 
and  engineering  services  in  connection  with  the  expansion  of  the  Terminal  Area 
Complex  is  currently  being  reviewed  by  the  City  Attorney's  office  and  it  is  ex- 
pected that  the  contract  will  be  ready  for  signature  very  shortly. 

C.A.A.  Pro.ject  Application 

On  July  21,  1958  a  Project  Application  was  submitted  to  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Administration  covering  various  improvements  and  additions  to  the  landing  field 
area  approved  for  construction  during  the  current  fiscal  year.       Federal  funds 
in  the  amount  of  $1,000,000  have  been  tentatively  allocated  for  this  work. 
Formal  authorization  from  the  Federal  Government  is  expected  shortly. 
Upon  receipt,    a  contract  for  the  widening  of  taxiway  shoulders  required  for 
jet    aircraft  operations  will  be  submitted  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
for  approval.

On  August  4>  1958,  a  meeting  was  held  with  representatives  of  the  Pacific  Gas 
and  Electric  Company  to  discuss  a  long  range  program  for  the  replacement  and 
modernization  of  the  deteriorated  company-owned  street  lighting  within  the  down- 
town area  known  as  the  "Triangle  District".       Further  study  will  be  given 
this  matter.

The  salient  features  of  progress  and  other  items  of 
importance  in  the  improvement,  operation  and  maintenance  of  the 
San  Francisco  Water  Department  occurring  since  July  22,  1958,  the 
date  of  my  previous  report  to  you,  are  as  follows: 


The  financial  position  of  the  Department  continues  good. 


Water  sales  collections  for  July,  1958  amounted  to  $1,387, 039 .61 
or  $23,562.19  more  than  July  a  year  ago.    The  July  water  sales 
were  $99,2^0,61  over  the  budget  estimate  for  the  month,  thus 
providing  a  surplus  of  revenues  over  expenditures  in  the  amount 
of  $93,878.13  for  the  first  month  of  the  fiscal  year.    The  usual 
seasonal  Increase  in  maintenance,  increased  activity  in  improvement 
of  water  quality  and  extensive  work  on  City  pipelines  by  reason 
of  street  improvement  projects,  resulted  in  an  over  expenditure 
of  allotments  in  a  number  of  accounts  during  the  month  in  the 
amount  of  $10,939.10. 


Land  management  activities  included  the  following  items: 

1.  Completion  of  S  unol  rcravel  lease. 

2.  Negotiation  with  City  of  Pleasanton  re  formation  of 
joint  committee  for  leasing  600  acre  tract  for  light 
industrial  uses. 

3.  Actions  by  others  in  disposition  of  Francisco  Street 
Reservoir  tract. 

L\- .     Request  to  Director  of  Property  to  expedite  sale  of 
the  University  Mound  block,  Clarendon  Heights  Tank 
lot  and  Pond  Street  Pump  Station  lot. 

5.  Negotiations  for  sale  of  Niles  Canyon  tract  to  City 
of  Fremont . 

6.  Sale  of  three  small  severance  parcels  and  the  issuance 
of  several  leases  and  many  permits. 

A  report  of  tax  assessments  on  properties  in  outside  countie 


by  the  John  F.  Forbes  Company  was  completed  and  is  now  under  study 
by  the  Department  and  the  City  Attorney's  office  to  determine 
what  further  action  should  be  taken  by  the  City. 
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The  Junipero  Serra  Freeway  route  extension  through  San 
Mateo  County  was  adopted  by  the  State  Highway  Commission  on  July  23, 
1958,     The  route  adopted  is  the  same  as  recommended  by  the 
Division  of  Highways,  and  conforms  to  the  location  through  our 
watershed  which  San  Francisco  had  stated  would  be  acceptable. 

Progress  in  the  improvement  of  operating  facilities 
continues  satisfactorily.     The  work  of  lining  and  roofing  the  south 
basin  of  Sunset  Reservoir  is  15$  completed,  and  workwise,  is  on 
schedule.    The  work  of  grading,  drains  and  asphaltic  concrete 
lining  for  Balboa  Reservoir  is  72$  completed.     The  Palo  Alto  Pump 
Station  was  completed  and  placed  into  service.     Emergency  work 
for  correction  of  flood  damage  was  completed.     Preliminary  office 
work  has  been  started  on  the  program  for  the  construction  of  the 
San  Antonio  Dam. 

Numerous  contracts  are  in  progress  and  under  preparation  for 
the  improvement  of  the  pipe  system  in    San  Francisco.     The  City 
Distribution  Division  has  been  busy  with  pipeline  reconstruction 
and  other  work  to  accommodate  street  improvement  projects  such  as 
Geary  Boulevard  and  Portola  Drive. 

A  test  program  for  renewing  house  services  on  an  area  basis 
was  tried  and  proved  to  be  both  successful  and  economical.  This 
type  of  program  will  be  incorporated  in  future  planning. 

The  greatest  activity  and  progress  was  made  in  the  program 
for  improving  the  quality  of  water  served  our  consumers.  This 
work  has  been  accelerated  this  fiscal  year  through  the  expenditure 
of  additional  funds  made  available  in  the  budget,  and  by 
supplemental  appropriations.     Mains  are  being  flushed,  a  second 
large  reservoir  is  being  cleaned,  new  chlorinating  plants  are 
being  installed  and  existing  plants  are  being  modernized,  and  many 
other  activities  are  in  progress. 

The  Department's  requests  to  the  Civil  Service  Commission 
for  reclassification  of  two  groups  of  employees  appear    to  be 
too  ambitious  legally  to  be  accomplished  by  that  Commission 
without  recourse  to  the  method  of  creating  new  positions 
and  filling  those  positions  via  the  examination  process.  This 
was  the  opinion  of  the  Civil  Service  staff  and  hence  will  be 
followed  in  all  reorganization  procedures  in  the  future.

Report  of  Manager,  Airport  Department  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 

September  2,  1958 

Traffic 

Passenger  traffic  figures  for  the  month  of  July,  1958  Indicate  an  in- 
crease of  less  than  1%  (.4%)  over  the  same  period  of  1957.    Total  "in  and  out" 
passengers  amounted  to  376,577,  as  compared  to  375,103,  or  an  actual  increase  of 
1,474.    The  CM  Control  Tower  recorded  a  total  of  17,960  aircraft  operations,  of 
which  11,314  were  scheduled  airline  arrivals  or  departures.    This  represents  a  de- 
cline of  1.1%  in  the  total  number  of  operations,  but  an  Increase  of  1%%  in  the 
number  of  airline  landings  and  take-offs.    Airmail  poundage  through  San  Francisco 
during  July  was  up  13.3%  over  July,  1957.    Express  pounds  showed  an  increase  of 
397,.     (It  should  be  recalled,  however,  that  express  volume  a  year  ago  was  adversely 
affected  due  to  strike  conditions). 
Federal  Airport  Aid 

Senate  Bill  3502  (Federal  Aid  to  Airports  Extension  Act)  was  passed 
recently  by  both  the  Senate  and  the  House  and  is  now  before  the  President  for  sig- 
nature.   Last  week  a  telegram  was  sent  to  the  President  by  Mayor  Christopher 
urging  him  to  sign  the  bill  into  law. 
Facilities  for  Processing  International  Passengers 

Customs,  Immigration,  and  Public  Health  agencies  were  requested  at  the 
last  monthly  meeting  of  the  Airport  Facilitation  Committee  to  supply  this  Depart- 
ment with  typical  standards  of  facilities  that  each  agency  requires  for  processing 
of  international  passengers.    Requirements  submitted  by  Immigration  would  indicate 
that  considerably  more  space  would  be  needed  than  heretofore  anticipated. 
Property  Appraisal 

John  F.  Forbes  &  Company,  appraisal  firm,  commenced  their  appraisal  of 
Airport  property  a  month  ago,  and  transcription  of  data  is  approximately  757.  com- 
pleted.   In  a  recent  progress  report  the  company  indicated  it  was  not  possible  to 
estimate  a  completion  date  for  this  project,  but  that  we  will  be  kept  informed  of 
progress  and  of  any  problems  that  may  arise. 


CAA  Survey 

The  Airport  Department  participated  with  the  CAA  in  a  national  survey  of 
virtually  all  airport  activities  on  August  22.    The  results  are  being  compiled  and 
it  is  expected  they  will  be  of  great  value  to  Airport  management  and  the  PUC.  A 
preliminary  analysis  indicates  that  a  complete  record  was  obtained  as  to  traffic 
volume  through  various  parts  of  the  terminal  and  of  business  activity  on  the  part  of 
the  airlines  and  concessionaires. 

F51  Airport  Attendant  Reclassification  and  Retitllng 

The  matter  of  having  Civil  Service  classification  F51  Airport  Attendant 
reclassified  and  retitled  is  progressing.    Material  has  been  forwarded  to  the 
Manager  of  Utilities,  and  this  Department  is  prepared  to  discuss  the  situation  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission. 
Power  Mower  and  Vacuum  Sweeper  Equipment 

Request  for  funds  for  the  power  mower  is  currently  being  reviewed  in  the 
Mayor's  office.    The  appropriation  of  funds  for  purchase  of  a  runway  vacuum  sweeper 
has  been  held  in  abeyance  by  the  Supervisors'  Finance  Committee  until  the  request 
for  funds  for  the  power  mower  reaches  the  Committee,  at  which  time  they  will  con- 
sider both  of  these  matters,  together  with  the  cost  of  operating  personnel. 
Runway  Lighting  Experiment 

Experiments  in  connection  with  the  Airways  Modernisation  Board's  plans 
for  installing  a  new  system  of  runway  lighting  on  our  field  are  presently  under  way 
at  the  University  of  California  Field  Station,  and  when  completed,  it  is  estimated 
that  the  airport  installation  will  require  about  one  month. 
Expansion  of  the  Communications  Division 

The  Engineering  Bureau  is  negotiating  with  tha  Telephone  Company  on 
matters  of  joint  interest  on  the  Communications  Division  expansion.    As  soon  as 
these  are  resolved,  the  job  will  be  submitted  for  bid.     This  is  expected  to  be  done 
within  a  few  weeks. 


Purchase  of  Fire  Equipment 

The  Purchaser  has  Issued  a  call  for  bids  for  purchase  of  a  6  x  6  fire 
fighting  truck  (approximately  $60,000),  and  bids  are  due  September  12.    The  Purchase: 
is  preparing  invitations  for  bids  on  the  two  additional  pieces  of  fire  equipment 
and  the  adaptation  of  a  pump  to  the  Airport  tank  truck. 
Water  Department  Survey 

Water  Department  personnel  advise  that  a  complete  report  will  be  forth- 
coming within  60  days  on  the  feasibility  of  taking  over  operation  of  the  Airport's 
water  distribution  system  and  billing. 
Financial  Report  for  Fiscal  Year 

The  Airport  Department's  financial  report  for  the  fiscal  year  just 
concluded  is  being  prepared  and  will  be  included  in  the  annual  report  to  the  Mayor. 
This  report  is  due  September  12  and  will  be  submitted  on  schedule.    Copies  will  be 
available  to  the  Commission  simultaneously  with  delivery  to  the  Mayor. 
Terminal  Building  Expansion  and  Development 

Considerable  progress  is  being  made  regarding  future  improvements  to  the 
Terminal  Building.    Among  matters  currently  being  discussed  with  the  Airlines 
Technical  Committee  are:    the  handling  of  pre-ticketed  baggage,  additional  airline 
ticket  counters,  conveyor  belts,  escalators,  U-Drive  counters,  self -claiming 
baggage,  and  the  possible  future  enclosure  of  patio  areas.    In  addition  to 
working  closely  with  airline  representatives  in  these  matters,  the  Airport 
Department  and  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  are  in  constant  communication.

Operations  since  last  monthly  departmental  report  continue 
normal.    However,  early  completion  of  Cherry  Division  construc- 
tion, it  is  anticipated,  will  require  considerable 
reorganization  of  combined  Hetch  Hetchy  and  Utilities  Engineer- 
ing Bureau  personnel.  Final  figures  for  the  fiscal  year  1957- 
1958  show  that  departmental  expenditures  after  providing  in 
excess  of  $5,000,000  for  bond  interest  and  redemption,  were 
less  than  the  gross  revenues  by  some  $62,000. 

The  Bureau  was  represented  at  a  hearing,  conducted  by  the  Joint 
Committee  on  Economic  and  Financial  Policies  for  State  Water 
Projects  of  the  California  State  Legislature,  on  August  28,  1958, 
in  Hayward,  California,  at  which  the  State  Department  of  Water 
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Resources  presented  its  program  for  construction  of  this 
project  and  various  interested  political  subdivisions 
contributed  their  suggestions.    The  Bureau  will  follow  the 
progress  of  this  Committee. 

Reported  on  progress  of  Hetch  Hetchy  Project's  construction 
contracts,  with  particular  reference  to  Restringing  of 
Moccasin-Newark  Transmission  Line,  Canyon-Cherry  Power  Develop- 
ment, Cherry  Power  Tunnel,  Eleanor  Diversion  Tunnel,  Intake- 
Moccasin  Transmission  Line,  Moccasin-Station  J  Transmission 
Line,  Cherry  Powerhouse,  and  Canyon  Power  Project. 

Reviewed  Airport  engineering  and  construction  activities  and 
stated  that  the  work  in  general  is  progressing  satisfactorily 
in  preparation  for  the  "Jet  Age".    Work  on  the  initial  phase 
of  the  expansion  of  the  Terminal  Area  Complex  will  begin  as  soon 
as  the  Controller  certifies  Welton  Becket  and  Associates' 
contract  for  architectural  services.    Another  application  will 
be  submitted  to  the  C.A.A.  in  the  near  future  for  grant  of 
Federal  funds  for  work  authorized  under  the  existing  one 
million  dollars  tentatively  allocated  to  City  of  San  Francisco* 

The  status  of  various  Municipal  Railway  engineering  and 
construction  projects  were  reviewed. 

Effective  October  1,  1958,  certain  personnel  and  administrative 
operations  of  Bureau  of  Light,  Heat  &  Power  will  be  changed  to 
effect  economies  in  the  operation  of  this  Bureau.  Negotiations 
are  being  carried  on  with  Contractor  R.  Flatland  to  clarify  the 
intent  and  obligations  of  City  and  Contractor  under  Contractor's 
contract  with  City  for  Maintenance  of  City-owned  Street  Light- 
ing System.    Work  has  been  completed  on  the  relocation  of  City- 
owned  street  lights  on  Fifth  Street,  between  Mission  and  Minna 
Streets.

received  a.  notice  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Parking

Department  Report:    San  Francisco  Water  Department 

by  J.  H,  Turner 

Water  sales  collections  for  the  first  twenty  days  of  September 
were  $30,539  less  than  the  same  period  last  year  and 
collections  this  fiscal  year  to  September  20,  1958  were 
4)63,460  less  than  the  same  period  last  year. 

Water  sales  in  San  Francisco  during  the  first  two  months  of 
this  fiscal  year  decreased  0.1.6%,  and  sales  in  the  suburban 
area  decreased  10.31$.    The  heavy  rainfall  last  winter, 
which  replenished  suburban  ground  water  basins,  was  o  EQjor 
f rotor  in  this  decline  in  sales.    Seasonal  increase  in 
maintenance,  accelerated  activity  in  improvements  of  water 
quality,  and  extensive  work  on  city  pipelines  by  reason  of 
street  improvement  projects  has  resulted  in  an  overexpenditure 
in  a  number  of  accounts  during  the  past  months,  which  when 
combined  with  the  low  revenues  mentioned  previously,  amounts 
to  an  estimated  deficiency  of  ^56,675  as  of  August  31,  1958. 
however,  the  financial  position  of  the  Department  is  reason- 
ably good. 

Land  management  activities  included:    Receipt  of  bids  on  the 
Sunol  gravel  lease;  continued  conferences  with  the  City  of 
Pleasanton  for  lease  of  a  600-acre  tract  for  light  industrial 
uses;  issuance  of  several  agricultural  leases  and  many  permits; 
conferences  with  the  Director  of  Property  to  expedite  sale  of 
property  already  declared  surplus  and  other  real  estate  matters; 
continued  studies  by  the  Department  and  the  City  Attorney's 
office  re  tax  assessments  on  properties  in  outside  counties 
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along  the  lines  set  forth  in  the  report  of  John  F.  Forbes  Co. 

Water  Department  engineers  are  working  with  the  staff  of  the 
Division  of  Highways,  which  has  begun  preliminary  studies  and 
the  design  of  the  Junipero  Serra  freeway  route,  in  order  that 
our  water  supply  be  protected  and  interference  with  our  oper- 
ations minimized. 

Re  construction  projects:    Lining  and  roofing  the  south  basin 
of  Sunset  Reservoir  is  21$  completed  and  work  is  on  schedule. 
Grading,  drains  and  asphaltic  concrete  lining  of  Balboa 
Reservoir  is  completed  except  for  the  final  cleaning  up 
operations. 

Preliminary  office  work  is  in  progress  on  the  program  for  the 
construction  of  San  Antonio  Darn  and  contracts  are  being 
prepared. 

Re  improvement  of  pipe  system  in  San  Francisco : -The  City 
Distribution  Division  continues  busy  with  pipeline  reconstruc- 
tion and  other  work  to  accommodate  street  improvements,  such 
as,  Geary  Boulevard  and  Portola  Drive.    An  agreement  reached 
with  the  Department  of  Works  has  materially  expedited  the 
Portola  Drive  construction. 

The  program  for  improving  the  quality  of  our  water  continues 
at  an  increased  rate. 

Re  renewal  of  house  services:  The  Department  is  preparing  a 
contract  for  the  renewal  of  about  1,000  services  in  order  to 
entirely  catch  up  on  the  outstanding  renewal  orders. 

During  the  month  the  staff  has  participated  in  several 
conferences  and  meetings  which  included  a  Feather  River  Project 
Association  meeting  in  Sonora,  the  Annual  Grand  Jury  trip  over 
the  water  project,  and  a  similar  trip  with  newspaper  editors 
from  the  Peninsula  papers;    also  attended  an  interim  committee 
meeting  on  the  California  Water  problems.

The  salient  features  of  progress  and  other  items  of 
importance  in  the  improvement,  operation  and  maintenance  of  the  San 
Francisco  Water  Department  occurring  since  August  26,  1958,  the  date 
of  my  previous  report  to  you,  are  as  follows: 

The  financial  position  of  the  Department  continues  reasonably 
good.    Water  Sales  collections  for  the  first  twenty  days  of 
September  were  $886,526  which  is  $30,589  less  than  the  same  period 
last  year  while  such  collections  this  fiscal  year  to  September  20, 
1958  amounted  to  $3,596,403  which  is  $63,460  less  than  the  same 
period  last  year.    During  the  first  two  months  of  this  fiscal  year 
water  sales  in  San  Francisco  decreased  0.16$  whereas  those  in  the 
suburban  area  show  a  decrease  of  10.31^.    This  shows  the  effect  of 
the  heavy  rainfall  last  winter,  which  replenished  the  ground  water 
basins  from  which  many  suburban  consumers  draw  their  water  supply. 
The  usual  seasonal  increase  in  maintenance,  the  accelerated 
activity  in  improvements  of  water  quality,  and  the  extensive  work  on 
city  pipelines  by  reason  of  street  improvement  projects  resulted 
in  an    overexpenditure  in  a  number  of  accounts  during  the  past  months, 
which  when  combined  with  the  low  revenues  mentioned  above  results 
in  an  estimated  deficiency  of  revenues  over  expenditures  of 
$56,675  as  of  August  31,  1958. 

Land  management  activities  included  the  following  items: 

1.  Receipt  of  bids  on  the  Sunol  gravel  lease. 

2.  Continued  conferences  with  the  City  of  Pleasanton  for 
leasing  a  600-acre  tract  for  light  industrial  uses. 

3.  Recreation  and  Park  Commission  has  determined  to  use 
Francisco  Street  Reservoir  tract  as  a  park. 

4.  Requests  were  made  to  the  Director  of  Property  to 
expedite  sale  of  property  already  declared  surplus 
and  to  move  more  rapidly  on  other  real  estate  matters. 

5.  The  issuance  of  several  agricultural  leases  and 
many  permits. 

Studies  were  continued  by  the  Department  and  the  City 
Attorney's  office  with  reference  to  tax  assessments  on  properties 


in  outside  counties  as  covered  by  the  report  of  the  John  F.  Forbes  C 


The  staff  of  the  Division  of  Highways  has  begun  preliminary 
studies  and  the  design  of  the  Junipero  Serra  freeway  route 
extension  through  San  Mateo  County.    Water  Department  engineers  are 
working  in  close  touch  with  the  Highway  people  in  order  that  our 
water  supply  be  protected  and  interference  with  our  operations 
minimized. 

The  contract  work  of  lining  and  roofing  the  south  basin  of 
Sunset  Reservoir  is  21$  completed,  and  workwise,  is  on  schedule. 
The  work  of  grading,  drains  and  asphaltic  concrete  lining  of  Balboa 
Reservoir  is  completed  except  for  the  final  cleaning  up  operations. 

Preliminary  office  work  is  in  progress  on  the  program  for 
the  construction  of  the  San  Antonio  Dam,  and  contracts  are  being 
prepared  for  two  sizable  jobs  of  work  made  necessary  through  flood 
conditions  of  last  winter. 

Numerous  contracts  are  in  progress  and  under  preparation 
for  the  improvement  of  the  pipe  system  in  San  Francisco.    The  City 
Distribution  Division  continues  busy  with  pipeline  reconstruction 
and  other  work  to  accommodate  street  improvements  such  as  Geary 
Boulevard  and  Portola  Drive.     An  agreement  was  reached  with  the 
Department  of  Works  which  has  materially  expedited  the  Portola 
Drive  construction. 

The  program  for  improving  the  quality  of  water  served  our 
consumers  continues  at  an  increased  rate.    Mains  are  being  flushed, 
a  second  large  reservoir  is  being  drained  preparatory  to  cleaning, 
several  new  chlorinating  plants  are  under  construction,  and  certain 
existing  plants  have  been  modernized. 

Although  considerable  progress  is  made  monthly  in  the  renewal 
of  house  services  the  backlog  continues  at  a  substantial  figure, 
so  the  Department  is  preparing  a  contract  for  the  renewal  of  about 
1000  services  in  order  to  entirely  catch  up  on  the  outstanding 
renewal  orders , 

During  the  month  the  staff  has  participated  in  several 
important  conferences  and  meetings  which  included  a  Feather  River 
Project  Association  meeting  in  Sonora,  the  Annual  Grand  Jury 
trip  over  the  water  project,  and  a  similar  trip  with  newspaper 
editors  from  the  Peninsula  papers;  also  attended  was  an  interim 
committee  meeting  on  the  California  Water  problems. 

Several  divisions  of  the  Water  Department  have  submitted- all 
the  data  requested  by  Mr.  Roy  E.  Wehe  for  his  Water  Rate  Study  in 
addition  to  holding  several  conferences  on  this  subject.    This  study 
should  be  ready  about  November  10,  1958.

REPORT  OF  MANAGER,  AIRPORT  DEPARTMENT 
TO  THE  PUBLIC  UTILITIES  COMMISSION  October  7,  1958 

Traffic 

Passenger  traffic  figures  for  the  month  of  August  indicate  a  decline  of 
slightly  less  than  1%7,  (1.4%)  for  the  sane  period  of  1957.    Total  "in  and  out' 
passengers  amounted  to  408,603,  as  compared  to  414,314  in  August,  1957.  This 
represents  a  loss  of  5,711  passengers. 

This  is  the  first  month  that  passenger  traffic  has  declined  when  compared 
with  the  same  period  of  the  preceding  year.    An  analysis  reveals  that  the  major 
decrease  occurred  with  Western  Airlines.    It  is  possible  that  this  carrier  may  not 
have  fully  recovered  from  the  prolonged  period  of  suspended  operations  from 
February  22  through  June  10. 

Inasmuch  as  the  usual  accelerated  summer  season  traffic  cannot  be 
separated  from  regular  passenger  volume,  it  is  felt  that  this  decline  failed  to  be 
evident  until  the  August  statistics  were  compiled.    Now  that  the  usual  volume  of 
summer  traffic  has  lessened,  the  figures  reveal  that  WAL  has  not  assumed  the 
usual  proportion  of  passengers.    This  becomes  evident  when  compared  with  other 
large  volume  carriers  that  indicate  a  slight  increase  in  passengers  over  previous 
years. 

The  above  comments  should  not  be  construed  as  the  sole  cause  for  August's 
passenger  decline.    Traffic  has  dropped  at  airports  throughout  the  nation.    As  an 
example,  one  major  air  terminal  reports  an  87.  decline  in  domestic  traffic,  and  a 
5%  drop  in  international  passenger  volume. 
Terminal  Planning 

Representatives  of  the  architectural  firm  of  Wei ton  Becket  &  Associates, 
members  of  the  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  and  Airport  management  have  met  twice 
recently  with  the  Airlines  Technical  Committee  with  the  objective  of  obtaining 
approval  of  the  revised  master  plan  for  the  terminal  complex  and  programming  of  the 
initial  state  of  development.     It  is  expected  that  the  carriers  will  shortly 
approve  the  current  planning  preliminarily,  immediately  after  which  a  presentation 


will  be  made  to  this  Commission. 
Hilton  Inn 

Final  architectural  drawings  for  the  Hilton  Inn  have  been  approved  by  this 
Commission  and  will  be  presented  for  Art  Commission  approval  at  that  body's  next 
meeting,  and  following  Art  Commission  approval,  actual  construction  should  be  under 
way  in  the  immediate  future.    Fill  operations  at  the  site  have  been  completed  and 
utilities  installations  are  being  made. 
Lease  Negotiations 

As  soon  as  drawings  are  submitted,  a  second  preliminary  draft  of  the  lease 
for  1  1/3  acres  of  airport  property  to  the  Shell  Oil  Company  will  be  prepared.  The 
proposed  area  will  be  used  by  Shell  as  an  addition  to  that  company's  bulk  storage 
facilities. 

Negotiations  are  continuing  in  the  matter  of  making  one  additional  acre 
available  to  the  tank  farm  area  leased  by  Standard  Oil  of  California. 

United  Air  Lines  representatives  and  SFIA  management  have  reached  a 
tentative  agreement  regarding  the  leasing  of  Pier  B.    The  final  document  will  be 
presented  to  this  Commission  within  a  very  short  time. 

The  Airport  Candy  Store  (in  the  terminal  building)  will  soon  become  a 
retail  outlet  for  Blum's  merchandise  and  will  be  redecorated  in  accordance  with 
the  decor  of  Blum's  stores  throughout  the  Bay  Area.    The  agreement  between  Blum's 
and  the  Airport  tenant  does  not  affect  the  City's  lease  with  this  operator. 

In  connection  with  anticipated  pavement  sweeping  for  jets,  Airport  manage- 
ment has  written  several  firms  that  offer  airport  pavement  sweeping  service. 
Reolies  are  being  analyzed  after  which  a  meeting  will  be  called  to  discuss  various 
procedures  and  arrangements  with  the  carriers.     Concurrently,  the  Airport  Department 
is  continuing  to  investigate  the  products  of  sweeper  manufacturers.  Airport 
policy  and  practice  in  this  regard  are  expected  to  be  established  well  in  advance 
of  the  first  scheduled  Jet  operations  at  SFIA. 


U-Drive  Space  -  Ground  Floor,  Terminal  Building 

To  date,  only  Avis  has  confirmed  in  writing  its  preference  as  to  space 
location  within  the  new  ground  floor  concept.    Airport  management  will  continue  to 
discuss  this  matter  with  the  other  U-Drive  operators  and  secure  their  confirmation 
for  space. 
Expansion  Progress: 

Construction  projects  at  SFIA  are  moving  toward  completion  on  schedule. 

The  entire  framework  of  Pier  E  and  connecting  concourse  has  been  completed, 
and  as  of  the  end  of  last  week,  the  entire  structure  received  final  roofing. 

The  additional  CAA  facilities  on  the  6th  floor  of  the  Terminal  are 
rapidly  nearing  the  stage  when  interior  construction  can  begin.    The  steel  framework 
was  positioned  several  weeks  ago  and  is  now  becoming  an  attractive  addition  to  the 
silhouette  of  the  building. 

Fill  operations  at  the  ends  of  Runways  19  and  28  are  continuing.  The 
entire  circulation  road  has  been  brought  up  to  grade  and  is  partially  paved.  The 
balance  of  paving  will  be  accomplished  next  summer. 
Trade  &  Transportation  Committee 

A  group  of  approximately  30  members  of  the  Committee  for  Trade  and  Trans- 
portation Development  of  the  Bay  Area  will  visit  SFIA  tomorrow,  October  8,  to  hear 
plans  for  the  development  of  the  Airport,  and  to  tour  the  facility.     The  party  will 
have  inspected  Oakland  Airport  prior  to  their  arrival  at  SFIA. 
Boeing  707 

As  a  part  of  the  recent  Festival  of  the  Pacific,  Pan  American  World  Airways 
arranged  to  have  a  Boeing  707  visit  SFIA.     The  aircraft  was  placed  on  static  display 
at  the  Terminal  during  the  afternoon  of  September  15.    Neither  the  arrival  nor 
departure  of  this  first  commercial  Jet  transport  of  American  manufacture  occasioned 
any  complaint  from  the  neighboring  communities. 
" Tour  Your  Airport  Day" 

Sunday,  September  21,  was  "Tour  Your  Airport  Day",  an  annual  event  spon- 
sored by  the  Aviation  Committee  of  the  SF  Junior  Chamber  of  Commerce;  this  year's 
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program  is  considered  to  have  been  an  outstanding  success.    It  is  estimated  that 
over  10,000  people  visited  SFIA  facilities,  and  several  hundred  took  advantage  of 
the  sightseeing  flights  offered  by  participating  airlines. 
Employee  News  Letter 

In  order  to  keep  Airport  Department  personnel  better  informed  on  Airport 
activities  and  progress,  a  periodic  newsletter  is  being  developed  for  employee  dis- 
tribution.   One  of  the  major  objectives  of  the  program  is  to  give  those  employees  of 
the  swing  and  midnight  shifts,  and  those  working  away  from  the  terminal  building,  a 
closer  feeling  of  being  a  part  of  the  Airport  team.

Operating  revenue  amounted  to  $3,916,667  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1958,  an 
increase  of  $581,209  from  the  $3,335,458  total  revenue  for  the  previous  comparable 
period. 

Operating  expenses  amounted  to  $1,991,186  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1958,  an 
increase  of  $112,131  f  rom  the  $1,879,055  total  expenses  for  the  previous  comparable 
period.

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 
General 

Operations  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  during  the  past  month  continued  to  be 
normal.    The  water  in  storage  at  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  is  290,000  acre-feet 
as  compared  with  2*44,000  acre-feet  at  the  same  time  last  year.    This  is  the 
largest  volume  of  water  remaining  in  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  at  this  date  in 
many  years. 

Storage  at  Lake  Lloyd  has  been  drax-m  down  during  the  past  two  months  from  a 
maximum  of  268,000  acre-feet  to  approximately  90,000  acre- feet  in  order  to 
permit  construction  work  on  the  Eleanor-Cherry  Diversion  Tunnel  and  on  the 
foundations  of  the  Cherry  Powerhouse. 

Water  Policy 

Cn  October  2,  1958,  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  and  the  San  Francisco  Water  Depart- 
ment were  represented  before  the  Senate  Interim  Committee  on  Proposed  Water 
Projects,  Senator  Stephen  P.  Teale,  Chairman.    This  Committee  had  asked  that 
a  series  of  eighteen  questions  be  answered,  which  questions  had  to  do  with  the 
adequacy  or  need  of  the  various  political  subdivisions  throughout  the  State  for 
additional  water  supply.    A  joint  paper  was  prepared  by  the  two  departments  in 
which  all  of  the  questions  were  answered.    The  City°s  two  representatives  were 
questioned  extensively  by  the  Committee.    No  unfavorable  attitude  on  the  part 
of  the  Committee  was  apparent. 
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Report  on  Rate  Analysis 

Under  contract  with  the  Bureau,  Mr,  Roy  A.  Wehe,  consulting  rate  engineer,  has 
submitted  on  September  30  j  1953,  a  report  on  "Cost  and  Rate  Analysis,  Hetch 
Hetchy  Water  and  Power  Divisions".    This  report  covers  a  detail  study  of  the 
Projects  earning  position,  operating  costs,  and  financial  requirements  leading 
to  recommendation  as  to  appropriate  rates  and  charges  for  Ketch  Hetchy  water 
and  power.    The  report  is  now  under  review  by  the  Bureau0  s  staff  and  although 
it  is  of  a  voluminous  nature,  it  is  hoped  to  have  a  staff  report  on  the  subject 
at  an  early  date,    A  companion  report,  covering  the  San  Francisco  Water 
Department,  is  currently  under  preparation  by  iir.  "Wehe, 

Taxes 

On  September  18,  1958  a  letter  was  received  from  iir,  C,  2.  Harthorn,  Assessor 
of  Tuolumne  County,  requesting  permission  to  review  the  records  of  the  Hetch 
Hetchy  Project  relative  to  a  proposed  reassessment  of  the  City's  properties  in 
Tuolumne  County  with  special  emphasis  on  water  rights.    Said  reassessment  is 
for  the  purpose  of  increasing  the  tax  revenue  of  the  County.    This  department 
will  fully  cooperate  with  lir.  Harthorn  in  this  matter  for  the  purpose  of 
arriving  at  an  equitable  solution  of  the  problem. 

Improvements  to  Operating  Properties 

The  construction  of  the  storage  building  at  i.dguel  ileadows  has  been  completed 
and  will  be  available  for  use  by  the  snow  surveyors  this  coming  winter. 

Replacement  of  the  old  copper  conductor  with  aluminum  conductor,  steel  re- 
inforced, has  been  completed  on  the  first  circuit  of  the  westerly  nine-mile 
section  of  the  iloccasin-rJewark  transmission  line.    Work  on  the  second  circuit 
is  proceeding  satisfactorily.

CMIYOH-CHETRY  POWER  DEVELOP!  0SHT 
Status  of  Power  Development 

The  Bureau  now  has  firm  bid  prices  for  substantially  all  of  the  work  required 
on  the  first  phase  of  the  power  development  to  bring  electric  power  from  Cherry 
Poi-ierhouse  to  the  termination  of  the  new  transmission  line  at  Oakdale  Substation 
and  Hodesto  Substation  J.    It  appears  that  the  total  cost  of  this  work  including 
engineering  and  possible  escalation  on  the  hydraulic  and  generating  equipment 
will  approximate  $30,000,000. 

Conferences  have  been  held  with  Sverdrup  and  Parcel  and  with  the  Bureau's  Board 
of  Consultants  to  discuss  the  general  aspects  and  the  timing  of  the  second  phase 
of  the  power  development,  the  Canyon  Project,    The  Board  has  recommended  that 
the  construction  of  the  Canyon  Project  proceed  as  fast  as  may  be  possible  so 
that  advantage  can  be  taken  of  the  favorable  prices  now  existing.    Under  thuse 
conditions  it  appears  that  the  entire  power  development  including  the  Canyon 
Project  could  be  completed  well  within  the  funds  available  from  the  1955  Hetch 
Hetchy  Power  Bonds.    The  Bureau  is  making  studies  on  the  financing  of  the  bond 
servicing  requirements  if  the  construction  schedule  for  the  Canyon  Project  were 
moved  ahead  two  years. 

Tunnel  Work 

Work  on  the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel  is  continuing  satisfactorily  with  a  total 
including  the  adit,  of  approximately  19,000  feet  driven  to  date.  Current 


progress  indicates  that  driving  of  the  tunnel  trill  be  completed  ahead  of  schedule. 
VJork  at  the  upstream  portal  of  the  5 » ^50-foot  Eleanor-Cherry  Diversion  Tunnel 
is  proceeding  satisfactorily.    The  water  elevation  in  Lake  Lloyd  is  now  low 
enough  to  permit  the  contractor  to  start  driving  the  tunnel  from  the  downstream 
end. 

Transmission  Lines 

Work  on  construction  of  footings  and  erection  of  steel  towers  for  the  Ihtake- 
Iloccasin  transmission  line  is  approximately  25  percent  complete. 

The  contract  for  furnishing  the  towers  for  the  iloccasin-Station  J  transmission 
line  has  been  awarded  by  the  Purchaser  to  Bethlehem  Pacific  Coast  Steel 
Corporation  in  the  amount  of  $436,400.     Delivery  of  these  towers  is  scheduled 
to  commence  in  April,  1959s  and  to  be  completed  in  June,  1959*    Plans  and 
specifications  for  the  construction  of  this  line  are  being  prepared  by  Sverdrup 
and  Parcel. 

Cherry  Powerhouse 

Contract  for  construction  of  Cherry  Powerhouse,  Cherry  Penstock  System  and 
Intake  Switchyard  has  been  awarded  and  certified  to  the  joint  venture  consisting 
of  Gunther  and  Shirley  Co.,  S.  V.  Lane  Corporation,  Thomas  Construction  Co.,  and 
Harms  Brothers,  of  Sacramento,  in  the  amount  of  $5» 230,174.    The  first  contract 
day  was  yesterday  October  13>  1953>  with  all  contract  work  required  to  be 
completed  by  June  3»  I960.    The  contractor  is  already  moving  on  to  the  job  site. 

The  Purchaser  of  Supplies  is  reviewing  the  specifications  and  proposal  conditions 
prepared  by  the  Bureau  for  the  procurement  of  the  power  transformers  for  Cherry 
Powerhouse  and  Warnerville  Substation  at  a  total  estimated  cost  of  $1,580,000.

It  is  expected  that  bids  will  be  advertised  for  thic  equipment  by  next  week. 
Access  Road  to  Site  at  Canyon  Powerhouse 

Construction  of  the  access  road,  3/^  wile  in  length,  from  Early  Intake  to  the 
site  of  the  Canyon  Powerhouse,  is  approximately  90  percent  complete. 

Rights  of  Way 

Stipulations  to  the  Forest  Service  relative  to  a  Raker  Act  application  for 
rights  of  way  for  the  access  road  to  the  surge  shaft  of  the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel, 
a  22,000-volt  transmission  stub  line  and  a  warehouse  and  construction  camp  site, 
were  signed  by  the  i-Jayor  on  September  26,  1958,  and  were  forwarded  to  the 
Regional  Forester,  U.  S.  Forest  Service.    It  is  anticipated  that  approval  of 
the  rights  of  way  will  be  forthcoming  in  the  very  near  future  from  the  U,  S. 
Land  Office,  Bureau  of  Land  ilanagement,  U.  S.  Department  of  the  Interior  at 
Sacramento . 

Negotiations  with  the  National  Park  Service  and  the  U.  S.  Forest  Service  rela- 
tive to  stipulations  for  rights  of  way  for  the  Canyon  Power  Project  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Raker  Act  are  proceeding.    The  problem  of  the  amount  of  water 
to  be  released  down  the  Tuolumne  River  from  Ketch  Eetchy  Reservoir  to  maintain 
fish  life  after  the  Canyon  Powerhouse  is  in  operation,  must  still  be  resolved. 

Bond  Sale 

Bids  will  be  opened  by  the  Controller  on  October  27,  1958  for  the  sale  of  bonds 
in  the  amount  of  $2,000,000  for  the  1955  Ketch  Hetchy  Power  Bond  Fund.  Funds 
from  this  sale  will  substantially  complete  the  financing  of  the  Cherry  portion 
of  the  power  development. 
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AIRPORT,  SpiIimiKG  AMD  COl^TRUgriOH 
Pier  S 

The  steel  frame  for  both  Pier  2,  and  its  connecting  concourse  to  the  Terminal 
Building  has  been  completed  and  roofing  has  been  placed.    Porcelain  enamel 
exterior  panels  and  steel  stairways  are  being  installed.    Interior  partitions 
are  being  constructed  and  work  is  progressing  on  the  installation  of  electrical 
and  mechanical  equipment. 

Fill  for  Runway  intensions  and  Roadways 

Luring  the  past  month  good  progress  has  been  made  on  placing  of  fill  for  the 
extension  of  the  east-west  runway  system.    The  Contractor  has  added  considerably 
to  his  fleet  of  trucks  and  the  job  is  about  70  percent  completed.    The  placing 
of  surcharge  material,  to  accelerate  the  settlement  of  the  fill,  should  be 
started  next  week.    Weather  permitting,  this  project  could  be  completed  by  the 
end  of  November. 

The  fill  for  the  extension  of  Runway  1R  is  approximately  35  percent  completed. 
The  Contractor  has  cut  back  from  two  shifts  to  one  shift  per  day,  but  this 
project  should  be  completed  during  the  coming  month. 

The  contract  for  the  placing  of  fill  for  the  circulation  road  system,  including 
the  construction  of  a  reinforced  concrete  bridge,  has  been  completed.  Some 
paving  was  performed  under  this  contract,  but  most  of  the  paving  for  this  road- 
way will  be  placed  next  year  after  the  fill  material  has  had  a  chance  to  settle. 

Addition  to  Sixth  Floor  of  Terminal  Building 

All  structural  steel  framing  is  complete  and  the  entire  area  has  been  roofed. 
Insulation  material  has  been  placed  on  the  walls  and  ceiling  and  exterior  plaster 
will  be  placed  shortly. 


Fill  of  Leased  /areas 

Fill  material  is  being  placed  in  the  l^-acre  parcel  of  land  under  lease  to 
United  Air  Lines  for  vehicle  parking  purposes.    To  date,  only  a  small  percentage 
of  the  fill  has  been  placed. 

Commencement  of  work  on  the  filling  of  Plot  5  for  United  Air  Lines  plane  parking 
is  awaiting  certification  of  the  contract. 

Hiscellaneous  Construction  Contracts 

The  contract  for  the  extension  of  the  storm  drainage  system  and  the  paving  of  a 
portion  of  Roadway  R-2  south  of  the  Airport  entrance  road  is  about  50  percent 
completed. 

Contract  work  will  start  shortly  on  removal  of  silt  from  Airport  drainage  canals. 
Bids  were  received  on  October  2  for  a  relatively  small  contract  that  will  pro- 
vide improvements  to  the  boiler  plant  in  the  Service  Building. 

Architectural.  Contract 

Cn  September  25,  1958  the  Controller  certified  the  contract  for  the  employment 
of  Wei ton  Eecket  and  Associates  for  architectural  services  in  connection  with 
the  expansion  of  the  Terminal  Area  Complex.    Meetings  have  been  held  with  the 
Architects,  at  which  representatives  of  the  Airport  Advisory  Committee,  Airport 
Department  and  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  have  been  present.    The  Architect 
is  working  on  his  initial  assignment,  that  of  preparing  a  u'aster  Plan  of  the 
Terminal  Area  Complex. 

C.A.A.  Pro.iect  5915 

The  Grant  Agreement  for  Project  5915  has  been  formally  accepted  by  the  City. 
The  contract  for  construction  of  taxiway  shoulders  under  this  Grant  Agreement 
has  been  advertised  and  bids  are  due  on  October  16th.    The  Federal  share  of  this 
contract  is  ¥121,212  and  is  part  of  the  $1,000,000  allocation  to  the  City  re- 
ceived earlier  this  year. 
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RAILVJAY  EUGDlEERIilG  AZjD  CONSTRUCTION 

Relocating  Trolley  Coach  Overhead  for  No,  30  Line 

I  fork  on  this  project  is  approximately  70  percent  complete,    A  modification  of 
contract  for  a  change  in  the  alignment  of  the  special  overhead  work  at  Third 
and  Market  Streets  is  being  processed.    This  modification  was  due  to  a  sub- 
sequent change  in  traffic  island  location  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 

Relocating  Duct  Line  on  Eleventh  Street 

The  contract  for  the  relocation  of  the  Municipal  Railway  duct  line  on  Eleventh 
Street  at  Ilarket  Street  is  62  percent  complete.    The  duct  line  with  the  re- 
o;uired  manholes  has  been  completed.    The  installation  of  the  feeders  will 
proceed  upon  delivery  of  the  cable  from  the  manufacturer. 

Rehabilitation  of  Uashington  and  Ilason  Garhouse 

Plans  and  specifications  for  this  work  have  been  revised  and  bids  will  be  received 

on  October  16,  1953* 

BUREAU  OF  LIGHT,  HEAT  AID  POSTER 

Under  certain  changes  in  administrative  procedures  and  reassignment  of  personnel 
effective  October  1,  1958,  the  functions  of  the  Bureau  of  Light,  Heat  and  Power 
are  expected  to  be  more  satisfactory. 

fith  reference  to  Bureau  of  Light,  Heat  and  Power  Contract  Ho.  158  for  the 
maintenance  of  City-owned  street  lighting  facilities,  conferences  have  been 
held  with  R.  Flatland,  contractor,  representatives  of  the  Controller's  office, 
and  the  Bureau1 s  staff,  in  order  to  clarify  the  intent  and  obligations  of  the 
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contracting  parties.  Tentative  agreement  has  been  reached  and  papers  coverin 
certain  modifications  of  contract  and  clarifications  are  being  processed.

DISPOSAL  OF  OLD  BUSES; 

On  September  22,  the  Purchaser  of  Supplies  received  bids 
for  20  of  the  old  buses  that  were  for  sale.     The  Railway  put  a 
minimum  price  of  i|?500  on  each,  and  only  three  of  the  buses  were 
sold.     At  the  present  time  there  is  no  demand  for  this  type  of 
equipment  in  the  second-hand  market. 

PLATFORM  PERSONNEL: 

It  is  probable  that  the  shortage  of  manpower  on  the 
platform  will  be  greatly  relieved  within  the  next  couple  of 
weeks.     Our  employment  program  has  picked  up  so  that  we  have 
59  in  training  who  will  enter  the  service  very  shortly. 

In  September,  we  lost  19  men.     Up  to  and  including  the 
l^th  of  October,  we  have  lost  15  men.     Several  months  prior  to 
September,  we  lost  more  than  one  employee  per  day.     Most  of  the 
men  quit  giving  as  their  excuses  such  as  the  following  — 
"to  seek  other  employment0,  u leaving  San  Francisco1',  "entering 
business  for  himself",  etc. 

It  is  hoped  that  we  will  soon  reach  a  normal  rate  of 
loss,  as  many  companies  in  the  East  are  laying  off  men.

to  the  PUBLIC  UTILITIES  COMMISSION  November  5,  1958 

Runway  Pavement  Sweeper 

For  the  past  few  months  Airport  management  has  been  concerned  about 
pavement  sweeping  requirements  of  air  carriers  in  connection  with  the  operation  of 
jet  aircraft.    Several  meetings  have  been  held  in  an  effort  to  determine  the 
extent  to  which  pavement  sweeping  will  be  required  and  the  type  of  equipment 
deemed  necessary  to  adequately  accomplish  this  function. 

As  a  result  of  the  meetings  with  carrier  representatives,  we  initiated 
a  survey  to  inquire  of  other  major  aviation  facilities  what  their  findings  had  been 
in  this  regard.    Management  also  contacted  various  organisations  willing  to  parti- 
cipate in  a  runway  pavement  sweeping  program  on  a  contractual  basis. 

Following  other  meetings,  and  the  evaluation  of  the  two  surveys,  it  was 
mutually  decided  by  the  airport  and  the  airlines  that  the  purchase  of  a  large 
vacuum  pavement  sweeper  should  be  deferred  until  such  time  as  SFIA  has  acquired  a 
greater  experience  with  jet  aircraft  operations.    This  decision  was  based,  in 
part,  on  the  findings  of  Pan  American  World  Airways  following  180  hours  of 
operations  with  a  Boeing  707-120  jet.    PAA  Indicated  that  any  program  involving 
runway  maintenance  associated  with  jet  operations  should  emphasize  two  points: 
1)  frequent  inspection  of  operating  areas,  and  2)  the  Immediate  availability  of 
adequate  sweeping  equipment,  if  such  sweeping  is  indicated  by  the  inspection. 
Just  what  equipment  will  be  considered  "adequate"  remains  to  be  decided  following 
several  months  of  jet  operational  experience. 

In  the  interim,  however,  the  purchase  of  a  pavement  sweeper  which  will 
serve  the  dual  function  of  street  sweeping  and  runway  cleaning  has  been  approved 
by  the  Commission.    This  machine  is  to  be  equipped  with  two-way  radio  (CAA  tower 
frequency)  so  as  to  permit  operation  wherever  needed. 
Wea^  Coast  Airlines 

An  official  of  West  Coast  Airlines  recently  met  with  Airport  management 
to  confer  on  leasing  arrangements.    CAB  has  tentatively  awarded  WCA  a  certificate 


authorizing  that  carrier  to  extend  its  operations  to  San  Francisco,  thereby 
bringing  a  new  airline  to  SFIA. 

At  the  same  time  CAB  authorised  WCA  to  fly  into  San  Francisco,  the 
Board  extended  Pacific  Airline's  route  north  to  Portland,  Oregon. 
Qantas  Jet  Team 

During  the  month  just  past,  SFIA  was  visited  by  a  team  of  experts 
representing  Qantas  Empire  Airways.    This  group  is  currently  in  the  process  of 
surveying  major  airports  throughout  the  world  with  regard  to  the  handling  of 
jet  equipment.    The  group  expressed  great  satisfaction  with  San  Francisco's 
facilities. 

SFIA  Telephone  Directory 

A  new  airport  telephone  directory  has  recently  been  published  through 
the  courtesy  of  Mercury  International  Companies  (insurance).    The  spiral-bound 
volume  lists  all  SFIA  tenants,  federal  offices,  and  Airport  Department  sections. 
The  directory  is  a  considerable  Improvement  over  previous  editions.

HETCH  HSTCHY  PROJECT 
Genoral 

So  far  as  operations  are  concerned,  nothing  of  importance  has  occurred  during 
the  past  month.    Storage  conditiono  at  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  continue  to  be 
good.    The  carryover  storage  from  this  year's  heavy  runoff  will  be  beneficial 
to  the  City  in  the  event  next  year  is  a  dry  year. 

The  program  of  lowering  the  surface  of  Lake  Lloyd  Reservoir  to  permit  the  con- 
struction of  the  Eleanor-Cherry  Tunnel  has  been  completed.    Water  only  for  the 
operation  of  Early  Intake  Powerhouse  is  now  being  released  so  that  the  Cherry 
Powerhouse  contractor  can  proceed  with  excavation  work  for  the  powerhouse  founda- 
tions adjacent  to  the  Cherry  River  Bed. 

Flood  Damage  Suit 

Suits  against  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (Hewitt,  Scott  and  Greene 
vs.  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  Mariposa  County  Action  No.  3616,  3617,  3618) 
relative  to  alleged  flooding  during  the  December,  1955 »  floods,  of  three  cabins 
located  upstream  from  the  culverts  at  the  Cherry  Valley  Road  crossing  of  the 
Middle  Fork  of  the  Tuolumne  River,  was  tried  in  Mariposa,  California,  on 
October  28,  1958.    Plaintiffs  claimed  that  the  City's  replacement  of  an  existing 
railroad  trestle  with  large  diameter  culverts  when  the  Cherry  Valley  Road  was 
constructed  resulted  in  raising  the  level  of  the  water  in  December,  1955*  causing 
flooding  of  the  cabins.

On  November  5,  1958,  a  meeting  was  held  in  my  office  between  representatives  of 
Tuolumne  County  and  of  the  City  relative  to  taxes  paid  by  the  City  in  that  county. 
Representing  Tuolumne  County  were  C.  E»  Harthorn,  Assessor,  and  Ralph  Thiel, 
Supervisor,    The  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  discuss  the  proposed  reassessment 
of  the  City's  water  rights  in  Tuolumne  County.    Also  discussed  at  that  time  was 
the  matter  of  possible  tax  relief  for  counties  of  origin  through  state  legislation. 
No  definite  decisions  or  conclusions  were  reached. 

Improvements  to  Operating  Properties 

Replacement  of  the  old  copper  conductor  on  the  second  circuit  of  the  westerly 
nine-mile  section  of  the  Moccasin-Newark  transmission  line  is  nearing  completion 
and  all  work  under  this  contract  should  be  completed  within  two  weeks. 

Reroofing  of  five  cottages  at  Moccasin  is  nearly  complete  with  repapering  and 
final  mopping  finished  and  tile  being  relayed. 

Rehabilitation  of  electrical  equipment  and  installation  of  emergency  power  supply 
unit  at  Priest  Gate  Tower  performed  by  City  forces  under  a  departmental  contract 
has  been  completed. 
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At  the  request  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health,  studies  are  under  way 
for  the  relocation  of  the  sanitary  sewer  between  Moccasin  Village  and  the 
septic-tanks  below  Moccasin  Lower  Dam,    It  is  the  concern  of  the  Staters  engineers 
to  protect  the  quality  of  the  City's  water  supply  in  the  event  of  an  earthquake 
or  other  condition  that  may  cause  a  failure  in  the  sewer  line  which  is  located 
in  proximity  to  Moccasin  re-regulating  reservoir. 

CANYON-CHERRY  POWER  DEVELOPMENT 
General 

All  phases  of  the  engineering  and  construction  work  on  the  Canyon-Cherry  Power 
Development  are  in  general  proceeding  satisfactorily. 

Tunnel  Work 

The  Contractor  on  the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel  continues  to  make  good  progress  with 
approximately  21,200  feet  having  been  driven  to  date.    Work  has  commenced  at  the 
Cherry  Portal  of  the  Eleanor-Cherry  Diversion  Tunnel  to  prepare  for  driving  that 
tunnel. 

Transmission  Lines 

Concrete  tower  footings  have  been  constructed  over  about  one  half  of  the  new 
transmission  line  between  Early  Intake  and  Moccasin.    Erection  of  the  towers  has 
been  very  slow  with  only  about  20$  completed  to  date.    However,  the  Contractor 
is  taking  steps  to  improve  the  erection  rate. 

Cherry  Powerhouse 

Good  progress  is  being  made  on  excavation  for  the  powerhouse  foundation  and 
penstocks,  as  well  as  the  channel  in  the  Cherry  River  adjacent  to  the  powerhouse. 
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A  detailed  progress  inspection  report  dated  October  13,  1958,  has  been  received 
from  R.  W.  Hunt  Co.,  Chicago,  who  is  furnishing  the  City  inspection  services  on 
the  manufacture  of  the  genorators  for  Cherry  Powerhouse,    Progress  to  date  is 
good  and  the  Aliis-Chalmera  Manufacturing  Company  has  already  commenced  shipment 
of  parts  for  the  generating  equipment  to  be  installed  in  the  powerhouse. 

Canyon  Power  Tunnel 

The  complex  problem  of  connecting  the  proposed  power  tunnel  for  Canyon  Powerhouse 
to  the  existing  outlet  works  at  O'Shaughnessy  Dam  is  being  studied.  Several 
plans  have  been  developed  and  are  being  reviewed  for  their  engineering  and 
economic  feasibility  by  the  Board  of  Consultants  and  the  Bureau. 

Rights  of  Wav 

Final  approval  was  received  on  October  9»  1958,  from  the  Manager,  U.  S.  Land 
Office,  Bureau  of  Land  Management,  U.  S.  Department  of  the  Interior  in 
Sacramento,  for  rights  of  way  for  the  access  road  to  the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel 
surge  shaft,  for  a  22,000-volt  transmission  stub  line  and  a  construction 
warehouse  and  camp  site  under  a  Raker  Act  application. 

On  October  29,  1958,  a  conference  was  held  at  U.  S.  Forest  Service  headquarters 
in  San  Francisco  between  representatives  of  the  Forest  Service,  National  Park 
Service,  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service,  the  State  Department  of  Fish  and  Game,  and 
myself,  together  with  members  of  my  staff    and  of  the  City  Attorney's  Office, 
relative  to  stipulations  pertaining  to  the  City's  application  for  an  amendment 
of  the  location  of  the  Canyon  Power  Project  which  the  City  has  filed  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Raker  Act,    Stipulations  relative  to  required  water  releases 
from  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  to  sustain  fish  life  were  submitted  for  the  City's 
consideration.    The  Bureau  is  reviewing  the  proposed  stipulations  as  to  their 
effect  on  the  operation  of  the  Canyon  Power  Plant.

Traffic 

October  passenger  traffic  figures  indicate  an  increase  of  better  than 
5%%  (5, 57.)  when  compared  with  the  same  period  of  1957 *  >  Total  'in  and  out" 
passengers  amounted  to  358,930  as  compared  with  540,024  in  October  of  last  year, 
or  an  actual  increase  of  18,956  passengers. 

The  CA£  Control  Tower  recorded  a  total  of  17,556  aircraft  operation^  during 
October.    Airline  arrivals  and  departures  amounted  to  11,390,  representing  an  in- 
crease of  over  47.  (4.2%)  when  compared  with  the  soma  period  of  a  year  ago*  Air- 
line operations  increased  by  464  movements  over  October  of  1957. 

Total  mail  poundage  (air  n&il  and  first  class  mail  by  air)  moved  through 
San  Francisco  during  October  was  up  18%  over  the  same  period  of  a  year  ago.  Air 
mail  increased  21%  (21.37.),  while  first  cl*sa  mail  by  air  increased  97,.  Total 
mail  volume  amounted  to  3,6$2,596  pounds  as  compared  to  3,130,628  pounds  for 
October  1957.    This  represents  an  actual  increase  of  561,968  pounds. 

The  combined  volume  of  express  and  freight  shewed  better  than  an  $%%  (§,7%) 
Increase  over  the  preceding  corresponding  period  of  last  year.    Total  cargo,  ex- 
clusive of  mail,  amounted  to  9,621,195  pounds,  or  an  actual  increase  of  773,435 
pounds  over  October  1957. 
Lease  Negotiations ,  Land 

The  Airport  Department  i*  currently  involved  ia  several  iajad  lease  negotia» 
tions  in  various  stages  of  development.    Included  in  this  group  are: 

1.    Plot  33  (1,3  acres)  to  be  developed  as  an  aviation  fuel,  and  related 
petroleum  products,  bulk  storage,  sale  and  distribution  area.    Shell  Oil  Company 
has  indicated  an  interest  in  this  property,  and  the  propoted  lease  agreement  is 
presently  before  the  Commission  for  approval.    It  la  estimated  that  lease  of 
this  acreage  will  result  in  an  annual  rental  payment  to  the  Clt&  of  over  $2500. 


2.  Standard  Oil  Company  recently  submitted  a  form  of  sublease  arrqp$qg#ftt 
with  Pan  American  World  Airways  that  would  make  available  a  490  by  50  foot  area 
within  Plot  A  (adjacent  to  Standard  Oil'  present  tank  farm)  to  Standard  Oil 
Company  of  California,    this  sublease  is  currently  being  examined  by  the  City 
Attorney's  Office  to  determine  the  legal  feasibility  of  the  arrangement.    If  and 
when  this  agreement  is  approved,  the  City  should  appreciate  an  annual  rental  of 
over  $1,100.    The  area  will  be  dedicated  to  the  same  functions  as  described  in 
relation  to  the  Shell  Oil  Company  lease. 

3.  American  Airlines  has  indicated  an  interest  in  Plot  8  involving  8*62 
acres  within  the  area  dedicated  to  aircraft  maintenance  and  storage.    When  con- 
summated, this  lease  should  produce  approximately  $5,000  per  year  rental.  The 
proposed  agreement  is  currently  in  the  hands  of  American  Airlines  officials  pend- 
ing  their  approval. 

4.  Pan  American  Airways  has  expressed  interest  in  acquiring  two  acres 
within  Plot  A  for  a  future  installation  of  jet  engitte  test  cells.    Although  pre* 
sent  negotiations  for  this  parcel  are  currently  in  only  the  initial  stages,  it 

is  anticipated  that  rental  fees  resulting  from  this  lease  should  produce  an  annual 
revenue  of  approximately  $4^000, 

5.  TWo  major  petroleum  companies  (Standard  and  Richfield)  have  recently 
expressed  interest  in  leasing  the  southeast  corner  of  the  old  Bayshore  Highway 
and  San  Bruno  Avenue  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  operating  an  automobile 
service  station.    This  is  a  particularly  desirable  location  for  such  a  retail 
outlet,  being  immediately  adjacent  to  United  Air  Lines  Maintenance  Base  and  em- 
ployee parking  areas.    This  potential  source  of  revenue  to  the  City  should  produce 
an  annual  income  of  approximately  $6,000.    Negotiations  are  still  in  the  primary 
stage,  and  to  date  have  not  been  fully  explored  in  detail. 

Lease  Negotiations,  Building 

Construction  of  Pier  E  and  connecting  concourse  is  progressing  satisfactorily 
toward  completion  in  February, 


Lease  for  use  of  Pier  E  is  currently  in  the  hands  of  American  Airlines' 
New  York  attorneys,  having  been  negotiated  locally  by  the  City's  representatives 
and  the  carrier's  Western  Division  staff.    Approval  is  expected  early  this  month. 
The  opening  of  bids  for  this  lease,  originally  scheduled  for  today,  has  been  ex- 
tended two  weeks  to  the  16th,    It  is  expected  that  revenues  derived  from  the 
Pier  E  lease  will  amount  to  over  $75,000  annually. 

Plans  for  the  extension  of  Pier  B  are  progressing  according  to  schedule. 
The  lease  agreement  for  this  area  has  been  submitted  to  United  Airlines  and 
prompt  approval  is  expected.    Revenue  from  this  addition  to  the  Terminal  is  ex- 
pected to  equal  that  of  Pier  B  ($75,000  per  year). 
Current  Bond  Fund  Projects 

Filling  operations  at  the  ends  of  runways  28  (left  and  right)  and  1  (right) 
have  been  completed— the  material  is  being  permitted  to  settle  before  paving  is 
applied. 

Studies  are  underway  by  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  following  a  request 
by  Airport  Management,  for  a  recommendation  as  to  how  best  to  proceed  in  bringing 
certain  maintenance  base  areas  up  to  grade. 

The  main  lobby  and  ground  floor  (Terminal  Building)  escalator  project  was 
put  to  bid  October  28th  and  scheduled  for  opening  Wednesday  November  26th* 

Engineering  Bureau  is  progressing  toward  expansion  of  Airport's  Communication 
Section  area  on  the  ground  floor,  and  on  a  program  of  sound  and  temperature  con- 
trol for  the  fourth  floor  administrative  and  accounting  offices. 

Included  among  other  projects  currently  in  the  hands  of  the  Engineering 
Bureau  are:  studies  re:  alterations  to  comply  with  governmental  agencies  require- 
ments within  the  international  section  of  Pier  D  and  furniture  and  equipment  needs 
for  Pier  E  and  connecting  concourse.  A  self-claiming  baggage  technique  is  also 

being  developed  by  UEB  for  used  by  passengers  deplaning  at  Pier  E. 
Miscellaneous 

Airport  Management  is  continuing  to  study  U-Drive  proposals  and  requested 

lease  modifications. 

Lockheed  Air  Terminal  Corporation  has  requested  authority  to  operate  an  air- 
craft fueling  service  at  SFTA.

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 
Water  Conditions 

Storage  conditions  at  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  continue  good.    The  additional 
water  retained  in  storage  during  this  year's  high  runoff  season  is  acquiring 
significance  in  view  of  the  prolonged  dry  spell  this  fall  and  the  possibility 
of  next  year  being  a  dry  year. 

Taxes 

Taxes  for  the  fiscal  year  1958-59  on  Hetch  Hetchy  properties  located  in  various 
political  subdivisions  have  been  paid  with  the  exception  of  the  second  install- 
ment on  one  tax  bill  in  Tuolumne  County,    It  will  be  necessary  that  a  supple- 
mental appropriation  be  approved  to  pay  this  bill  since  the  amount  budgeted 
in  the  1958-59  budget  for  taxes  was  exceeded.    The  increase  in  taxes  over  last 
year  is  due  to  general  increases  in  the  various  tax  rates.    A  comparison  of 
taxes  paid  in  each  year  follows:

Investigation  of  Water  Resources  of  Tuolumne  County 

On  November  20  and  21,  1958,  five  engineers  of  the  State  Department  of  Water 
Resources  together  with  a  member  of  my  staff  visited  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project 
relative  to  the  current  investigation  by  the  State  of  the  water  resources  of 
Tuolumne  County,    The  3tudy  will  extend  over  a  period  of  two  years  and  a 
complete  report  will  be  prepared  upon  completion.    This  Bureau  is  cooperating 
with  the  State  in  the  study. 
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CANYON-CHERRY  POWER  DEVELOPMENT 
Tunnel  Work 

Progress  continues  good  on  driving  the  Cherry  Power  Tunnel  with  only  approx- 
imately k9000  feet  left  to  be  driven  between  the  two  headings. 

Work  on  the  Eleanor-Cherry  Diversion  Tunnel  will  be  accelerated  after  driving 
of  the  Power  Tunnel  is  completed  in  January  1959.    A  distance  of  sixty-five 
feet  of  tunnel  has  been  driven  from  the  Eleanor  Portal  and  the  Contractor  is 
making  preliminary  preparations  to  drive  the  balance  of  this  5» 850-foot  tunnel 
from  the  Cherry  Portal. 

Transmission  Line 

The  Contractor  on  the  construction  of  the  transmission  line  between  Early 
Intake  and  Moccasin  has  put  additional  crews  on  both  the  footing  construction 
and  the  erection  of  the  towers.    Progress,  therefore,  has  improved,  with 
approximately  75$  of  the  footings  now  complete  and  about  30$  of  the  towers 
erected. 

Cherry  Powerhouse 

Progress  on  the  excavation  of  the  foundation  for  the  Cherry  Powerhouse  has 
been  slowed  somewhat  by  several  slides  of  loose  material  along  the  easterly 
side  of  the  channel  for  the  diversion  of  Granite  Creek.    Excavation  for  the 
penstock  continues  at  a  good  rate.    Warehouse  buildings  and  other  items  of 
plant  required  by  the  Contractor  for  carrying  on  the  work  are  under  construction. 

Fabrication  of  the  steel  penstock  sections  is  well  under  way  with  the  sandblast- 
ing and  painting  of  the  first  sections  scheduled  for  this  week. 
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Cherry  Power house .  Cont*d 

The  manufacture  of  the  turbines  also  continues  at  a  satisfactory  rate,  although 
some  delay  may  be  incurred  next  spring  because  of  the  time  required  to  replace 
an  unsatisfactory  casting •    At  present  it  appears  that  the  delay  in  construc- 
tion, if  any,  will  be  minor. 

Bids  will  be  received  on  December  26,  1958  by  the  Purchaser  of  Supplies  for  the 
power  transformers  for  the  Cherry  Powerhouse  and  the  Warnerville  Substation  at 
a  total  estimated  cost  of  $1,580,000. 

AS£PR3LMfiIPERiNG  and  conduction 

General 

The  continued  favorable  weather  has  made  possible  another  month  of  good  construc- 
tion progress  at  the  Airport. 

Pier  E 

Work  is  continuing  on  the  installation  of  mechanical  and  electrical  equipment, 
and  the  placing  of  porcelain  enamel  panels  and  windows.    The  exterior  of  the 
building  is  generally  complete,  but  considerable  interior  finish  work  remains 
to  be  done.    Approximately  90  percent  of  the  contract  work  is  completed. 

Fill  for  Runway  Extensions 

During  the  past  month  both  major  contracts  for  the  placing  of  fill  for  runway 
extensions  were  completed.    The  fills  will  now  be  allowed  to  settle,  and  paving 
of  the  extensions  will  be  undertaken  next  summer. 

Addition  to  Sixth  Floor  of  Terminal  Building 

The  Contractor  is  finishing  up  the  interior  painting  and  it  is  expected  that 
the  Civil  Aeronautics  Administration  will  be  able  to  occupy  this  new  area  next 
week.    This  new  addition  will  house  flight  control  equipment  for  use  in  connec- 
tion with  Control  Tower  operations. 


Fil^  of  Leased  Areas 

All  fill  has  been  placed  in  Plot  16,  which  has  been  leased  by  United  Air  Lines 
for  use  as  a  vehicle  parking  area.  The  filling  of  Plot  5>  also  for  United  Air 
Lines,  is  approximately  25  percent  completed, 

TaxiwAv  Shoulders  -  C.A.A.  Project  5915 

The  Contractor  has  moved  in  equipment  preparatory  to  commencing  work  for  adding 
25-foot  shoulders  on  each  side  of  the  taxiways  to  be  used  by  jet  aircraft. 

Escalators  and  Automatic  Doors  in  Terminal  Building 

Favorable  bids  with  a  low  bid  of  $157,766  were  received  on  November  25th  for 
the  installation  of  a  pair  of  escalators  and  a  stairway  between  the  Baggage 
Lobby  and  the  Ticket  Lobby  in  the  Terminal  Building.    Due  to  the  time  required 
for  fabrication  and  delivery  of  the  escalator  units  it  is  expected  that  they 
will  not  be  ready  for  use  until  next  summer, 

A  low  bid  of  $58,648  was  received  last  Thursday  for  the  conversion  of  twenty- 
two  pairs  of  doors  on  the  ground  and  first  floor  entrances  to  automatic  opera- 
tion.   This  work  will  be  done  in  successive  stages  with  final  work  contingent 
on  installation  of  the  above-mentioned  escalators. 

Miscellaneous  Construction  Contracts 

The  Contractor  is  awaiting  delivery  of  material  required  for  the  small  contract 
for  providing  improvements  to  the  boiler  plant  in  the  Service  Building.  The 
contract  for  installation  of  utilities  in  the  apron  area  to  serve  Pier  E  is 
awaiting  certification  by  the  Controller, 

Architectural  Contract 

Welton  Becket  &  Associates  have  made  considerable  progress  towards  the  prepar- 
ation of  the  Master  Plan  for  the  Terminal  Area  Complex,  and  it  is  expected 
that  a  completed  plan  will  be  available  shortly  after  the  first  of  the  year. 
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RAILWAY  ENGINEERING  AND  CONSTRUCTION 

Relocating  Trolley  Coach  Overhead  for  No.  30  Line 

Work  on  this  project  is  approximately  97  percent  complete,,    Trolley  coaches 
of  the  No,  30  line  started  operation  on  the  main  route  Sunday,  November  30, 
1958*    Some  work  on  connections  to  the  overhead  at  cross  streets  still  remains 
to  be  done.

Pending  official  action  on  the  ultimate  disposition  of  the  Bureau  of  Light, 
Heat  and  Power,  the  Budget  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1959-60  is  being  prepared  on 
the  basis  of  continuing  operation  as  a  separate  bureau  with  the  necessary 
personnel  and  funds  which  will  be  required  for  such  operation. 

Budget  estimates  of  funds  required  by  all  City  departments  for  electric  power 
is  still  indefinite  pending  agreement  on  electric  power  rates  to  be  charged 
City  departments  for  Hetch  Hetchy  power.

General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer  December  23,  1958 

The  salient  features  of  progress  and  other  items  of 
importance  in  the  improvement,  operation  and  maintenance  of  the 
San  Francisco  Water  Department  occurring  since  November  25,  1953, 
the  date  of  my  previous  report  to  you,  are  as  follows: 

The  financial  position  of  the  Department  continues  good. 
Water  Sales  collection  for  the  first  20  days  of  November  were 
$846,414,  which  is  $214,603  more  than  the  same  period  last  year 
while  such  collections  this  fiscal  year  to  December  20,  1958 
amounted  to  $7,514,891  which  is  $268,021  more  than  the  same  period 
last  year. 

Although  certain  accounts  were  overspent  due  to  increased 
activities  and  higher  taxes  and  water  sales  were  lower  than  last 
year  a  credit  balance  of  $3,690  of  revenues  over  expenditure 
obtained  as  of  November  30,  1958. 

Net  water  sales  for  the  five  months  of  this  fiscal  year 
increased  3.09$  in  San  Francisco  and  7.11^  outside  of  San  Francisco 
over  the  same  period  last  year  with  a  net  increase  of  394  consumers 
for  that  period. 

Land  management  activities  included  the  following  items: 

1.  The  plan  for  the  use  of  surplus  areas  of  the 
Francisco  Street  Reservoir  tract  is  under 
study  by  the  Recreation  and  Park  and  Planning 
Commissions . 

2.  The  Director  of  Property  has  submitted  his 
appraisal  of  the  Silva  Tract  which  is  now 
under  study. 

3.  Negotiations  are  in  progress  with  the  City  of 
Pleasanton  with  reference  to  the  proposed 
industrial  park. 

4.  The  preparation  and  issuance  of  several  commercial 
and  agricultural  leases  and  numerous  permits. 

The  contract  work  of  lining  and  roofing  the  south  basin  of 
Sunset  Reservoir  is  43/S  completed,  and  workwise,  is  on  schedule. 

During  the  month  120  orders  for  renewed  or  increased 
services  were  filled,  158  poor  supply  inspections  were  made  and 
231  new  main  taps  were  installed. 
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Numerous  contracts  are  in  progress  and  under  preparation 
for  the  improvement  of  the  pipe  system  in  San  Francisco.  The 
City  Distribution  Division  continues  busy  with  pipeline  recon- 
struction and  other  work  to  accommodate  street  improvements. 

All  Water  Department  work  on  Portola  Drive  was  completed 
during  the  month  as  was  the  work  on  a  long  section  of  Geary  Blvd. 
Considerable  work  will  be  required  on  this  latter  street  through 
the  Western  Addition  in  the  near  future. 

Plans  and  specifications  are  well  advanced  for  reconstructing 
the  timber  trestle  supporting  the  pipeline  across  the  Bay  Division 
marshes,  for  rebuilding  the  bridge  across  Alameda  Creek  damaged 
by  floods,  the  replacement  of  the  Pilarcitos  Cottage  and  the  recon- 
struction at  the  San  Andreas  Outlet  made  necessary  by  last  year's 
slides . 

The  program  for  improving  the  quality  of  water  served  our 
consumers  continues  at  an  increased  rate.     Mains  are  being  flushed, 
several  new  chlorinating  plants  are  under  construction  or  in 
operation  and  certain  existing  plants  are  being  modernized.  The 
work  of  cleaning  the  west  basin  of  the  Stanford  Heights  Reservoir 
was  completed  and  crews  have  made  structural  repairs  found  necessary. 
College  Hill  reservoir  is  undergoing  its  annual  cleaning. 

The  report  on  Cost  and  Rate  Analysis  of  the  San  Francisco 
Water  Department,  by  Roy  a  Wehe  is  now  being  analyzed  by  the  staff 
with  a  view  to  making  reports  and  recommendations  to  the  Commission. 

Two  important  meetings  were  held  during  the  month;  one, 
with  the  officials  of  the  City  of  Pleasanton  with  reference  to  the 
creation  of  an  industrial  park  on  the  City's  600  acre  tract  near 
Pleasanton  and  the  other  was  the  Commissioner's  conference  with 
the  officials  of  cities  and  districts  served  outside  San  Francisco 
with  reference  to  mutual  problems.
